New Issues of The Far East 

L. Audree. 1 Maxwell Road. Ipoh. Fed. Malay States,.sends us the fol¬ 
lowing information about new issues which have just made their appearance: 

SIAM. Victory issue, with the word VICTORY overprinted in red, 
with Siamese characters Wan Chai (meaning victory) above it. So far the 
only values I have seen are the 2, 3, 5, 10 and 15 satangs. The higher values, 
I hear, will be out shortly. 

CEYLON. The 2c orange, the 3c emerald, and the 5c lake, have been 
issued with the overprint WAR STAMP in two lines. 

BORNEO. Red Cross series No. 3. with the overprint FOUR CENTS 
in black and RED CROSS above all values from lc to §10.00. 

FED. MALAY STATES. The 3c in new color, old color lake, new 
color slate has just been issued and the 4. 5, 8, 10, 20 and 50c in new colors 
are shortly expected. ,

Note:—Under this heading-, as for many years past, I shall endeavor to giv® 
answer to any Philatelic questions that may be sent to me by letter. Postal cards 
will not be answered, except in special cases. The inquirer should always enclose 
in his letter one three-cent stamp for return postage, and should not forget to give 
his fuH address every time he writes Philatelic questions are such as will interest 
a Philatelist, because, in some way, they relate to stamps. 


1166. Have Belgian stamps been reprinted? 

Answ. Yes, some of them. The 10c and 20c of 1849 are said to have 
been reprinted in 1866, possibly in 1882 or 1893. In 1895 the series of 1861- 
65-66, 1c to Ifr. was reprinted, imperforate,'no gum, poor colors. It is 
also claimed that the early issues of postal cards have been reprinted. As 
to envelopes, cards and letter-cards, I have no dates at hand. 

1167. Should reprints be excluded from a postage stamp collection? 

Answ. Certainty, unless they are plainly marked or easily recognizable 

as reprints. Reprints as such may take the places of originals for a time, 
to show what the originals looked like, but as soon as they pose as orig¬ 
inals, they are frauds. Reprints, as reprints, may be a valuable addition 
(you might say “appendix”) to a postage stamp collection. Some of them 
have a considerable market value, too. 

1168. What is the difference between a reprint and a counterfeit? 

Answ. A reprint is an impression from the original plate, some times 

made on the same press by the same workmen and on the same kind of 
paper as the originals, but not for the same purpose, i. e., not for postal 
use. The purposes fpr which reprints have been made are: exhibition, 
sale to collectors, and fraud. A second, or any subsequent printing for 
regular postal purposes is not called “reprint” (although it might be called 
so), but merely a second edition, printing-or print. A counterfeit is an imi¬ 
tation of a postage stamp, made from new or altered plates, for the purpose 
of illustration or deception. Both reprints and counterfeits may be made 
by government authority, or by unauthorized persons, and they may serve 
either legitimate purposes, or fraud. 

1177. What is the highest number of any Cash Paid Permit? 

Ans.—The highest number that I have seen is 2368 of New' York, but 
that does not mean that there may not be some higher number, if not today,

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WAR’S HISTORY IS SET OUT IN POSTAGE STAMPS 


More Than Three Thousand Different Kinds Owe Their Origin to Conflict, 
While Peace and Reconstruction Are to Be Marked by Commemorative 
Issues in New Nations, Liberated Lands and Colonies 

The end of the war does not bring to a close the most-fascinating chap¬ 
ter of the history of philately, which began when Great Britain first issued 
a stamped envelope in 1840. The period of reconstruction certainly will bring 
forth new franking labels which will be classed as war stamps, for the reason 
that but for the war they never would have appeared. 

The new stamps of the days of the armistice and of the world’s renova¬ 
tion will be issued for numerous reasons. French troops have occupied parts 
o* Austria and Hungary and Germany; American and British and Belgian 
forces have entered Germany, Italian soldiers have gone into terrain formerly 
•claime.d by Austria. It will surprise philately if new stamps do not come 
forth to signify these phases of occupation. 

The Changes to Come 

Meanwhile, various states which formed the German Empire have de¬ 
clared themselves republics, and the old stamps of monarchial days are likely 
to be retired and new ones issued. Germany will undoubtedly withdraw the 
stamps upon which the militaristic figure of “Germania” has been the central 
design for many years and displace them with designs significant of the po¬ 
litical changes. The abdication of Emperor Charles of Austria will result in 
the retirement of the Austrian stamps which bear his portrait. 

Those Ukrainian and Polish governments which were established under 
German tutelage issued stamps which are certain to disappear from circula¬ 
tion as these governments fall and others are set up in their places, and the 
new governments will in turn issue stamps. 

When colonies which were formerly German are disposed of at the peace 
table, such transfers will mean the elimination of stamps provisionally used 
under Entente occupation. New stamps will be issued, of a permanent char¬ 
acter. 

New nations will arise out of the war and the peace conference; and these 
governments will have philatelic identity. Czec’no-Slovakia already has es¬ 
tablished its own postal system and has joined the family of stamp issuing 
countries. The coming political and military developments in Russia and the 
Orient all assure new stamps. 

Peace Stamps Planned 

It is not improbable that Alsace-Lorraine, once more joined to France, 
will memorialize its homecoming by preparing a special issue. The Italian 
Irredenta may be expected to take similar action. 

Belgium, Rumania. Montenegro and Serbia all have had their peoples 
subjected to the use of occupation stamps imposed upon them by German or 
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Austrian or Bulgarian invaders, and will be quick to associate their own na¬ 
tional postage stamps with their rebirth of liberation. 

There will be innumerable commemorative issues. Newfoundland is pre¬ 
paring a series, to appear about New Year’s, with inscriptions relating both 
to European battles in which her troops participated and to her royal naval 
reserve. It is not probable that the postal administrations of France and 
Belgium will fail to depict scenes of war history on franking labels, and other 
nations will do likewise. 

There will be peace stamps. Switzerland, some months ago, selected de¬ 
signs for a series of such adhesives to be issued after the war. The 2-cent 
and 5-cent stamps which the United States government had intended to issue 
to commemorate one hundred years of peace among English speaking peo¬ 
ples, and particularly between America and Great Britain, were not put forth 
in 1914, as had been intended, because of the advent of the war. It is under¬ 
stood the plates ior these already had been prepared, and it is a matter of 
speculation as to whether these stamps will now appear. 

Philately already is aware of the existence of approximately 3,ISO stamps 
which but for the war would not have been issued. Roughly, these may be 
classed as follows: Charity or Red Cross; military, for use by troops; occu¬ 
pation, for use by peoples of invaded lands; war’tax, for use on mail in addi¬ 
tion to regular adhesives; commemorative, issued especially because of events 
related to the war; revenue, for facilitating collection of levies on commodi¬ 
ties or documents, and provisional, made necessary because of shortage of 
customary paper, or increase of postal rates, or exhaustion of stamp supplies, 
or scarcity of dyestuffs, or any of a dozen and more other reasons. 

The powers associated against the Teutonic allies issued more than three 
times the number of war stamps put forth by the Central Empires and their 
allies. Of the total of 3,157 known war stamps, the United States and allies 
have put forth 2,274 varieties, or more than two-thirds. The Central Powers 
issued 689, or less than one-fourth. Thus it may be seen that the neutrals 
have not been idle. At least ten neutrals, including the Scandinavian and 
Holland and Switzerland, have been forced by the exigencies of war to issue 
new adhesives—chiefly due to increasd postal rates.

IMPERF. AND PART PERF. STRIPS AND BLOCKS—There is 
always a question in the mind of both buyers and sellers of strips and blocks 
of the first issue imperf and part perf varieties as to the basis of barter that 
will meet mutually the ideas of both parties. 

Our fear is that there will never be a definite settlement of the disagree¬ 
ment. There is no way under the sun where the price of a strip or block of 
one of these varieties can be reconciled with the prices quoted in the catalog. 
There is a wide diversity of opinion regarding thdse matters. We have just 
enjoyed eqamining a small lot of the rather commoner varieties, which aver¬ 
age, with discount, 158 per cent of catalog. The stamps were not the choicest 
as to condition and personally we could not agree with the owner that his 
prices met favor at our hands. The main reason was that we believe we can 
buy them at less. There are some of the imperfs that are worth many times 
catalog from a standpoint of rarity and desirability and there are other varie¬ 
ties that are far from rare, although none of them but what are worth much 
more unsevered than singly. 

They are worth just about what one has to pay for them. The dates of 
appearance of these items on the market are irregular and intermittent. There 
are times however when they can be picked up at around catalog prices for 
the ordinary varieties. It would be interesting to know just what prices have 
been realized on these fugitive blocks and strips in the near past. We have 
personally paid as much as ten times catalog for some few items, but are no 
nearer than before to a matter of adjustment of prices than when we first 
set eyes on an imperf pair. Our idea of buying them is to measure our exchec- 
quer against the appeal they make, and if we fall for them—buy them— and 
forget it. 

DATE CANCELLATIONS—There is a vast amount of energy and in¬ 
terest expended by postage stamp fiends in the matter of date cancellations. 
We do not find many fiscal devotees as enthusiastically following the same 
trend of devotion. There is, however, a great amount of pleasure to be de¬ 
rived from this pursuit in the revenue line, and at a moderate cost. Our own 
experience has been in the line of collecting hand stamped dated cancellations 
of the commonest first issue. Either of the two cent bank check stamps, of 
the 2 cent U. S. I. R. will fill the bill very nicely. 

Arrangement should be made in chronological order, allowing room for 
every day of the week, month and year. Allowance for Sundays is in order 
as it is not infrequent that Sunday cancellations are to be met wilth.' A slight 
overlapping of stamps as they are mounted will save a lot of space and at the 
same time will not lessen the beauty of display. A good arrangement, settled 
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upon after many trials is to use two sheets for each year. Arrange each sheet 
for six vertical columns, one for each month. These 12 columns will make up 
the quota of the twelve months of each year. 

A little calculation as to vertical arrangement will permit of additions 
with ease and allow all dates of each month to fall in the same horizontal 
lines. A suitable check list can be made by using quadrilled paper, such as 
mathematicians use in the plotting of curves in rectangular co-ordinates. The 
smaller the little squares the more compact the check list. 

Block out in red ink a rectangle 31 spaces wide and 12 squares deep. The 
-31 horizontal spaces provide for each day of the month, while the 12 vertical 
squares provide for -each month in the year. This check list will be found a 
great saving of time, when sorting out copies from large lots. 

In sorting, first sort by years, then by months and days, discarding all 
but clear, clean cut hand stamped dates. By reference to the check list the 
desired dates can be chosen without reference to an album, and the mounting 
can be done at leisure. We would be pleased to hear from any who have had 
experience in this line, for experience is a great teacher. 

BEER STAMPS—It is safe to state that there is no line of the Tax Paid 
Division that receives as much attention as do beer stamps. We know of 
several collectors who limit their efforts to this field alone, in tax paids, while 
we know of very few who specialize in any other division alone. 

The reason of this is apparent. Beer stamps are beyond question the 
most beautiful in color and design of all the tax paids. They also possess the 
merit of having a size and shape convenient for arrangement in any album. 
The earlier issues are resplendent with lavish display of all colors of the spec¬ 
trum. The engraving is wonderful, and the size, which does not crowd details, 
is just right to satisfy the eye ant taste. 

Recent issues are prolific in surcharges of many kinds. These the col¬ 
lector should grab quickly, for they are of but short life. 

When time and space will permit we shall submit a suitable check list of 
these and other interesting varieties of tax paids.

He is well remembered by old timers who used to pat¬ 
ronize the old Bluff City Stamp Company of Council Bluffs, Iowa and Omaha, 
Nebr., in the early nineties. All who know him sympathize with him in his 
bereavement. Mr. Sanders contemplates returning to Denver at an early 
date. 

The airplane postal rates have been further reduced to 6c an ounce in¬ 
stead of 16c and 24c. This will mean the passing of the last two values as 

\ 
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the writer thinks that ordinary postage stamps will be used instead and that 
no new further special airplane stamps will be issued because of the ex¬ 
pensiveness of making new plates. 

It has been stated that a Denver philatelist has the $5 War Savings 
stamps in rouletted condition. Previously the stamps were issued in perfor¬ 
ated condition. 

The collectors of government issued postal cards recently had added 
to his U. S. sector, a brand new 2c x 2c reply cards, printed in beautiful 
bright red on cream texture, with portraits of George and Martha Washing¬ 
ton, the former being on the first half and the latter on reply half. Is similar 
to the lc x lc reply cards, only the stamps are large and showy. 

Your correspondent who is an enthusiastic collector of government is¬ 
sued postal and letter cards has come into possession of a new variety of the 
2c red on cream card, Jefferson issue. The variety is that the card is a little 
smaller, being issued in library index card size. 

It has been ascertained that there exists about 27 varieties of Canada 
King George postal cards. 

A 12 years old daughter of Mr. Claude C. Beals, a philatelist of Boulder, 
Colorado, was the victim of a very distressing accident in early November. 
While on a visit in the Boulder Canon she was ^sitting on a large boulder 
when it was in some way loosened and both went tumbling down the moun¬ 
tainside resulting in injuries from which she died in a few days. We all send 
to the bereaved parents our heartfelt sympathy. 

A PRICE COMPARISON ON TJ. S. RARITIES 

A Review of Morgenthau’s Recent Sale of Washburn Collection of Rare U. S. With 
Previous Auction Frices Noted—C. A. Burner, in Philatelic Index. 

We promised our readers a detailed review of the rare U. S. from the Wash¬ 
burn collection which is being disposed of by J. C. Morgenthau & Co. this season. 
We realize that anything we write.will be but a poor attempt to give any con¬ 
ception of the superb condition of many of these items. We also realize that to 
those whose purses will permit them to aspire to become the owners of such rare 
stamps the quoting of prices received in the different auctions mean little as com¬ 
pared with the sales faction of acquiring a much coveted prize. But to those of 
us who are numbered among the great mass of collectors the associating of cold 
dollar and cent valuations is interesting. After learning what those who can will 
pay for choice specimens of this and that we who have never even had the pleasure 
to even look upon such rare gems go on our way and in our day dreams allow our 
fancy to weave stories of “finds” that put all those of record to shame. 

So feeling that those of us who fall into this class are sufficient in numbers 
to appreciate such a comparison of figures we shall attempt to give some prices 
realized at different sales on a number of U. S. Rarities.^ 

Some of the Washburn Rarities 

Among the rare Postmaster Provisionals in this collection were three copies 
of the St. Louis —one of the 5c and two of the 10c. 

The 5-cent sold for $112.50. Four other copies of #20 were previously sold as 
follows: Morgenthau ’15, $92.50 (fine margins); Franklin $72, (magnificent); Bar¬ 
tels ’17, $59, (good except lower rt. corner); Franklin, ’17 $52, (trifling defect). 

The Washburln 10c #21 is listed as very fine—it sold for $157.50. Morgenthau 
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sold a repaired copy in 1915 for $46; Franklin, a very fine copy last year for $70 
and another on cover in March of this year for $92. 

The 10c #24, type II in this sale is listed as very fine with good margins on 
$31; Scott, a good copy close right in 1917 for $70; Franklin, a desirable copy close 
N and E in 1917 for $52; and Bartels in 1917 a St. Louis red cancelled copy witl* 
fine margins for $86. 

Issue of 1851. In this issue were some choice specimens. A copy of lc type I 
(30) brought $51 despite slight cut into top. A very fine copy of the same type 
III (32a) cat. $40, sold for $42.50 while two fine copies of type IV, cat. $5, brought 
$14. An o. g. pair of the 3c, cat. $10, sold $21 and a mint copy of the 10c #35, cat. 
$17.50 brought $15.50. 

A Record Price. The high price for the 5c red brown #34 in mint condition 
was set when a magnificent copy nearly doubled catalog at $110. Last year in the 
opening Worthington sale Morgenthau sold a fine, unused copy for $70. Bartels 
the same year got $34 for a very fine unused copy with 4 splendid margins. Mor¬ 
genthau sold unused copies in their 111th sale and in 1917 for $11 and $28.50. This 
fall Philadelphia sold a fine unused copy for $18.20 and Drew a fine unused one 
with 4 good margins for $35.25. The copy in this sale was superb with full o. g. 
Its magnificent condition no doubt created stiff competition and the enormous 
price resulted. None of the copies priced above were listed with o. g. 

Another Rare Jitney Value. The 5c brick red unused is cataloged at $100. An, 
o. g. copy with perfs.- touching at top and right sold for $81. Morgenthau in 1915 
sold an o. g. copy (cut ornament at left) for $71; Scott in 1917 an o. g. copy with a 
few perfs. nibbed for $26. The Worthington collection copy was a finer specimen 
than this one and set a high price for this stamp unused at $120. 

Another Rare One. Another rarity is the 24c steel blue #78c, o. g. It brought 
even catalog at $100. Franklin sold a fine o. g. copy in their 7th sale for $52. 
The magnificent copy from the Sherman Collection was sold by Morgenthau in 
1916 for $102.50. At the time these copies sold the catalog quotation was $75. 

The 1869 Inverts. A fine well-centered copy of the 15c went five dollars over 
catalog*'at $505. It w r ill be recalled that an o. g. wonderful copy of this sold last 
year in the Worthington sales for $4,100. In January of this year Morgenthau 
sold a used copy, close top. for $217. 

In the Washburn sale the 24c sold for $475. An unused copy in the Worthing¬ 
ton sale brought $2,850 while a used copy brought $405. In January 1918 Morgen¬ 
thau sold a copy (off at left) for $295. 

Pan-American Inverts. While we are considering inverts we shall give the 
Pan-Americans. The three were present in o. g. copies. The two-cent was per¬ 
fectly centered. The prices were as follows: lc—$43.50; 2c—$525; 4c, off at bot¬ 
tom $85. We have before us fourteen auction quotations for the lc. All are 
o. g. copies. We price them collectively under the following condition designa¬ 
tions: Surperb—$45, $44, $36.25, $36.50; very fine—$40.50. $38, $44.50, $41, $37, 
$37.50, $35.50, $35; close top—$30.50 and $25.50. 

Franklin sold a copy of 2c with straight edge S for $399 in their 7th sale, 
while in their Sth sale an off center copy brought $402. The Worthington copy 
brought $50 while Morgenthau sold another fine copy in April of this year for $501. 

Previous prices for the 4c have not justified the present quotation especially 
since it is catalogued as “off at bottom.” 

In Franklin’s 7th sale a centered copy sold for $36. Scott in 1917 got $46.50 
for a copy with one corner perf. gone, while a year later a copy close S sold by 
them brought $28. The Worthington copy brought $61 despite one straight edge. 
In January of this year Morgenthau received $32.50 for a copy close S while in 
April of this year another close S was sold by this firm for $47.50. 
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THE NEBRASKA STATE REVENUES—By M. R. Putnam, Columbus, O. 

Numerous inquiries have come to hand regarding the revenue stamps 
of the state of Nebraska. Some are puzzled, some are skeptical, some are 
vociferous, all are incredulous. The facts are, however, that these stamps 
DO exist, and that they are fully authorized issues; they dp not conflict in 
any way with the Federal Revenue or Treasury laws. 

It became necessary, in 1916, for the State to raise funds for some sudden 
emergency. And it seemed good to the Solons at Lincoln to place a tax upon 
ground and process feeds prepared for livestock. Therefore, under the au¬ 
thority of the so-called feeding-stuffs act, Clarence E. Harman, Deputy Com¬ 
missioner of the Nebraska State Food, Drug and Oil Commission caused a 
series of revenue stamps to be printed and distributed. These were affixed 
to the bags by the manufacturers. As other acts had provided that all feed¬ 
ing-stuffs be packed in containers of 100 or 200 lbs. net content, two values 
comprised the series. 

The stamps were printed and delivered to the Commission by the Deni¬ 
son Novelty Co., Framingham, Mass.—the famous tag and label specialists, 
with whom philatelists are, on the whole, quite familiar. The series was 
PRINTED from type, on a light weight cream-colored tag board, the im¬ 
print of the manufacturers being impressed on the reinforcing ring surround¬ 
ing the hole at the left of the tag. The tags are about 3xlj4 inches in size, 
and are provided with a metal fastener, by means of which they may easily 
and permanently be attached to the bag of feed. 

Classify these stamps where you please. They are inscribed “Tax Paid,” 
but I have placed them as State Revenues in Knight’s Catalog, which has 
since been adopted as the private organ of Knight’s National Stamp Club, 
the advertisement of which appears elsewhere in this issue. I should be 
pleased to hear from anyone who has any of these stamps, and from any 
other reader who is interested in them.

Philatelic matters are booming in Minneapolis as is usual. The.progres¬ 
sive Twin City Society is meeting regularly and is well attended. The De¬ 
cember meeting was held at the home of Mr. H. S. Swensen, the newly ap¬ 
pointed Sales Manager of the S. P. A. Thirty-three members attended and a 
most enjoyable evening was spent, in fact according to reports it will stand 
out as one of the most pleasant philatelic meetings ever held in the Twin 
Cities. Mr. Swensen was very active in stamp circles ten years ago and his 
interest was revived at the 1917 S. P. A. convention here. 

“Vic” Rotnem, the enterprising Sales Manager of the M. P. A. had a seri¬ 
ous attack of the “flu” which necessitated his going home to recuperate. He 
was attending the University here and a member of the S. A. T. C. We are 
pleased to hear that he has recovered and will shortly return to the Twin 
Cities. 

The December Supplement of Scotts contained some regular brain-teasers 
for collectors. If you think you know all about the history of the countries 
you collect send for this list and see how many of the questions you can 
answer. 

We often wondered how a French head appeared on the stamps of Cor- 
rienties. Mr. Gellerman in the December Gossip explains how this happens. 
It was in fact copied from the early French stamp by an apprentice, engraver. 
We can learn something new regarding stamps every day. 

The war has increased the demand for French Colonials as will be evi¬ 
denced from the scarcity of the 19th Century as well as some of the 20th 
Century issues. The prices on many have been materially advanced in Scott’s 
latest catalog. 

The collector who complained of the slowness of auction dealers in the 
East in sending the lots to the purchaser, surely “hit the nail on the head.” 
He wrote Meekels Weekly and we trust their giving the matter prominence 
on their editorial page will result in the discontinuance of this practice. Cer¬ 
tain dealers seem to have a corner on the auction trade and act quite inde¬ 
pendently of the wishes of the purchasers. All readers who purchase at 
auction will do well to follow the suggestion made in the weekly of noting on 
their bid list that “Unless my stamps are forwarded on the first or second 
day following the sale I will not accept them.” Let’s all get together on this 
and shoot them back if the dealers do not wake up. It can be done, and 
does not look entirely right to withhold them as is being done in some cases. 
The dealer expects you to settle promptly why not make him act promptly 
himself. 

Quite a lot is being said regarding the action of collectors with regard to 
collecting and selling stamps of Germany and her allies. There should be no 
doubt in any true American’s mind as to his stand on the matter. We look 
with pride on our stamp collection but who could show with pride, or feel 
proud of a collection of stamps from these countries. American minds may 
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forget some things but they can never overlook the acts of murder, rape and 
pillaging of innocents done by the enemies of democracy. We would like to 
see our national catalog omit these countries from the next issue of their cat¬ 
alog. • It is doubted whether they will do this unless the large body of pa¬ 
triotic collectors we have in this country make a request of them. Personally 
we think it would be good business for them to take this stand. Of course, for 
business reasons they will hold on as long as possible and sell as many as they 
can. The listing of certain stamps in their catalogs from time to time have 
not entirely met with the approval of the American collectors but were per¬ 
haps regarded as too small a matter to protest over. The only way for us 
all to do is to get together on this anti-German-stamp question and refuse to 
deal with any dealer who handles them. Let the dealers announce in their 
advertisements when they are thru with this line of goods and swing to the 
man who is American enough to perhaps lose a few dollars to take a square 
stand on the proposition. If an approval lot is submitted containing any of 
these stamps return the whole lot without purchase and state your reason. 
We know of one dealer who flourishes in the East who, it is said, was living 
in England at the time war was declared by that country against Germany. 
He was forced to leave England and came to America and has been doing 
considerable business in the East since his arrival. He is a member of our 
leading stamp associations but how he got admitted, if he gave his place of 
birth together with the date of his arrival in this country is more than we 
can understand. As an alien enemy he should have been dropped, should he 
not have? 

An interesting cover came to the writer’s desk a few days ago. The cover 
was mailed from Federalsburg, Maryland as first class matter and was frank¬ 
ed with three one cent stamps precancelled. The stamps are of the latest 
off-set printing. Some years ago when precancells were first issued a num¬ 
ber of covers were mailed at Denver, Colo, by registered mail and with pre¬ 
cancelled stamps affixed, which covers are considered very scarce- and are 
held at a premium by their present owner; The cover from Federalsburg 
makes an interesting philatelic oddity. 


New Airmail Route to Pacific Coast and to South America 

Immediate extension of air mail service connecting the principal com¬ 
mercial centers of the country by a system of trunk lines and feeders, and 
connecting this country with the West Indies and Central and South America, 
is announced by Postmaster General Burleson in his annual report. 

Four great trunk lines will be established as soon as the war is officially 
ended by the signing of a peace treaty and the release of air equipment by 
the army. They are first, the New York to San Francisco route, with feeder 
lines from Chicago to St. Louis and Kansas City; Chicago to St. Paul and 
Minneapolis; Cleveland to Pittsburgh. Second, the Boston to Key West line, 
of which the Washington, Philadelphia, New York, service is already estab- 
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lished; and from which feeders will go from Philadelphia to Pittsburgh; 
Washington to Cincinnati; Atlanta to New Orleans. Third, the Key West, 
via Havana, to Panama route. Fourth, the Key West, via the West Indies, to 
South America route. 

“On this program,” says the postmaster general, “I have to report prog¬ 
ress as follows: • 

“1. Boston to Key West—Of this routd the Washington-New York di¬ 
vision has been operated since May 15 and is functioning perfectly. 

“The Boston-New York division has been tentatively laid out and will be 
established whenever, in the opinion of the war department, its operation will 
not conflict with the war needs of the country. 

“The Washington-Atlanta and Atlanta-Key West routes are now being 
worked out with a view to their immediate establishment at the close of the 
war. 

“2. New York to San Francisco—Of this route the division from New 
York to Chicago has been carefully worked out. The war department, under 
act of congress of July 2, 1918, has released to the postoffice department, for 
the use of this division, airplanes of 650 pounds mail-carrying capacity which 
are no longer suitable for war needs. The hangars have been ordered, land¬ 
ing fields obtained, and the route has been ordered established before the close 
of the present year. In a series of airplane flights by the postoffice depart¬ 
ment early in September, the route was carefully charted for emergency and 
regular landing fields. In this work one airplane made a record flight from 
Chicago to New York in less than 14 hours, including all stops en route. The 
flights were made through storm and heavy rains over parts of the route. The 
reconnaissance developed that it will be feasible to maintain a daily 9-hour 
schedule between New York and Chicago, as compared with the 21-hour 
schedule of the Twentieth Century Limited. The New York-Chicago sched¬ 
ule for the present will call for departing from New York at 6 a. m. and ar¬ 
riving at Chicago about 3 p. m. thus connecting with all city deliveries. The 
principal mail stop will be Cleveland. The time between Chicago and Cleve¬ 
land will be cut to 3 hours 45 minutes, and between New York and Cleveland 
to 5 hours 15 minutes. Mail from the Atlantic seaboard will be advanced 
from 12 to 24 hours to the west and southwest by this new service. The 
feeder routes, from Chicago to St. Louis, Kansas City, St. Paul, Minneapolis, 
and the remainder of the trunk line from Chicago to San Francisco will be 
worked out during the ensuing year with a view to their immediate inaugura¬ 
tion at the- close of the war. 

“3. Key West to Panama, and Havana. 

“4. Key West to the West Indies and South America—Negotiations 
looking to the conclusion of special air mail conventions between the United 
States and the foreign countries involved for the establishment of these routes 
to the West Indies and Central and South America are now in progress. It is 
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realized that these oversea routes will require the most powerful airplanes, 
with wireless installation and special construction, to make them safe over 
the seas, but the enormous commercial advantage that will result by material¬ 
ly reducing the time between this country and Central and South America will 
justify the expenditure that such a service will entail. 

“In the cofiduct of the service now in operation and the preliminary work 
on the routes to be established immediately upon the termination of. the war, 
the postoffice department is receiving whole-hearted support from the war 
department, navy department, national aeronautical advisory board, bureau 
of standards, weather bureau and geodetic survey, besides much local assist¬ 
ance from committees, individuals and aero clubs in this country.” 


RETURN OF THE DOODLE BUG— By One Bitten 

When the deadly Doodle-bug of Philately once hooks his horny harpoon 
well into his victim there is no escape. Respite there may be—a surcease 
for a few months or years—but no more escape than ears on an eel. This 
assertion ceases to be speculative. We speak wholly from the topmost height 
of experience. In boyhood days we gathered and guarded, garnered and 
glutted over many glistening trophies, which were later thrown into the 
discard as we approached manhood’s estate. With the advent of business 
cares, in a moment either of weakness or inspiration, we fought a return 
engagement with the Doodle-bug. Whatever the result, it was apparent 
that the bug got in at least one hay-maker. Then the true spirit of Philately 
entered our marrow. Albums large, and albums small, for all the world like 
the bandits who graced the camp fire in the tale ad-infinitum, clustered and 
cluttered our den, while our individual mail waxed strongly competitive with 
that of many a flourishing corporation. Them were the days. In a stricter 
sense, them were the nights, for many’s the night we spent with our stamps, 
the memories of which are and ever shall be green. 

Then came the crash and pandemonium. From a series of imaginary 
reasons was evolved the idea that we had best give up Philately and worship 
at the shrines of Science, Music, Drama, Booze, Poker and Three Cushion 
Billiards. We glutted our desires at the expense of our martyred hobby, 
while fifty well filled albums, like geese on the wing a-row went to grace 
the heartless channels of the Auction mart, while many tid-bits and delectabie 
dainties found their way to collecting friends, which no money short of fab¬ 
ulous could have quondamly lured from their lairs. 

When we sit at our mill and mull the matter we write, our gorge rises 
at the asininity we displayed when we cut the cables and loosed our gather¬ 
ings of years. Many of the items we can never replace, for love or money. 
A romance was woven round and about each and every treasure we had 
placed with care in what we once imagined would be their final resting 
place. Romances by the hundreds were shattered, and our beautiful objects 
of satisfied ambition are scattered to the 32 points of the navigators compass. 
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The third bout with the Doodle-bug has recently taken place and this 
time he found a willing victim. Back to the arms of the first love with all 
the ardor of former years increased many fold. Experience gained by many 
years of'former experience has been a valuable asset at the onset. Our albums 
will all be blank and loose leaf, spring back, and liberal size, and we can ar¬ 
range our wares to. our heart’s desire, unimpeded by the shackles of a bound 
and printed volume. We can at least doll up a page and leave out a rara 
avis without the ever constant Reminder of an empty space looming om¬ 
inously before us. 

We shall roam and graze just as the wind shall blow. We are well into 
a third album, all of one country and class, so we may with due modesty don 
the togs of the specialist. To name the country and class would reveal to 
many the incognito of the writer, and though this is a confession, uncoerced, 
may we be spared of the homily of bringing before us the thought that we 
may have displayed our weakest moments to our host of friends.' 

We planned at first to run a modest little game, mostly white checks, 
and purely a social affair. We did not plan, for a moment on rushing to print 
with effusions from our bee-hive brain. But ‘the best laid schemes o’ mice 
and men.’ Well, we do not believe your true collector can curb the rapacity 
of his desires and proclivities any more than a fried cake can frisk with a 
frog. Here we are at the old game of giving publicity to our thoughts, and 
in this way putting new ideas in old dress, or old ideas in new dress into the 
think tanks of others. As these new ideas fructify, the fruit will sooner or 
later return like the Biblical bread. We will soon have stacks of mail, ads in 
all the papers and journals of the craft, a nice little reserve stock of swappers 
and become a regular dyedin-the-wool collector, in spite of our nicely laid 
plans. This seems an inevitable penchant of the writer, and the present 
circumambient ether breathes that these things shall come to pass. Well, let 
it come. 1 he true enjoyment derived from a passion, and with us collecting 
is a passion, is in drifting, not driving. Never ‘take arms against a sea of 
troubles, and by opposing end them’ in Philatelic matters—just drift. 

We have addressed some of our old friends after a lapse of about five 
years. Some of them have gone the way of the wicked. Some have deserted 
th craft (not a pun) while others are at it tooth and nail. One old timer whom 
I approached -with the query if he recalled me, replied “H—1 yes, why not?” 
Was it a slam or a genial gibe? 

In the interim it is interesting to note the multiplicity of new issues which 
have caused Scott’s Standard to ‘grunt and sweat’ whereas formerly ’twas not 
so much after all, although we thought each nev/ catalog was a ringer. Take 
in our own little nook of the catalog, we find new issues in mushroom growth, 
and as we pursue them with depleted exchecquer but brimming desire, they 
seem to remind us that Falstaffs men in Buckram and Kendal green were 
after all but creations of a mediocre mentality. 

New finds in old archives are mainly noticeable for their paucity, just 
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as of yore. However, one friend told me in great earnestness that the six 
cent playing card had been discovered with centre inverted and reversed, 
watermarked paper, printed in cerise on black paper, the thumb of the father 
of his country raised to his nose in a grotesque attitude of consent, which for 
a moment caused us to think perhaps it was the bug juice, not the bug bite 
that had occupied the throne where ‘memory holds a seat in this distracted 
sphere.’ -. 

PRE-CANCELED STAMPS—By Wendover Neefus 

Although the lately-made permit regulation was made to discontinue the 
use of pre-canceled stamps, a large number of firms are still using them. 
There are hundreds of firms that have changed to the permits and, as the 
supply of pre-cancels become exhausted, permits will be substituted and 
eventually no pre-cancels will be issued. Even now their day may safely be 
said to be over. Precancels have had a good run and there are now many 
thousand distinct varieties. Many precanceled collectors have larger col¬ 
lections than that but minor varieties, such as indistinct letters, postal can¬ 
cellations, etc., are included. 

The number of philatelists who are interested in this branch of collecting 
is already large and, with the discontinuation of their use, many are starting 
in for investment’s sake. True it is that they are even now a fine investment, 
and that in a few years most any variety will bring a good price. But that 
is not the true spirit of collecting them, it’s their beauty and the pleasure one 
derives from looking for different types, etc. 

The history of pre-canceled stamps dates back to 1851, when Wells, Fargo 
& Co., overprinted several values. Their use cannot be determined. Yet this 
is the true beginning. Burlington, Vermont, was the first to comply with 
modern ideas of their use by overprinting the 1-cent blue 1887 and nearly 
every issue since has found a Burlington. Bar cancellations came first in 
vogue and were used for some time. The increased demand for the privilege 
to use these stamps made it necessary for the post-office to require the name 
of the town and state to appear on every stamp. Chicago has probably issued 
more pre-canceled stamps than any five other cities. Denominations up to 
the 50-cent have appeared in every issue since 1898, with the exception of 

the Commemorative series. -

MISCELLANY—By C. E. Jenney 

Cowell & Cowell’s “Universal Collectors’ Guide” for 1918 is a valuable 
little book for anyone who wishes to know all the hobbies of his fellow- 
collectors. Each year this -firm sends out a blank for collectors to fill in 
all their hobbies and specialties, so that the data are authentic. Doubtless in 
the past many collectors have carelessly neglected to fill out and turn in 
such information, but all should do so. They have a code system of 141 . 
branches of collecting, similar to that employed by the American Philatelic 
Society except that numbers are used instead of letters. There are 1857 names 
in the 1918 book. This could be easily tripled and quadrupled by well-known 
and active collectors, but the compilers are commendably going slowly and 
accurately with authentic information. 


The Scandinavian countries have interested many specialists, as our so¬ 
ciety records show. It is a nice group of countries to collect. Sweden is 
full of interest to the philatelist and its famous philatelic society has dissem¬ 
inated knowledge of its stamps widely. Denmark has its ardent devotees, 
with their research in early cancellation numbers and inverted frames. Nor¬ 
way is not at all behind the others, and the low catalogue prices of the past 

are sure to be raised. -- 

The daily papers chronicled the death, on October 26th, of William Price 
Appleby, the last of the Pony Express riders. It would be unfitting that 
philately should over look this last incident in the story of an epoch now hav¬ 
ing as tangible evidence left, only the much-prized covers left in our col¬ 
lections. Had he lived another year it is likely he would have seen air¬ 
planes soaring over plain and mountain, along the route he galloped at so 

much hazard. -- 

A recent Soldier’s Mail cover with Y. M. C. A. label and very fancy 
censor hand-stamp, sent without stamps, bears the postmark “U. S. Army 
Postoffice M. P. E. S.” The last four letters, though not separated by peri¬ 
ods, are an abbreviation of Military Postal Express Service, which is a new 
name for regular Military Postal Service and rather a clumsy one. Since 
writing the foregoing I have seen postmarks simply worded Military Postal 
Express Service, with date and number. 

CUTTING YOUR NOSE OFF TO SPITE YOUR FACE—By A. Z. Myers,

This is the only thing I can think of that defines the attitude of some 
collectors in relation to the war. Recently we have been disgusted by the 
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presence in some of our stamp journals of articles advocating taking every 
stamp of Germany and her allies out of their collections and swearing for¬ 
ever to taboo all of them and words of like effect. 

I wonder where the people learned their lessons of hating. There is no 
place they could have learned them but in Germany. ^They are sure apt 
pupils. 

Don’t they know that the war is over. That the allies have given Ger¬ 
many the worst drubbing of any nation in the world’s history, that Germany 
has been and is being terribly punished. And the end is not yet. 

But why should I carry my miserable hate to a defeated people to any 
such extremes as they advocate. Philately is a thing in my own life apart 
from the world’s wars. While it is true that it reflects much of the world’s 
history, it is in my own life and many other collectors but a delightful recrea¬ 
tion or hobby. No general collection would be worthy of that description 
that ruthlessly kept out all Germany, German states and colonies and her 
allies.- These form a large part of the history of stamps. 

Of course one of the delights about our hobby is that you can collect 
what you like. You can collect German stamps or not at your own pleasure. 
But what we protest against is the preaching of eternal hate. 

We do not advocate rushing to buy German goods or German stamps. 
We sincerely trust that the peace conference will find proper ways to punish 
Germany and all her sympathizers. We further sincerely hope that our own 
Congress will find ways to prevent a flood of German goods or German im¬ 
migrants. All Germans ought by the allies be compelled to abide in Germany 
until they have paid their share of and all the German war debt to the coun¬ 
tries she has despoiled by the war she brought on is paid. 

But just let the stamps lie a bit till your passion is cooled off brethren 
and you will be glad to have them. 


PLAN WAR SAVINGS STAMP FOR CANADA 

Ottawa, Canada.—Announcement is made that, the government will in¬ 
augurate a war savings stamps campaign. The first war savings stamp has 
just been issued to his excellency the governor-general. The government will 
become the repository of the nation’s savings up to a total of $50,000,000; 
savings will be placed with the government by means of the purchase of war 
savings stamps. The stamps are to be redeemable in Jan., 1924. They are to 
be sold by the government at a price which will work out to an interest rate 
of somewhat better than 4J4 per cent compounded semi-annually or 5 per 
cent simple interest if computed at the end of the period. Thus in Dec., 1918, 
or Jan., 1919, a five dollar war savings stamp may be bought for four dollars. 
After January the purchase price of a war savings stamp will be increased 
month by month, but at the end of five years from Dec., 1918, all stamps will 
be redeemed at $5 each. 

Stamps of lower denomination known as thrift stamps are on sale.

PRIVATE GOLD COINS 

The so-called private gold coinage was carried on by bankers, mining 
companies and others in remote localities of the country as a means of turn¬ 
ing metal at hand into a ready medium of exchange. Gold was first coined 
by private concerns in Georgia and North Carolina, and later in the West 
after the discovery of gold in California and Colorado. The first privately 
issued gold pieces which readily went into circulation as coins were struck 
by Templeton Reid, an assayer, who in 1830 established himself near the gold 
mines in Lumpkin County, Ga., and converted the gold from the mines into 
a coin form. The Example of Mr. Reid was soon followed by a Mr. Becht- 
Ier, at Rutherfordton, N. C. 

There can hardly have been any reason of necessity for either of these 
enterprises, since neither community was beyond the reach of assay offices 
where gold could have been disposed of. But in the case of the Far West, 
the Government connived at the irregularity, regarding it as necessary under 
the circumstances. In fact, the Government opened negotiations with the 
firm of Moffat and Company with a view of having them coin gold for the 
Treasury of the United States, but the decision to establish a mint at San 
Francisco rendered such an arrangement unnecessary. The production of 
gold “coins” of a private character in the West was very extensive and carried 
on by a large number of mining companies and banking establishments. 

The pieces thus issued ranged in value from 1 dollar up to 50 dollars. 
While, as a rule, the form of this gold is the normal one of the usual coin, 
and in many cases the devices of the national coins were employed with 
legends suitable to the private character of the issuer, yet a few abnormal 
shapes are found among them. Thus an octagonal piece of the value of $50 
was issued by August Humbert, a United States assayer; and of simpler 
form, the bar or ingot, with appropriate inscriptions attesting the fineness, 
weight, and value, and finally the name of the firm or assayer guaranteeing 
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the correctness of the figures was issued by Moffat and Company, and by 
F. D. Kohler, the State assayer of California. 

This coinage was carried on between the years 1830 and 1861, and coining 
establishments were situated in Georgia, North Carolina, California, Oregon, 
Utah, and Colorado. These coins were not counterfeits, as they did not imi¬ 
tate the designs on the coins of the United States. They were ingots purport¬ 
ing to be worth the number of dollars stamped on them. The value of the 
five-dollar pieces ranged from $4.36 to $5.00. The Government did not forbid 
the private coining of gold until June 8, 1864. 

The following is a list of persons or firms, issuing gold coins from 1830 
until 1861; the denominations of the coins, and date, if any is given on the 
coins. Many pieces issued by the same firm, and of the same denomination, 
come in different weights and sizes. Many die varieties are to be found. All 
these coins art eagerly sought by collectors, and for some of them a premium 
of several hundred per cent, is paid.

There is a large and very varied coinage—about 500 different types and 
varieties—of one dollar, half-dollar and quarter-dollar pieces in gold, round 
and octagonal, which can not be attributed to any particular firm or person, 
but were evidently produced in California, or were intended for distribution 
in California. It is doubtful if they were seriously intended as a part of the 
extensive necessity coinage of the West. They have served chiefly as 
souvenirs, and have lately been greatly imitated. M. S. 


U. S. MAKES MONEY BY COINING MONEY IN HER BIG MINTS 

The money making business was highly profitable for the government in 
the last year. The annual report of Raymond T. Baker, director of the mint, 
made public, , shows that the seigniorage was $20,538,000 on $43,596,000 
worth of coins minted during the year ending June 30. This means that the 
actual value of the silver, nickel and bronze made into coins was $20,538,000 
less than the face value at which they were issued. 

The year’s work stimulated by war to such an extent that the three mints 
were kept busy twenty-four hours a day, brought a new record for production. 
More than 714,000,000 coins were manufactured as compared to 406,000,000 
the year before, a high record at that itme. The greatest demand was for one 
cent pieces, of which 445,000,000 were minted. Next the country needed new 
dimes and 116,000,000 of these were made; 82,723,000 nickels; 45,223,000 quar¬ 
ters, and 24,105,000 half dollars were turned out. No gold was minted. 

War currency demands in India and other countries also imposed on the 
mints the burden .of melting down great piles of silver dollars for export as 
bullion. About 150,000,000 of these dollars have been melted up to the pres¬ 
ent time. 


NUMISMATIC NOTES 

Detailed accounts of the robbing of the Bank of Finland by the outlaws, 
called the “Red Guard,” is contained in a report by the president of the bank. 
Professor K. J. Atahlberg, to the Finnish Assembly. Stahlberg and the head 
cashier, Mr. A. Mannelin, were taken to the bank by force to witness the 
robbery. Vaults and safes were broken into and 185 million mark was taken 
and shipped to Viborg. This happened on the 1st of February. In April ad¬ 
ditional 17 million was taken and shipped away. And a few- days later 13 
million. When these cut throats were driven off, and had to leave in a hurry, 
they forgot to take with them the last of the bank’s cash, 18 million mark. 
Some of the bank s gold reserve had been sent out of the country, and is 
secure. The “Red Guard” seized the Government printing office and started 
printing currency in denominations of 500 and 1,000 marks to the face value 
of 77,288,000 marks. 1 mark bills were also printed. A great amount of this 
paper was floated. The presses were kept running 12 hours a day. 
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COLONIAL PAPER MONEY 

Colonial notes were issued by all of the thirteen original colonies. Mass¬ 
achusetts being the first in 1690. New York and Connecticut followed in 1709 
and the others gradually fell in line. The last issue was made by Connecticut 
in 1791. These notes were of various sizes, and most of them printed on 
heavy coarse paper, and were somewhat crude. They were issued in values 
of Pence, Shillings, Dollars and Pounds, and in combination of these values, 
as 1-9, .1-5, 1-3, and 1-2 dollars, or 1 1-3 and 1 2-3 dollars, 1 shilling and six 
pence, 7 shillings and six pence, 192 pounds 9 shillings and 1 penny, etc. Some 
of the bills were interest paying and some were not. Some were to be paid 
in Spanish milled dollars, others were bills of exchange payable in London, 
while still others were to be redeemed in gold or silver. The majority of them 
have three pen and ink signatures, some have only two, while those with only 
on signature are not common. Some of them bear the names of the signers 
of the Declaration of Independence; these of course are highly prized. Many 
of the Pennsylvania issue were printed by Benjamin Franklin. These are also 
very much sought after. On the whole the Colonial bills form a very inter¬ 
esting series and paper money collectors should have at least a few specimens 
of the Colonial period. 

COIN CLIPPINGS 
Odd Lore of Numismatics 

Numismatics is the most inexact empirical and unscientific of sciences, and 
its principles are mostly paradoxes. At least that is the way it strikes the 
innocent bystander. 

For instance, the rarity of a coin is generally supposed to put the pre¬ 
mium on its value; and, according to average human reasoning, the rarity 
of certain coins is in direct ratio to their antiquity. Yes? No. 

Rare coins are in demand. The rarer the coin, the greater the demand— 
and vice versa: At least, you would think so, until you went into numismat¬ 
ics. Then you would find you had started from false premises entirely. 

Ask Curator Wood of the American Numismatic Society. Or, better 
still, consult T. L. Elder, dealer and collector in New York city for a genera¬ 
tion past. Either of these gentlemen will give you in five minutes enough 
cold concrete facts of absolute actuality to convince you that it is better, 
after all, to know nothing whatsoever about coins, than to know a miscel¬ 
laneous lot of things that are not so. 

“It requires not only rarity, but demand,” Mr. T. L. Elder told the 
'writer, “to bring what you might call a high price for a coin. There are rare 
coins which can seldom be duplicated, yet which will barely fetch twenty- 
five cents apiece at retail. Whereas many others that are comparatively 
common maj' bring as many dollars, simply because so many collectors want 
them. This is particularly true of United States coins. Now, as to antiquity. 
If you have, say, a lot of old Spanish, Mexican or other coins dated in past 
centuries, and wish to realize upon them, you may as well melt them up for 
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bullion—for they are not salable at their face value. Almost any reputable 
dealer can sell you genuine Roman and Greek coins from 1500 to 2000 years 
old, at 25 cents each, or less. On the other hand, an American quarter dollar 
of 1827 brought $190 at a recent sale. An imperfect, worn, defaced, or less 
brilliant specimen of the same piece might not be worth $10.” 

The record price for a coin at auction sale, according to Mr. Wood of 
the Numismatic Society, was $6,200, this figure being fetched by a fine speci¬ 
men of the “Brashear doubloon,” at a Philadelphia sale a few years ago. This 
was a gold coin having a face value of $16, struck in New York city in 1787 
by Ephraim Brashear. 

The rarest and most valuable of all American coins are the two unique 
U. S. pattern $50 pieces, minted at Philadelphia in 1877, and for which W. H, 
Goodin of New York paid, in 1909, a figure known to have exceeded that 
fetched by the famous Brashear doubloon. 

Another valuable $50 gold piece, but not to be confounded with the fore¬ 
going, is the huge octagonal ingot issued with the government stamp from 
the assay office of San Francisco, during the few years intervening between 
the discovery of gold in California in 1849, and the establishment of the U, 
S. branch mint there in 1854. 

The flying Dutchman of numismatics is the silver dollar of 1804. The 
minimum quoted price for this coin is $1,000. A perfect specimen of un¬ 
questionable authenticity, would undoubtedly bring several thousand times 
its face value. With such a demand, there ought to be a supply—and so 
there is. It is not necessarily counterfeit, either. The favorite trick is to 
take a genuine old silver dollar, say of 1801—a date which is relatively plenti¬ 
ful—and craftily change the final figure 1 to a figure 4. But this is too easy. 
The expert can detect the fraud every time. Even if he could not, the very 
fact of a silver dollar bearing the date 1804 would proclaim it a fake; because, 
according to the best authorities, no silver dollars bearing that date were ever 
minted. Silver dollars may have been minted in the year 1804, but if so they 
were struck from old dies, bearing an earlier than the contemporaneous date. 
For this reason, the 1804 silver dollar does not figure in the authoritative col¬ 
lections. For instance, the Malcolm N. Jackson collection of American coins 
sold at auction in New York some years ago, for a total of $14,000, had a 
complete set of American silver dollars, of all known patterns and dates, 
with the sole exception of 1804. 

GERMAN WAR CHEST OPENED AFTER MANY YEARS 

London bankers have called attention to the fact that the German gov-: 
ernment has finally opened up its war chest and placed in circulation the 
gold which for 43 j^ears has been hoarded in the Julius Tower at Spandau. 
In a report which was made to the government early last summer before the 
outbreak of hostilities, this imperial treasure was said to amount to 120,000,- 
000 marks, or $28,560,000. The sum was in gold coins and was originally re¬ 
served from the indemnity paid by France at the close of the Franco-Prussian 
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war. A considerable portion of the money was in British sovereigns and 
these coins a^e now finding their way back to the London banks for the first 
time, revealing the fact that the hoard has been broken into. 

WHERE THE VICTORIA CROSS IS MADE 

There are two facts not generally known in connection with the Victoria 
Cross. One is that the late Prince Consort was mainly responsible for the 
design, and the other that every Medal is made from bronze which has form¬ 
ed part of some Russian guns taken in the Crimea. A supply of this bronze 
is dispatched by the war office to Hancocks & Co., of New Bond Street, sil¬ 
versmiths to the King, when a new Medal is ordered, while the process of 
manufacture of the Victoria Cross is entirely different from that of all other 
war medals and decorations. 

In the case of ordinary Medals, steel dies are made and the articles are 
stamped out complete with one blow of the press, so that they can be» turned 
out by the hundred and thousands, if desired. Each Victoria Cross, however, 
is made separately in a sand mould, into which the moulton bronze is poured. 

After being taken from the mould a chaser works on it for several hours 
until all the detail is brought up and the design appears in bold relief from 
the matted groundwork. After leaving the chaser’s hands, the medal has to 
be submitted to the war office for inspection, and, if passed, is then fitted 
with its top bar, steel pins, connecting ring and ribbon. The name and rank 
of the recipient are ultimately cut on one line on the bar, and the name of the 
regiment in another immediately under it thus: 

PRIVATE THOMAS MOORE 
10th Hussars 

while in the semi-circular space at the back are set forth the day, the month 
and the year of the deed of bravery for which the Cross has been awarded.

W. H. Chestnett, Greenville, S. C.—I have a 50 cent piece dated 1824. Is 
there any premium on this coin? 1 also have a Columbian half-dollar, 1893. 
Is there a premium on that? 

Answer: Each of the two coins can be bought at dealers for 75 and 85 
cents. 

P. B. Larson, Council Bluffs, Iowa.—What is the value or rather the pre¬ 
mium on the 1905 Indian head cent? A gentleman here asserts that it is 
worth $15.00, and that only 500 were coined. 

Answer; To my knowledge there is no foundation for such a statement. 

C. Hope, Sedalia, Mo.—I read in “The West” that a white man posed 
for the Indian head on the new Buffalo nickel. According to the highest 
authority this is not' so. Edgar N. Adams, former editor of the “Numis- 
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matist” says that Chief “Iron Tail,” Sioux, and “John Two Moons,” Chey¬ 
enne, posed for the head, and that the designer, Fraser, made a composite 
head of th^ two. No white man had anything to do with it. I never con¬ 
sidered the nickel a thing of beauty as the dies are not polished, and the 
bull’s head is too far down. 

Answer: I have read something like this, too. The designer alone can 
give the proper information as to who posed for his Indian portraits. How¬ 
ever, this matters little, it seems to me, whether a white man or an Indian 
posed for the portrait as long as the designer was able to give us a good 
Indian head on the coin. And that is what he did. I think the nickel in • 
question is a splendid coin, typical American. And I am willing to call the 
bull a masterpiece. But of course this like so many other things is a matter 
of taste. -- M. S. 

COIN NOTES—By Maitland Milliken 
Mexico Has Shortage of Small Silver Coins 

Mexico City.—Infinite annoyance to every resident and an appreciable 
loss to business houses has resulted from the virtual disappearance from 
circulation of silver coins. These comprise half peso pieces and those of 
20 and 10 centavos. The constantly increasing price of silver has given spec¬ 
ulators a chance to make enormous profits by cornering the silver coins for 
sale as bullion. 

When the shortage became noticeable the capital press printed stories 
on the disappearance of the coins. An immediate rush to hoard what coins 
remained began. 

Persons without change are unable to make small purchases, as many 
merchants will decline to sell if they are forced to give silver change for a 
10 or 20-peso gold piece. The government, to relieve the situation, is rush¬ 
ing preparations to mint a new gold coin worth 2j4 pesos. 


War Coinage in Germany • 

Due to the metal shortage Germany has instituted iron coinage. The 
fractional mark coins are no longer of copper and nickel, but are forgings 
of Siemens-Martin steel. The coinage of copper was discontinued in‘1917. 
Aluminum had been coined to a small extent before the war; the smaller 
coins, 1 and 2-pfennig pieces, are now made of aluminum, which is more at¬ 
tacked by ordinary water, soda, salts, etc., than by distilled water. Zinc 
coins have recently been introduced. Zinc coins had been used in French 
Indo-China; they are again more apt to corrode, especially when impure with 
lead, cadmium and iron, in distilled water than in ordinary water; they turn 
yellow-brown, but assume a pleasant gray tint in soda and salt. On the 
whole, the cheapest iron coins have answered best. 


Swedish Coins Made of Iron 

London.—You can talk about “iron men” now and literally mean money. 
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Sweden, short of silver and copper, has been forced tc use 94,076 pounds of 
iron in striking off small coins to the value of 265,000 kroner. 

Old Coins Are Accepted for War Savings Stamps * 

Los Angeles, Calif.—A Los Angeles numismatist discovered recently his 
collection of coins could help make the world safe for democracy; when a 
letter carrier accepted in payment for a War Savings stamp a handful of 
coins of obsolete mintage. In a heap of odd specie were two or three 2-cent 
pieces bearing date of 1865, but the collection, which was found to total just 
$4.19, the price of War Savings stamps that month, consisted principally of 
3-cent pieces, half dimes, nickels and dimes coined during the early part of 

the fast century. - 

Iron Cross Comes Cheap to American 

An American lieutenant bought an iron cross—the highest award from 
the kaiser for bravery—for the small exchange of one small bar of choco¬ 
late, like a Hershey bar, showing how highly the Hun values the kaiser’s 
gifts. In a letter to his mother, Mrs. J. C. Foster, 324 South Eleventh Street 
west, Cedar Rapids, la., Private C. Hayden Foster, of an Oil and Gas unit, 
Forty-second division, tells this surprising fact and others equally interesting 
experiences with the Army of Occupation. 

Souvenirs can be had for anything sweet. Soap will also purchase nearly 
anything they possess. He talked with a German officer who spoke perfect 
English and who said he would never be able to figure out the Yankee meth¬ 
od of fighting. 

“He called us the Yankee souvenir hunters, saying he had actually seen 
a bunch of doughboys in the thick of battle find something on a German 
soldier they wanted for a souvenir and had stopped to shoot dice to decide 
who should have it—when it was won they went ahead with their fighting. 
He said we were the greatest souvenir hunters fn the w r orld. Smith said Ger¬ 
man helmets could be had for the taking but he did not want to bother with 
one. He brought some German money home with him and said he would 
give me some. He also said that the men at the front were having a wonder¬ 
ful time but were ready to start for home any time—that is they will be glad 
when their ‘Wacht am Rhine’ is over.” 

NEW TEN SHILLING NOTES—By G. A. Hall 

Ten shilling notes of a new design are about to be issued in Great Brit¬ 
ain. The design is somewhat similar to that of the present £1 notes except 
that the figure of Britannia appears in place of St. George and the dragon. 
The pictorial parts of the note are printed in green, with a purple tint over 
some portions. The letter press is printed in brown ink, the value is shown 
in deep capital letters across the middle of the note and by the symbol 10s, 
which appears in brown. The value is shown on the back of the note by 
the figure “10”’ and the words ten shillings appearing on an ornamental de¬ 
sign printed in green. The notes will be the same size as the present 10s 
notes, but the paper will be slightly heavier. 
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NOTES FOR WEAPON COLLECTORS 

John P. Davis, of Elk City, Kansas, donated to the Kansas Historical 
Society’s collections what is known as an “Arkansas tooth-pick,”—a Bowie 
knife with a blade 12 inches long. 


A steel ladle, seven inches long, supposed to have been used by Indians 
in melting lead for bullets many years ago, was found imbedded in the heart 
of a red oak tree sawed up for firewood at South Altoona, Pa., recently. 
Rings on the tree indicate it was more than 100 years old. The ladle, made 
■of the finest charcoal steel, is believed to have been .driven into the tree 

when it was a sapling. - 

"The trench knife has been refined,” writes a correspondent from “Over 
There.” “A nice little knob—an acorn-shaped lump of iron—has been added 
to it just behind the hilt. And the hilt is really only a pair of brass knuckles. 
The blade is a modest affair, three cornered, thin as a stiletto, about six 
inches long. Trench knives have long been issued, but the earlier ones were 
rather crude, having wooden handles that broke sometimes. The new one is 
scientifically designed to make every blow count. For instance, the knob of 
iron on the end opposite the blade is splendid for a down-sweeping blow in 
case the first jab with the blade has failed to land. But the brass knuckle 
hilt probably will be the most popular feature of the knife. Previous to the 
adoption of the new trench knife, probably the most artistic weapon used in 
this war was the German clean-up club—a^stick of wood about as long as a 
policeman’s club, with a knob of iron on the end about as big as a fist. The 
iron had little peaks all over it, so that the knob wouldn’t slip off the human 

head when it landed. - 

Yankee ingenuity has solved many a problem during the last year of 
this greatest'of all wars, that has gone far toward outwitting and licking the 
Huns, says the Spirit Lake (la.) Beacon, but apparently nothing has been as 
much of a surprise to the Germans as the effectiveness of the shotgun for 
close-range fighting. The credit for this bit of Yankee ingenuity is due to 
go to C. E. Hinshaw, and Fred Gilbert, both of Spirit Lake. These gentle¬ 
men not only talked it locally, but hied themselves off to the fair grounds 
and demonstrated the effectiveness of the buckshot on the end of the band 
stand. They found that at a distance of 100 yards it would spray nine feet 
wide and three feet high and perforate a two-inch board. They were so sat¬ 
isfied with their experience that they went to Des Moines early last winter 
for the purpose of conferring with our army officers at Camp Dodge, and vol¬ 
unteered their services in putting on a demonstration to show the effective¬ 
ness of the shotgun in trench warfare. 

The first conference was with ifajor Baker. The Major requested that 
what they had said to him be put in writing, which was done. Later Colonel 
Cooper asked them to come to Camp Dodge and put on the demonstration. 
Major McGee took charge of the arrangements and with the aid of the 
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French and English officers arranged a counterattack such as they had ac¬ 
tually seen on the battlefront in France. Special trenches were dug, one was 
supposed to have been taken by our men, three were dug in front from which 
th Huns were to make the counterattack. Eight dummies were arranged 
in each of the three Hun trenches, in such a manner that pulling a string at 
a signal the dummies would raise up at once, ten. seconds was allowed for 
stopping the eight Huns, then the second line attack, then the third. The 
army officer asked that four men be put in the defense trench. J. N. Darling, 
(Ding.) cartoonist for The Register, and Kip Elbert, of Des Moines* were 
selected as the other two men to assist Messrs. Hinshaw and Gilbert, as they 
were both expert shots with pump guns. Each man was equipped with a 
* repeating shotgun loaded with Xo. 8 buckshot. 

Messrs. Hinshaw and Gilbert do not claim credit for being the first to 
think of what use shotguns could be put in this modern warfare, but the first 
to demonstrate at an army cantonment their effectiveness. The figures sent 
out by the Government are the same as the record made by the above men, 
and to Spirit Lake some credit is due. for having two men that started the 
move which assisted so materially to help put the Yankee boys over the 
top. No wonder a captured German officer said he thought there were ten 
million Americans on the western front. 


Mr. R. Sachs, of New York, submits a very rare autograph letter that 
should be of interest to firearms collectors. It is dated 1776 and pertains to 
the old flint lock guns used in the Revolution. The following is a copy ver¬ 
batim of the letter: 

“Stamford. Sept. 29th. 1776.” 

“Sir: 

“I send by the bearer, Mr. Israel Rue, three rifle guns that do not answer 
the character of rifles. They carry as wild as any smooth barrel gun. As 
you were so good as to offer your service in getting them done in the best 
manner, I take the liberty of sending them to your care not doubting but 
you will have them rectified so as to answer the character given to the test 
of rifles it will suit me better that they should carry a ball of larger size 
than they now carry, but not so large as will occasion the gun to spring when 
fired which will infallibly make them through the ball wild. Would have a 
neat mould made to each gun, let the ball be quite round and not over large 
for the bore so as to be difficult to ram down. I find they don’t carry so 
well, as when they ram down lighter. Should be glad to have neat wormers 
to each gun and whatever charge you are at will chearfully repay as soon 
as I Lave your account and can get an opportunity to send it. Pray send 
me with the guns 12 of the best pistol powder. Don’t suffer the guns to be 
turned off until they have been proved by firing at some object at a reason¬ 
able distance. Would have the moulds made of brass. The bearer informs 
me there is a Lancaster gunsmith - that lives in Water Street who is one of 
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the best workmen in rifle guns. If so you will be under no necessity of 
sending them to Lancaster. 1 am your most obedient servant. 

“John Lloyd.” 

“P. S. — Pray let the locks be repaired in the best manner. Be sure that 
they fire well. Have paid the transportation of the guns.” 

INDIAN TRAILS OF CLAY COUNTY, MISSOURI—By E. Archer. 

That Clay County, Missouri was once well peopled and much travelled over 
by the Indians long before the coming of the white men is evidenced by the 
well marked trails and the location of the numerous camp and village sites 
scattered all over the bounds of the county. About six years ago I moved 
to a farm about three miles southeast of Liberty in said county and from a 
small beginning of finding a few flint relics became interested and began 
searching over the hills at such times as I could find the time and especially 
along in the early spring and after good washing rains, and by making in¬ 
quiries and talking with some of the older people locate?! many traces of the 
Indian habitations. 

As for the trails there seems to have been one principal route of travel 
with many other shorter and some longer trails joining with it from their 
favorite fishing and hunting grounds and their camp sites; and if you imagine 
a very large fan with the point of radiation as located at or near the north¬ 
west corner of the county and extending to the south, southeast and the east 
to the borders of the county with the various trails you have the picture in 
mind; and from this pomt of radiation the trail extended to the northwest to 
the large Indian village as was located near what is now St. Joseph, Mo. 

Now to get hack to this principal trail location; upon going down the 
north side of the Missouri River to a point* about fifteen miles eastward from 
Kansas City we find a very prominent elevation locally known as Nebo Hill, 
and ail about this locality are to be found many traces of the red men of the 
forest; nearly every kind of stone implement used by these early people are 
found, there are arrow heads and spear heads of various sizes, designs, colors, 
stone axes of small sizes to medium and celts, dressing stones, mortars and 
pestles and agricultural implements all to be had. Hardly a farm house near 
but you may find scattered around some of these relics; and by gift of friends 
and neighbors and purchase from the boys of the neighborhood 1 have been 
able to collect a good sized assortment and still adding to, as opportunity 
offers. Now just east of this location there are numerous indications of a 
very large and permanent Indian village which seems to be the beginning of 
the principal trail as located in Clay County, and the reason for such location 
may be attributed to the condition of the Missouri River at that time. There 
was not one large muddy stream as is now the case but it was a series of 
small rivers with long and narrow islands between making it easy to cross 
with their frail canoes or swiq: across with their ponies. From this camp 
the main trail led towards the northwest leaving the county and extended 
to the large St. Joseph camp, and along which I will locate some camp sites 
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traces of their activities. Going to the northwest from this camp near Nebo 
Hill and over the breaks for about two miles and on a small stream running 
through the farm known as the Bruner farm we find a fine specimen of a 
miniature Niagara Falls and around this are found traces of another camp 
indicated by the number of relics to be found and especially the number of 
agricultural implements as made of stone, thence following up the stream 
known as Rush Creek; so called from the number of areas as were originally 
covered with rushes along its course, to the head waters thereof we find all 
along traces of Indian habitation and of the chase, then crossing over to the 
head waters of Fishing River so named by the Indians from the good fishing 
to be had; and following a northwest course to the head waters of Smith’s 
Fork of Platte River we come to another site of a large Indian village, lo¬ 
cated between Gosneyville and Smithville, all around this site are found 
many relics and a few mounds are to be located.

HUNTING RELICS IN DUBUQUE COUNTY, IOWA—J. E. Working 

I have read with interest the articles in The West about hunting relics. 
This research work is a great thing, to take up a man’s idle time. I travel a 
good many miles every summer looking for specimens, such as Indian relics, 
fossils, minerals, agates, and petrified objects. There are a number of camps 
here that I look over every summer. These camps were inhabited by the Fox 
and Sac Indians some 80 to 100 years ago, according to information handed 
down to old inhabitants. One camp is covered over with from two to four 
feet of earth but if one is willing to work he can secure some nice specimens. 

I found numerous articles of interest this past summer such as arrow 
points, spears, scrapers, and some very interesting pieces of pottery. I found 
no fewer than five different design that run in thickness from one-eighth to 
five-eighths of an inch in thicnkess. Some are a dark red, some black brown 
while some are a dirty gray. I also found two stone axes, one grooved and 
one ungrooved. Both show signs of much wear from use. I also found some 
large flint celts, rubbing stones and polishers. I plan to make another visit 
to this camp in the spring if I am able. This camp must have been used many 
years ago as the location is where it does not seem that the wash of the land 
could have been very rapid. 

Pottery specimens found along the Mississippi river are very handsome. 
There seems to be no limit to the designs. Some pots are quite large rang¬ 
ing from ten to fifteen inches in diameter and almost as high. 

Many of the mounds seem to have been dug years ago. I opened one 
last year and secured a skull but the rest of the bones fell to powder as soon 
as the air struck them. I did not find anything else in the mound. 

It is a pleasure to hear from collectors in all parts of the country about 
their research work. Later I hope to be able to send you some more items. 
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TALES OF AN OLD TIMER OR SOME EXPERIENCES OF A ST. 

LOUIS COLLECTOR—Wm. J. Seever, St. Louis, Mo. 

“What happened to twa of three noted collectors collections. No. 3.” 

I have related a relation, in reference to Jack and Jill Bonnett, brothers, 
and their friend B. B. Bill, and what became of Jill’s collection. Now I shall 
tell you of Jack’s and Bill’s. .. 

After the fire in the early 80’s, Jack salvaged a few things, took them to 
the state capitol, where he held office, and began again. Jack combined sci- 
ence with politics, and the two kept him in a job, gave him unusual facilities 
to pile up material and he was “some piler.” Jack had known B. B. Bill in 
the latter’s palmy days as a collector and lie also knew of the exhibit B. B. 
had made at Philadelphia in ’76. Jack began nosing around to ascertain what 
became of Bill’s collection. He found it intact, much of it just as it had been 
returned from the centennial. The remainder, still untouched in the relic 
room of Bill’s he purchased—no doubt for a song—and moved the material 
to the state capitol. That portion which had been exhibited at Philadelphia 
was not placed with the general collection but was reserved and kept intact 
in the original packages. 

This acquisition whetted Jack’s appetite for relics. He set out to excell 
his former collection. The position held gave him excellent opportunities to 
meet interested people. He had a circular printed, setting forth the impor¬ 
tance of preserving whatever was found pertaining to the aboriginal inhabi¬ 
tants, the Indian, and that he would see that these things would be properly 
cared for and exhibited if sent to him either as gifts or by purchase. 

(Jack had a knack of getting things and as a preserver I have never 
heard of his equal). This went along several years. The stuff came in, good 
and plenty, until one day after the election in 1888 “the Boss” higher up 
in fixing his slate, omitted Jack’s name and Jack was out of a job. Jack de¬ 
termined that the tail went with the hide, that what he had accumulated dur¬ 
ing his term of office was “hisn” and he packed it up—lock, stock and barrel 
—turned the office over to his successor, bare and clean. Some two hundred 
and fifty boxes of books, fossils, minerals and relics Jack shipped to his 
brother’s town, the boxes were dumped into a cellar. Jack died the follow¬ 
ing year without disposing finally of the boxed material. 

The aforementioned cellar was part and parcel of the same building 
wherein was the museum room wherein Jack’s brother Jill’s collection was 
displayed, and neglected those many years. But it was safe from disintegra¬ 
tion by being in the cellar—was under the same supervision and care, and 
of no value—merely a nuisance and to be rid of. The same Fat and Short 
mentioned in a previous relation, gave this accumulation of boxes the once 
over, the same hurried examination that they did with Jim’s corpse—picked 
out what few boxes were marked Relics and “beat it.” Had they known that 
twenty-five years of time, especially in a cellar, will cause most paper labels

to drop off, and had they known of Jack’s ways “so queer” of hiding things 
in any handy receptacle, or of placing copper Indian Relics in the same box 
with similar mineral specimens, or of hiding engraved shell Gorgets and 
ornaments with the scientific shell collection and marked “Shells”. Had 
they known all this (I didn’t), then Fat and Short would have made a more 
leisurely survey and acquired much more valuable material. I was requested 
to remove these boxes and contents for the hauling, for upwards of twenty- 
five years and until the bottoms of the lower tiers had from contact with the 
cellar earth—rotted away—jack’s collection had been lost. Each box or¬ 
iginally had been numbered and labeled, these labels or the greater number 
’— from dampness and decay—had dropped off or were obliterated and it was 
a heterogenous mass .-of fossils, minerals, curios, Indian relics and books— 
more than sixteen thousand pounds—I shipped out of that cellar to St. Louis, 
leaving for the junk man a full wagon load—several thousand pounds of mil¬ 
dewed and rotted printed matter, valuable books, pamphlets, worthless and 
usuable only for pulp. 

Days and weeks were leisurely spent carefully unpacking and sorting' this 
collection with many a pleasant surprise from an Indian Relic viewpoint. 

With the first box or two even when the label thereon plainly stated min¬ 
erals or fossils, I found that Jack’s way “most queer” was to place here and 
there among these some minerals or fossils a choice bit of primitive work— 
an occasional separate parcel or small box of choice relics—in one box mark¬ 
ed ores were a dozen or more very fine copper implements, the largest meas¬ 
uring eight inches. Several showed marks of fire, salvaged no doubt from 
the ruins of Jack’s home. These coppers are now in an institutional collec¬ 
tion in northern Indiana, donated by Mr. Addis. Some very beautiful shell 
ornaments and engraved shell gorgets were placed in the same box contain¬ 
ing salt and fresh w r ater shells. The Chicago and Dayton, Ohio collectors 
who acquired these of me have this as additional data: Several cigar boxes 
full of Hematite objects, plummets, cones, ornaments and the like, all 
of these most beautiful objects, were among the iron ore specimens and la¬ 
beled ores. These are now in the cabinet of a central Illinois gentleman, who 
is using good taste and judgment in leaving “such things” as a monument to 
himself—-likewise the very many beautiful quartz and quartzite objects which 
I sold him recently came out of a "Jack Box” marked Rocks. 

A collector and an old friend of many years, living in Kansas City, who 
recently wrote me that he had acquired quite a few objects which showed 
traces of fire, can from this add to his data “that the objects were a portion 
of this hoard and were saved from the wreck.” 

The eastern parties who lately bought of me quite a few fine pipes. These 
were a part of B. B. Bill’s collection had been hidden in an old stone pot and 
this stone pot in time hid by Jack in a large box of stone Nigger Heads— 
marked fossils—the large full figure Hawk Pipe made of steatite and which 
is so badly charred and burnt, now' in an Ohio collection is also part and 
parcel of Jack’s salvage. This was in a box surrounded with extra Indiana 
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fossils but I could not trace the relationship only that it was another of the 
ways “so queer.” 

Jack kept bachelor quarters in the city when he held office and here too, 
lie had an accumulation of material. This also had been packed but had not 
been shipped with the office equipment, but was stored in the cellar of an old 
friend where he lived and where it lay until recently. This lot also has come 
into my possession, while not so bulky and seemingly not of much interest 
(to me) being labeled minerals. The lot may contain some hidden archaeo¬ 
logical material, who knows? But I shall, when time warrants, go over it 
carefully, box by box, and piece by piece, in the hope of uncovering more of 
Jack’s ways, so queer. 

A short time ago I received a letter from a well known scientist, stating 
he had learned that I had secured Jack’s hidden store, and he commented 
thereon, stating he had known Jack intimately, dwelt upon his peculiarities 
of stuffing arfd hiding things anywhere, cautioned me to examine closely 
every package coming under my hand from that source, which advice I 
have found worthy of consideration, both to my surprise and benefit in dollars 
and cents. “Thanks.” 

Should any ghosts walk or come out in the near future will tell you 
about it later. “Selah.” -- 

WAVES FROM THE WEST FOR THE “WEST”—By George J. Rems- 

burg, Porterville, Calif. 

Prof. L. W. Hudson, principal of the Morton Grammar school in Porter¬ 
ville, Calif., as a pleasanr diversion from his school work, takes an active in¬ 
terest in several branches of collecting and also in natural history study, and 
during his vacations devotes a good deal of time to these stimulating and en¬ 
tertaining hobbies. He has made valuable collections of coins, stamps, In¬ 
dian relics, birds, birds’ eggs and nests, old books, etc. Prof. Hudson is a 
taxidermist and mounts his own ornithological specimens. His home is a 
veritable museum of rare and curious objects. 

The first log cabin built in Utah, which, for several years, has been 
among the exhibits in the Desert Museum, will soon find a permanent home 
within the grounds of the Mormon Temple at Salt Lake City. When plans 
were made to move the museum to its new quarters within the temple 
grounds the cabin was dismantled. It will be restored however, with as much 
precision as possible. When taken apart each log was given a proper place 
number and it will be reassembled in the same manner. The oabin was built 
in the ’40s, by the first settlers of Salt Lake and it contains the original fire¬ 
place and hand-made furniture. 

Two of California’s most interesting pioneer miners died near Bakers¬ 
field within a few days of each other recently. Thomas Curcher and Wil¬ 
liam Frazier both came to California at the time of the early gold discover¬ 
ies and were of that type of characters immortalized by Mark Twain and 
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Bret Harte. Curcher came to Sutter’s Fort, now Sacramento, in a prairie 
schooner in the early ’50s. He washed gold in the American river and lived 
at the celebrated Hangtown for three years. He was the finder of the Black 
Bear mine in Tuolumne County, which he sold to Alvinza Hayward for 
$60,000. Hayward is said to have made $1,800,000 from it: Charles F. Lum- 
mis, the Indian historian of the Southwest, lived with Curcher while he was 
collecting material for 0 his aboriginal records. Bancroft, the Pacific Coast 
historian, made him his guest for weeks at a time in San Francisco. Frazier 
is the man for whom Frazier Mountain is named and was the discoverer of 
the Frazier gold mine near Lebec. Both Curcher and Frazier led expeditions 
to the Klondike in later years. J. Ogden Armour and other well known cap¬ 
italists, were in Frazier’s party. Both Curcher and Frazier died poor. 

Chief Ana Cla Hash, who, according to local records, ruled the Taku 
tribe’s village near Douglas, Alaska, long before the Americans came to 
Alaska, died recently. The chief was said to be the oldest native leader in all 
Alaska. His many relatives placed his age far beyond the century mark. 
Alaska’s governors at Christmas time were usually presented with one of the 
famous Chilkat blankets by the old man. Natives from every part of south¬ 
eastern Alaska attended the funeral. 

Los Angeles has the old stage coach that carried Horace Greeley over 
a portion of the young California back in 1859. It is probably the oldest of 
its kind in the United States. Built on the famous “Concord” pattern by the 
best wagon makers of that generation, it has weathered the gales of many 
winters. On its sides it bears the honorable scars of battles with the In¬ 
dians. The flint arrow heads still show from the dimmed paint and varnish. 
Torn and splintered patches in the hood, the frame and through the brake 
pole show where the bullets flew in the encounters with stage robbers in the 
mountain passes. -- 

The table where Josh Billings wrote his stories, of mining camp life, the 
hotel where Texas Jack died, and the gambling house where a millionaire 
miner lost his fortune on the roulette wheel, are some of the places the pi¬ 
oneers of Leadville, Colo., delight to point out to visitors. One of these land¬ 
marks is the Variety theater, where Charles Vivian, founder of the Elks, en¬ 
tertained the gold miners of early days. Vivian went to Leadville for the 
benefit of his health and was always surrounded by a congenial crowd of the 
camp’s elite. When he died there, he was buried in the shadow of Mt. Mam¬ 
moth, among the pines, and the funeral was said to be the largest in the 
history of Leadville. His body was later removed to the East. 

During the peace celebration at Grass Valley, Calif., on November 11, a 
flag that was made in 1861, to celebrate the inauguration of President Lin¬ 
coln, was again given to the breeze. Mrs. Mary Whiting of Grass Valley, and 
her sisters made the flag and a party of men carried it surreptitiously to -the 
summit of Sugar Loaf, a high mound at the edge of Nevada City, where it 
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appeared on the morning of the inauguration. The secrecy was made neces¬ 
sary by the threats of slave sympathizers thdt the flag should not be flown. 
At the conclusion of peace in 1865, the flag waved on Sugar Loaf for several 
. days and became somewhat frayed by the strong winds which prevailed there. 

Platinum has been discovered in the Susitna and Mt. McKinley districts 
in Alaska, and Prof. Herschel Parker is developing platinum claims there, be¬ 
lieving that the valuable mineral exists in paying quantities. 

NOTES OF INTEREST FROM ALL OVER.—S. P. Hughes, Howe, Nebr. 

The hundreds of readers of this paper will regret to learn of the death 
of E. R. Steinbrueck, of Mandan, N. D. In a letter just received from his 
son, G. A. Steinbrueck, we judge that our departed brother must have died 
rather suddenly. We had a letter from Mr. Steinbrueck just a few days be¬ 
fore his death, and outside of complaining of a slight attack of rheumatism, 
was apparently in his usual good health. * 

The reader will remember Mr. Steinbrueck by his numerous contribu¬ 
tions to the scientific press, especially along an archaelogical line. Mr. Stein¬ 
brueck was for a number of years Field Man for the North Dakota Historical 
Society, and it was mainly through his efforts that much of the history of the 
Mandans was made public. For the past ten or twelve years he had been 
spending much of his time writing a history of North Dakota Indians, and 
with much careful work he had compiled the most complete record of its kind 
■ever attempted. The work was in course of publication, and the last letter 
from its author said the publishers had promised to have the complete work 
out by Christmas. The work was to have been a large volume of several 
hundred pages with something like 250 illustrations and maps. What arrange¬ 
ments will now be made as to its completion, probably rests with the family. 

According to newspaper reports sent out from Seattle, the discovery of 
the famous tribe of Blonde Eskimos does not belong to Stefanson; but to a 
Captain Klinkenbeard of the ship Victoria. W. J. Bower, known all over the 
north land, was a recent visitor to their secluded homes, and it was he who 
disputed Stefifanson’s claim to the discovery. He does however give Steffan- 
son credit for first reporting the race to the outside world. 

According to Bower’s story of the discovery, Capt. Klinkenbeard was 
at Herschel Island the time that Steffanson and his party wintered there. 
Hearing the captain speak of the race caused Steffanson to make a visit to 
their land for the sole purpose of studying them. Captain Klinkenbeard says 
he first saw the blonde tribe in 1905. 

Mr. Bower says the race is one of the most primitive to be found any 
where. They were in no way acquainted with the white man’s ways and that 
tobacco and liquor was unknown to them. They had never seen a white man, 
much less heard of one, until they were visited by Captain Klinkenbeard who 
was on a whaling trip to the far north. Bower says the tribe use the most 
primitive methods of capturing game and that clubs and bows and arrows 
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are the only weapons of any kind used by them. Mr. Bower presented them 
with a gun and several hundred shells, and instead of using the gun as they 
were shown, insisted on shooting the bullets into the air, just to hear the 
explosion. In other words they were extremely childish in their ways, and 
seemed to look on the gun as solely for their amusement. 

The tribe at the present time numbers about 250 all told, and as they 
are far out of the way of all northern travel, they are not likely to be much 
bothered by members of the white race. 

During the early period of the Eurppean war, Holland was so short of 
coin of all kinds that the various towns issued card board money that passed, 
current until the coins became more plentiful. The plan of placing them irk 
circulation was somewhat similar to the Clearing House certificates issued in 
this country during the panic of 1907. The writer is in receipt of about twenty 
varieties of this emergency money, sent him by. Mr. Auf der Heide of Hil- 
versum, Holland. 

The Omaha Bee has for some time been featuring the old towns of Ne¬ 
braska and has sent out a regular man by'the name of Black, to write up these 
so-called Historical Sketches. 

The writer does not pretend to know much of the early history of alt 
the early towns of Nebraska; but does pretend to be a little posted on the 
early history of Browmville, and Nemaha county in particular. This writer 
seems to have a very vivid imagination, and instead of writing real history 
has confined himself to copying a so-called history of Nebraska written in 
the early eighties. The writers of the original book were out for all they 
could make, and as the book sold for 312.50 they were apt to color any little 
story, to make a sale to the one who related the story. This kind of stuff 
has probably been accepted as real history, and now after all these years is. 
copied and reprinted as history for the present generation to read and re¬ 
member. 

The curator of a well known Western University was recently the inno¬ 
cent purchaser of a large collection of so-called Babylonian tablets. Being 
unacquainted with this ancient cuneiform writing, he was of course unable 
to notice the fake. The owner of course, had the aged innocence of some 
patriarch of old. He had a long winded story to tell of digging them up on 
the ancient site of Babylon, and could read this ancient writing as easily as 
you peruse these notes. Imagine if you please, the surprise of the university 
authorities when thej r had the inscriptions translated. The writing is correct 
as far as it goes; but the peculiar fact was revealed that they chronicled 
passages from the New Testament that happened over a thousand years be¬ 
fore the incidents happened. 

At some future date the writer will tell more of this factory in Michigan 
where Babylonian and ancient Assyrian tablets are manufactured to order. 

A man by the name of Deuser has recently unearthed a lot of old Nebras¬ 
ka Advertisers printed in Brownville in 1856. The paper is unique in the num¬ 
ber of advertisements it carried and the further fact that it was edited am? 
published by Robt. W, Furnas, who was later elected Governor of Nebraska.

Several years ago the late Mr. Townsend, a dealer of curios and relics 
of St. Louis, Mo., bought a bunch of relics made from Hematite or Iron 
Ore from a supposed section foreman of the Frisco Railroad from Franklin 
Co., Mo. Among them was a Colossal Axe weighing 28 lbs. or more. An 
enthusiastic collector of St < Louis, Mo., bought this highly interesting 
relic, which proved to be a fake. What became of the relic God only 
knows. The writer has a letter from the collector w'hether he would be 
interested in a 28 lb. hematite axe, which after examination he turned 
down. One could smell the oil on it, put there to give the relic age. 

The writer recently saw a number of relics in a collector’s office, that 
were sent by a St. Louis, Mo. dealer such as plummets of all kinds of de¬ 
signs, made from quartz crystals, hematite, alabaster and amethyst. They 
looked beautiful, they were evidently made by some jeweler’s workman, in 
giving age to the relic, a material similar to yellow ochre was profusely 
used. All the relics looked alike, discoidals of all size and shape are being 
produced to please the most fastidious taste. 

The supposed relics can easily be recognized by putting “ft genuine 
quartz relic next to it. There is not a relic in the world that could be 200 
years or more in the ground without showing some disintegration. An¬ 
other thing most all genuine relics show darker on one side than the other.

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CHARLES E. JENNEY 

The death of Charles E. Jenney at Fresno, California on April 7, caused 
profound sorrow among collectors throughout the country. Few collectors 
were better known or mor e highly esteemed than Mr. Jenney. He was 
more than a mere collector. He was widely known as a naturalist, phi¬ 
latelist and poet. The Fresno Republican devoted nearly a column to his 
death and printed his picture, besides publishing several of his best poems. 
He was a writer on scientific subjects for many magazines and newspapers, 
including the Philatelic West, and his able and entertaining articles will 
b e missed by West readers. He had published a volume ol very creditable 
verse, and his poetry has found place beside that of Joaquin Miller and 
Bret Harte. He was chosen to arrange the California Natural History Ex¬ 
hibit at the Panama-Pacific Exposition. He ranked high as a philatelist 
and his stamp collection was one of the best. He was prominent 
and active in public affairs in Fresno, and had served as park commissioner, 
public library director, etc. 

An able and genial figure has departed from the ranks of American 
collectors and his memory will long be honored by thousands.

The shaft of the arrow is plunged into 
a bale of cotton and when pulled outward the wing opens and presents an 
effective barrier.

1898 I. R. SURCHARGES.—Many interesting things are to be found in 
the surcharged 1898 1 and 2 cent provisionals. On account of broken type or 
other causes there are an infinite number of broken type varieties. There 
also exist large and small periods in regular positions on the sheets, which 
latter of course are died-in—the-wool minors. 

We have recently seen-sboth 1 and 2 cent denominations bearing a heavy, 
slightly smudged surcharge in block characters. They look genuine enough 
and may have been used and may have done regular War Tax service. Of 
course they are not varieties, but simply oddities—freaks suitable for a phil¬ 
atelic side show. 

We have added to our collection a block of six of the two cent value 
bearing a diagonal surcharge and evidence of a double strike—quite a freak 
in fact and the only one of its kind we have been fortunate enough to cap¬ 
ture. 

The variety within o in lieu of a period after the R is another interesting 
item. 

A good display can be made by collecting plate numbers in strips of 3 
with imprints. If you wish to be a regular guy, collect all four positions, Top, 
Right, oBttom and Left and add another square mile to your collection. 

CHEAP HARD TO GET ONES.—Take the blacks, greens and roses of 
the 1914 emissions and skin ’em all over and it looks like a 100 to 1 shot that 
they could be completed in a short time—judging from prices and apparently 
a most unlimited supply. But here we have been playing Johnny at the Rat 
Hole for a span of years and some of the cents value varieties are still short. 
It looks like we show the same chance to get the line up that an asymptote 
does to catch the hyperbola. We wonder how our list of wants compares 
with those of our readers. 
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tures on this near-laid paper are many. We believe Mr. Christopher West in 
his new book on United States Revenue Stamps comes close to the theory 
when he suggests that perhaps the effect is caused by worn press blankets 
as in the postage stamps of 1903. Be this as it may, the varieties must be 
accepted as they turn up without furor or excitement. 

The green paper of the first issue are comparatively rare and seem to be 
used only in the printing of the 2 cent Bank Check and 2 cent U. S. I. R. 
orange. 

A specialized collection is far from complete unless it embraces the wide 
varieties of paper textures afforded the student of the beautiful First Issue of 
the United States. 


PERF AND IMPERF PRAYING CARDS—The imperf, part perf, and 
perforated varieties of the 6th issue of Playing Card Stamps are rather hard 
to locate in authentic and desirable form. 

The imperf varieties speak and vouch ably for themselves. The part 
perfs we have never been fortunate enough to examine. Perforated items 
have come to our notice from various sources none of which we can with 
reason doubt. 

Some 10 years ago we recall making a find of about 30 copies in Denver. 
Shortly previous to that time the Springfield contingent unearthed another 
find making enough copies to answer the local demand; and in those days, 
Springfield had some demand. There have undoubtedly been other finds 
in quantity, and in addition, numerous straggling singles have found their 
way into the hands of the dealing and collecting public. We can recall find¬ 
ing several different copies of the perforated variety which had passed un¬ 
noticed the scrutiny of the price maker. 

There is no particular rarity—seemingly at least—to any of these sub- 
varieties but often they are elusive birds to get within salt sprinkling distance 
of. There is no doubt of the authenticity of these perf and imperf minors. 
Some may have received private prforating from imperf sheets, but it is a 
known fact that perforated and imperforated copies have been traced back 
to the revenue office. Don’t be too gun-shy of them. They are a wholesome 
dish. 


BRASS COTTON TAG REVENUES.—Only a few days ago we fell 
heir to some 5 copies of the famous old brass cotton revenues. So the un¬ 
initiated may be “in on the know” we explain. 

A brass arrow of eleven inches length, was flattened to" a breadth of 
nearly \y 2 inches at the large end, creating a printing, or rather an embossing 
surface on which the series, number, and “United States Internal Revenue” 
(2 lines) were embossed without color within slightly ornate borders. 

The design of the arrow gradually tapers to a point, the two thin edges 
being folded over in such fashion as to make a rather stiff shaft. 

The end of the shaft has fitted to it a rigid metal wing of two to three

PAPER VARIETIES 

We have recently had occasion to again delve into the paper varieties of 
the First issue revenues. 

As a rule the first issue is a thin, white wove unwatermarked paper. It 
is rather thin and varies from white to shades of gray and yellow. The tex¬ 
ture ranges from pelure to card-board. We assume that the transient varie¬ 
ties of card-board and pelure paper were in the nature of experimentation. 

The real thick or card-board varieties are rather uncommon and to our 
observation are to be met with only on a few of the denominations of the 
series. The thin paper and pelure are more widely observable throughout 
the denominations. 

The silk varieties listed by Scott must not be confused with the silk 
varieties also listed by Scott under the heading of “Private Die Stamps.” 
The first issue silk paper was of an experimental nature pure and simple. 
The silk fibres are in most cases sparsely scattered through the paper pulp. 
Often but one or two small shreds can be found on a single stamp. The 
writer has eamined a pair of stamps, one of which bore traces of silk fibre 
and the other none. 

This exemplifies that the silk fibres were Nevertheless in at least some 
of the paper in extremely moderate proportions to the bulk of th pulp from 
which the paper was made. ' 

Contrariwise to the remarks of sparsely scattered fibres we do find oc¬ 
casional copies replete with silk fibres. As a rule the fibres are well bunched, 
but these varieties are the exception rather than the rule. 

It often requires the use of a magnifying glass to detect the genuine fibre 
and to oust suspicious or spurious fibres. 

It seems that the gum of many of the first issue revenues was applied 
with a brush of bristles and occasionally small bristles would drop from the 
brush and adhere to the back of the stamp even after a thorough washing,, 
lending the appearance of an experimental silk paper. 

The silk varieties of M. & M. stamps contain a greater proportion of fibre 
as a rule. This remark simply in explanation: Expect to find the silk papers 
of the M. & M. stamps on genuine heavily fibred paper in the instance, and 
on sparsely fibred paper in the exception. The inverse holds true with refer¬ 
ence to regular issues. 

Regarding laid papers of the first issue will say that varieties on a paper 
bearing some ear marks of being laid are occasionally met with. We gravely 
doubt both from experience and observation and. from chronology of Revenue 
experts if any of the first issue stamps exist on a truly laid paper. Conjee- 
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Postage Paper cent Rose. 

l%-4 cent Black. 

6-8-24 cent Green. 

Revenue Paper 6-8-20 cent Black. 

40 cent Green. 

Now ths list doesn’t look at all imposing, but we confess, that having sent 
our want list to a round score of dealers with the above result, we fear many 
things may happen before we go over the top. Let us make a little prophecy 
that in the days to come some of these items are going to have dollar values 
—where they now have cent values. The large 1917 Wine Stamps are readi¬ 
ly available and we urge collectors to fill up on them while they are on the 
market, not forgetting a few blocks and strips for wall paper and border to a 
few more pages in your albums. Look at the values of the 1878 proprietaries 
and you’ll see the answer. 

NEW SURCHARGED VALUES.—The Current “Future Delivery” and 
“Stock Transfer” surcharges on the regular documentary values make a wel¬ 
come addition to fiscal fans. Sets of these are to be had either used or un¬ 
used and will soon be available in quantities to the delight of the block ana 
strip shark and the searcher of minor varieties. 

To us the surcharge adds rather than detracts from the beauty of design 
of the documentaries, for we confess a personal dislike to the artistic taste 
exemplified in the current set of documentary stamps. They surely knew how 
to do it in Civil War times. 

THE COLLECTING OF WAR POSTERS.—By Leonarde Semeyn 

Although there are a great many collecting hobbies in these days, one of 
the most interesting is the collecting of war posters. Those that are already 
collecting them know 'that they comprise chiefly of food posters, War Savings 
stamp posters, army posters, Liberty Loan posters, Red Cross posters, navy 
posters, and those printed in foreign languages for use in the United States. 
Some are lucky enough to get real foreign posters, but that rarely happens. 
I have myself over 100 different ordinary war posters which is quite a bunch 
for one just starting. Many different ways can be used for securing them. 
The easiest is to have your friends who operate stores, to save them for you. 
They will gladly do this and in that way your collection will soon grow larger. 
Some of the best posters are those in the food line, such as the “Spirit of 1918,” 
“Feed a Fighter” and others. Those of the Liberty Loan campaigns that are 
excellent are “Halt the Hun,” “Fight or Buy Bonds,” and others by some of 
America’s great artists. Years after the war is over the posters you have 
saved will become more and more valuable. Museums and libraries are col¬ 
lecting them, why not you? It won’t cost a cent and you will still have time 
to keep up your stamp collection the same as I have been doing. For keeping 
the posters in good shape, get two pieces of cardboard about 30 x 40 inches 
and make them into the form of a portfolio or book. This will keep them 
from wearing or getting tattered edges. k

1176.—How does it happen that 3d and 4th class matter from New York 
Pittsburg, etc., come under Cash Paid Permits or Precancels of Chicago, 
Green Bay, etc? 

Ans.—Either the New York, Pittsburg, etc. firms have branch houses in 
Chicago, Green Bay, etc., or the New York, Pittsburg, etc. firms send the 
postal matter in bulk by express or fast freight to some agent in Chicago, 
Green Bay, etc., to be mailed there and J:hus to avoid the higher zone rate 
that would have to be paid from New York, Pittsburg, etc. If I am not great¬ 
ly mistaken a similar process is used in forwarding 2d class matter (maga¬ 
zines) over great distances, of course, without cash paid permits or precan¬ 
cels, as 2d class goes without stamps. 

1178.—What do you think of starting an Exchange Society similar to 
the defunct C. C. C. of Milwaukee? 

Ans.—If an interested person could be found with money enough to back 
the scheme, some $5,000.00 to $10,000.00, it might be a very nice thing. The 
C. C. C. was in fine working order, as much as the office system was con-' 
cerned, and many of the Members derived considerable pleasure and profit 
from the club. The trouble was that there was not enough capital and when 
the manager became unable to do the work required and resigned on account 
of sickness, there was no one to be found who was able and willing to take 
his place. The same is to be expected again! 

I would propose another scheme that promises to be cheaper and may 
produce the same results. Use The WEST! Let every interested person 
send an exchange ad to The WEST at the rate of 3 cents a word. Then let 
him try to get new subscribers, at least one every year, and induce them to 
use the exchange columns in The WEST. It is not necessary that the sub¬ 
scribers should organize themselves into a society. They may simply get all 
the exchange they want.

1179.—Do Philatelic Journals pay, and if not, why not? 

Ans.—Many of them do not pay, and they prove it by their early demise. 
Most of them lack the necessary capital, experience and support and are un¬ 
able to procure either of these three necessities. Th e fault lies with the editor 
and publisher who undertake more than they can accomplish. I have warned 
many a one, but they would not hear. They had to learn by experience! 
Some were backed by .some business house organs, others managed to creep 
along at a sacrifice, some flourished for a time, but all showed sooner or later 
that they stood on a weak foundation. So, if you will take my aclvice, do 
not start a new one, but pick out the one you like best and try to support that 
as best you can. That will be cheaper for you and more profitable than to 
start a new one. 


1129.—The current 3c U. S. Adhesive Stamp.—Besides the numerous 
shades, dark purple to shining bright purple and delicate pale lilac to ashy 
gray lilac, there are differences of engraving and differences of printing. Mr. 
Jos. B. Leavy, the Government Philatelic Society, in which he touches the 
difficulties encountered with the production of greatly increased numbers of 
the 3 cents. (American Philatelist XXXI, 24, p. 361.) He says: “The de¬ 
sign of the 3c stamp was too finely cut for the plates to meet the enormous 
printing demand without wearing too rapidly, it was therefor expedient to 
have the 3c plates as deeply cut as the 2c plates had been." He then pro¬ 
ceeds to tell when and how this was accomplished. The result was a series 
of re-engraved plates beginning with No. 8262. Besides that, surface printing 
by “offset process” involving photography was resorted to temporarily to 
supply the demand. Hence we have two dies used for two kinds of printing, 
making four distinct varieties. Add the different shades of color and the 
different kinds of paper and of perforation, and you will get a nice long list 
of the varieties of the current 3 cents. The very best way to study them 
thoroughly would be, I think, in connection with plate numbers, and I feel 
pretty well convinced that some nice things may be found, if the platenum- 
ber collectors have not been asleep! They might even now, if they get busy 
at once, pick up some things that will become quite rare soon. The other 
values, of course, will bear watching too. In these strenuous times things 
may happen that would have been avoided at other times. 


CANADA’S W. S. S. 

War savings and thrift stamps were placed on sale by the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment in December. The plan of interest payment is very similar to 
that in use in the United States. The -war savings stamp being sold at $4 and 
payable January 1, 1924. The war saving stamp is green in color and bears 
the well known “Punch” picture of Canada at Ypres. The thrift stamp is yel¬ 
low, of simple design and is about the size of the ordinary Canadian postage 
stamp. 
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DENVER NOTES—By Maitland Milliken 

On the precancelled stamps as sold by the Colorado Springs, Colorado, 
postoffice, there are two kinds of printing ink used. One of them is nick¬ 
named “shoe blacking” because the stamps if soaked in water will wash the 
overprint entirely obliterating it. So take care not to soak them but to peel 
the paper back if possible. The other kind of ink used will keep intact. Many 
good stamps are ruined because the types are blurred and filled with “shoe 
blacking.” Such a very poor job they have been doing. 

A Denver precancel enthusiast has the 24c aeroplane stamps precancelled 
Canon City, Colorado, also the 16c aeroplane stamps precancelled Santa Cruz, 
California and Newton, Kansas, in his ever growing collection. I understand 
that the precancellation of aeroplane stamps is strictly contrary to the Post 
Office Department ruling. Anyway this kind of unauthorized issues gets out 
just the same. 

Mr. Carl A« Johnsen, a young business man and philatelist of Denver and 
Secretary of The Mountain States Philatelist Society was united in marriage 
to Miss Amy R. Searle of Denver on January 9th last. Congratulations and 
best-wishes are offered the young couple for a continuance of a happy and 
prosperous life. 

I received thru the kindness of a druggist philatelist a small “HOBBY” 
handbook recently issued by the Dr. Miles Medical Company, one part adver¬ 
tising their patent medicines and the other devoted to postage stamps, coins, 
moths and butterflies, sea-weeds and sea-shells, firearms and armor, Indian 
relics, fossils. Certainly these various hobbies are given some boost thru the 
nation-wide circulation of this handbook, but the old hashed tales used over 
and over again should stop for the time has come that the writing of stories, 
telling of discoveries and of fabulous prices being paid for old stamps, coins, 
etc., should give way to more refreshing topics along different lines. Plenty 
of material can be had and worked up to give an entertaining and sensible 
reliance to prospective stories which would lend proper encouragement for 
the study and pleasure of these various hobbies. There are a great many who 
have never heard of some of these hobbies and they are more interested in 
knowing what may be told them as it is a new revelation to them. The ob¬ 
jection to using old hashed topics can be better exemplified by, as for in¬ 
stance, the “movie” pictures. If the picture producers had stuck to one class 
of pictures only, showing “Wild West” with cowboys, Indians, etc., or Theda 
Bara in “vampire,” either would have palled on the theatrical patrons making 
them listless and uninteresting, so the producers get out all the widest 
varieties possible. 

Elliott Perry, a stamp dealer of Plainfield, N. J., made short and hurried 
calls in Denver recently. Was enroute homeward from Ogden, Utah. 

At last the new 13c U. S. postage stamps have appeared and are being 
put to different uses by eager buyers. No doubt the superstitious will shy 
at the number but more so of the sickly billious green color adopted for it. 
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It is to be regretted that a more sensible color was not given it. As the postal 
rates requiring this value will be changed July next, probably^a limited quan¬ 
tity will be printed and discontinued, this stamp will be better property to 
hold than the 13c of the 1908 series. 

Those correspondents who have exchanged and donated stamps to Daniel 
Y. Dodd, a young cripple of Wilmore, Jessamine County, Kentucky, will be 
pained to learn of his passing away to the Great Beyond just before last 
Christmas. He was a good deal of a “shut-in,” being a paralytic unable to 
walk at all and only for assistance from his loving parents and friends could 
he get around. He certainly found great comfort and solace in his stamp col¬ 
lecting pursuits to while away the long and tedious dull hours and all corre¬ 
spondents and friends who assisted in making them so, are mighty glad of 
the parts they played. The parents are «xtended the sympathy of all in their 
irreparable loss. 

The Denver Post Office has been quite productive of “freaks” in current 
U. S. stamps. The latest is one of a top strip of 3c violet stamps bearing a 
plate number regularly perforated but there is large blank margin or space 
between the perforated end at top downward until the stamp design is touched 
making it a “long” stamp of about two inches and with the margins bearing 
plate number would make it three inches longer. The width is normal. In 
fact one is reminded by it as being similar to the long revenue stamps of the 
Civil War period. 

Another “freak” is a vertical strip of Sc stamps where the side end is 
folded over and when lifted over, the printed stamp design is shown half and 
half. The stamps are perforated on four sides. A similar variety of the 4c 
was mentioned in a recent number of The Philatelic West. 


A MILLION-DOLLAR COLLECTION 

It took Henry J. Duveen, noted art connoisseur, less than thirty years to 
assemble a postage stamp collection estimated to be worth $1,000,000. Now 
that death has removed in Mr. Duveen one of the world's foremost philate¬ 
lists, collectors are conjecturing as to what is to be the disposition of his 
stamps. Will the collection be broken up and sold in lots at auction, as was 
'the famous Worthington collection? Or will it be sold entire to another? 

While it is understood on good authority that Mr. Duveen did not be¬ 
queath his stamps to a public institution, no announcement has been made 
as to what will be done with them. The possibility they would be left to an 
institution was suggested in connection with the status today of the noted 
Ferrari stamps. Count Ferrari upon his death abroad about two years ago 
bequeathed his stamps to the Postal Museum in Berlin—although it is doubt¬ 
ful if the Government of France, where the collection now is, will ever con¬ 
sent to allow’ the collection to reach Germany. 

An interesting story is told of how Mr. Duveen came to collect stamps. 
A little later than 1890, so this narrative runs, Mr. Duveen, recognizing the 
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educational value of collecting although he knew little about stamps himself, 
decided to try to have his son, Geoffrey E. Duveen, take up the hobby. Young 
Duveen, recently returned as an armj' officer from Russia and France, evinced 
no interest in stamps. The father, having purchased a packet, himself be¬ 
came rascinated, and bought a second packet, so it is declared. His interest 
grew and he acquired other adhesives—and presently he became recognized 
as one of the leading “stamp fiends.” It is reported that the late J. Pierpont' 
Morgan at one time tried to purchase the Duveen collection but without suc¬ 
cess. 

The love for his stamps which Mr. Duveen displayed may be judged by 
the care he took of them. It is told in this connection that he maintained his 
collection, during the latter years of his life, in a room especially prepared for 
them, in one of the fashionable hotels in New York City; this room cost him 
$10 a day, or more than $3,500 a year, and he employed a secretary to look 
after the collection, which ranks among the four or five finest collections in 

the world today. -- 

STAMPS OF CORRIENTES—By Arthur R. Mengel 

These very interesting stamps were engraved and printed at the State 
Printing office, Corrientes. They were printed in sheets of eight varieties, 
several impressions forming the sheet. As some of these impressions were 
printed inverted tete beche pairs may be cut out by trimming adjacent im¬ 
pressions. These stamps are of considerable interest because they had such 
a short run—only from 1855 until their suppression on September 11, 1880. 

There is but the single design—the head of Liberty facing the left in a 
circle with the name Corrientes in the upper label and Un Real M. C. in the 
lower one. A sort of wall of Troy design fills up the rest of the design with 
an X in each corner. 


In 1860 the value was cancelled out by the stroke of a pen. In 1861 came 
the same type but with the value erased From time to time these came out 
in different colors. 


The first stamp has been forged in sheets of eight but the value is differ¬ 
ent from that of the originals. Besides these forgeries there are various re¬ 
prints, which show small blotches not found on the originals. These reprints 
are printed on gray blue, dull blue, gray green, dull orange, and light magenta 
paper.

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CHECK LIST OF U. S. BEER STAMPS—By Leslie Hart 


Beer stamps are the most popular of our U. S. Tax Paids. This popu¬ 
larity is due to the fact that they are by far the most beautifully engraved of 
our Revenue stamps, and they are easier to mount than the other Tax Paids. 
Little enough is known about them to make their collection a fascinating 
study. 

The 1-3 value will be found to be the scarcest value in any issue. Some 
of them are unobtainable. Of the other values, the Vs in some issues, and the 
1-6 in others will be hard to get. Here is a check list of the major varieties.

NEWS NOTES—By Jas. W. Rowell, Omaha, Nebraska. 

The Juniors of the Omaha Y. M. C. A. have a very live little stamp club 
started which meets every Thursday night—starting with the membership of 
a round dozen, with applications coming in frequently. The Omaha collectors 
are considering starting the old society here again and a preliminary meeting 
for the purpose of organizing a permanent society will be held next Friday— 
the call having been issued. The boys will be glad to have any Nebraska 
collector send in his name as associate member and cordially invite any of 
them to attend their regular meetings when they are in town. The location 
and regular dates will be supplied you as soon as a decision is arrived at. 

Many new collectors are joining the ranks of philately due to th e number 
of foreign covers arriving through the mails from the boys who have been 
“across” and many of those returning have brought interesting souvenirs in 
the way of stamps with them. The writer looks for a considerable increase 
in the i;anks o? collects of stamps and curios among local people, due to 
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the conditions aforementioned. Have seen several very interesting mementos 
of the battle field—amongst them a German trench knife made from a flat file 
with a twelve inch blade sharpened to a razor edge on both sides. The center 
of the blade had been holjow ground on each face from the point to the hilt, 
evidently with an emery wheel. The guard consisted of a straight strip of 
brass cut oval in shape and the handle was unusual, being made of strips of 
automobile tire casing wrapped with brass wire. It was very evidently a home 
made affair but certainly looked like business and showed that a great deal of 
time and care had been used in making this sample of Hun frightfulness. I 
tried to purchase same but the price got beyond my reach as th e owner, who 
had personally taken it from the Hun, did not seem to think any more of it 
than he did his right hand. 

| Notes by the American Philatelic Service 

The story of how a postmaster on a small Dutch island makes his own 
postage stamps and endeavors to sell them at twenty times their face value 
is an illustration of how the hobby known as philately has become a source 
of revenue for some of the minor governments of the world. 

This postal official’s name is H. A. Williamsen, and he handles the mail 
which passes through the post office at Curacao, one of Holland’s colonial 
possessions in the West Indies. He is aware that there are hundreds of per¬ 
sons, grown-ups as well as children, who hanker after rare and curious post¬ 
age stamps. He knows that King George of England is a collector, and that 
Nicholas Romanoff was a philatelist while on Russia’s old throne. 

The war has helped Mr. Williamsen’s postal activities, although seem¬ 
ingly it harmed them. Apparently it had done them injury by reason of the 
fact that it cut off from Curacao that island colony’s customary supply of 
current franking adhesives sent forward from the Netherlands overseas. The 
1-cent denomination at Curacao became exhausted. Conditions in Holland 
were not normal. Facing this contingency, Postmaster Williamsen used his 
ingenuity, with the result that today this official has postage stamp collectors 
somewhat puzzled. 

First, Mr. Williamsen brought out his stocks of 2 and 2 l / 2 cent values 
and bisected them. Each half was then permitted to be used as a 1-cent 
stamp. Even this expedient, however, did not supply a sufficient number of 
1-cent stamps, and the postmaster was obliged to go into the stamp-making 
industry for himself. / 

He had prepared some sheets of buff paper, thicker than the usual kind 
from which stamps are made, and each sheet was divided into forty squares 
separated with perforations just as the ordinary labels are. On each small 
square he had printed, in black, CURACAO across the top just below th® 
margin; the figure “1” in the center, and the word “cent” in smaller type along 
the lower margin. Paraffel with the fight-hand margin and running upwards 
he had placed his own initials, H. A. W., but without periods. His initials 
guaranteed the authenticity of these stamps, he explained to inquirers. 
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According to a letter received from Mr. Williamsen by A. C. Roessler, 
of East Orange, N. J., about 51,000 of these provisionals were placed in cir¬ 
culation. “But of course,” the postmaster’s explanation reads, “a greater part 
of the stock is lost to the philatelic dealers, as the stamps have been used 
principally to prepay the postage on printed matter (newspapers, visiting 
cards, etc.) circulating in the domestic service of the colony and addressed 
to parties who are not interested in stamps.” 

Postmaster Williamsen discloses his knowledge that there are persons 
outside of Curacao who are interested in stamps, however, as he offers to sell 
2,000 of these home-made stamps for $200 a thousand, or at the rate of twenty 
cents each—-whereas over the post office counters in Curacao they sold at 1 
cent each. 

The uncancelled stamps are the ones which Mr. Williamsen purposes to 
sell. The cancelled ones, so he writes, are hard to get. “In my capacity as 
postmaster,” to quote his letter to Mr. Roessler, “I can tell you that it will 
be very difficult for you to get a quantity of importance of the used stamps, 
as they are very rare.” 

These crude but interesting war stamps will bring to the island of Cura¬ 
cao at least $400 in American money if Postmaster Williamsen’s offer is ac¬ 
cepted. This amount of American capital, which would be furnished even¬ 
tually by American philatelists through purchase of the stamps from Amer¬ 
ican dealers, would reach Curacao in return for what? In return for a num¬ 
ber of large sheets of paper each printed forty times with one design and 
each inscribed forty times with Postmaster Williamsen’s initials. 

And still there are a few stamp dealers today who are trying to encourage 
the postal officials in obscure countries to continue such practices, in the 
hope that they (these dealers) may make an odd penny here and there from 
collectors. On the other hand, a majority of the American stamp dealers are 
discouraging these practices, believing philately will grow faster and better 
if this speculation is regarded as an evil to be eradicated. 


ALL MAILS BETWEEN EUROPE AND U. S. BY PLANE SOON 

All mails between Europe and the L^nited States eventually will be carried 
by airplane, according to Lord Morris who has championed a movement be¬ 
fore a parliamentary committee for the establishment of a port of call for 
Atlantic lines on the west coast of Ireland. 

Already he says, a regular daily mail service by airplane is maintained be¬ 
tween England and France without interruption by the weather. 

The new 6 cent aeroplane stamp was placed on sale in December. This 
stamp now covers the letter rate by air, while the 16 cent aeroplane stamp is 
used for special delivery letters. The new stamp follows the older ones in 
design and is orange colored. -

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PHILATELIC TID-BITS—By Andrew McKee 

An important business letter was posted in London, about three weeks 
ago, addressed to America. And now the writer of the letter has received 
word from the censor asking him if he wants the letter sent on to America, 
or returned to him. Some censor. I think it time they did away with red 

tape, also that censor. - 

The army post office is responsible for the carriage and distribution of 
over 4,000 sacks, containing 300,000 letters, and 20,000 parcels. It also dis¬ 
tributes daily about 35,000 newspapers, which are presented gratis by certain 
newspaper proprietors for the use of the troops in the field. 


While I was in Germany we were allowed to write two letters and four 
postcards a month. These were posted every Sunday, and; if there happened 
to be five Sundays in the month, you were not allowed to write on the fifth 
Sunday. The post cards and letter cards, were to be had in th e canteens, and 
you received three letter cards for 10 pf. and six post cards for 10 pf. (10 pf. 
are valued at Id). These post cards were specially issued for prisoners of 
war. I give underneath a sketch of what was on them: 

It usually took about three months for one of the post cards to come 
home. Since I have been home I have received two or three which I sent to 
my people while I was a prisoner of war in Germany. We did not pay post¬ 
age and neither did our friends who wrote to us. 


What the Red Cross Did For British Prisoners of War in Germany 

(By Andrew McKee, Repatriated Prisoner of War.) 

I will always remember the good work which the Red Cross did for us 
poor prisoners of war, and will always be grateful to this splendid organiza¬ 
tion which kept me alive. Every week they sent us a parcel of food from 
home, and from Berne, in Switzerland, they sent us two loaves of bread. My 
regiment sent me a full rigout of clothing. If it had not been for the Red 
Cross this would not have been possible. Before the Red Cross took over 
this work your own people were allowed to send you food parcels though but 
half of them never arrived at their destination. They arrived in Germany all 
right, but the Germans kept them for themselves. There were so many com¬ 
plaints about parcels going missing that the Red Cross took the matter over. 
But even then parcels went missing or sometimes you got the parcel with half 
the contents missing. But still we were glad to get anything. That was a 
great day when the parcels arrived, and another when the mails came from 
Blighty. ' -- 

I see the first official mail flight between London and Paris in connection 
with the Peace Conference, has been made by a British pilot, on a British 
machine. The start was made from Hendon, on the morning of the 15th of 
January, when Lieut. Owen Edmunds left on a two seater plane. He landed 
a short distance from Versailles with urgent dispatches for the Peace Confer- 
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ence, 2 hours and 20 minutes later. The machine he used is one of the fastest 
yet constructed and can travel at 125 miles per hour. The return journey was 
made under a favorable wind and was done in less than 2 hours. Lieut. Ed¬ 
munds brought back important French dispatches. 

I see the new Yvert and Tellier catalogue has just been published for 
1919. There are no illustrations in this number, as the plates which were 
stored in Yvert and Tellier’s place in Amiens had to be abandoned there, 
during the shelling of that town by the Germans last spring. The plates are 
quite safe, and will be used for the next catalogue. One thing very notice¬ 
able however, is the revision of some of the prices. This catalogue is a handy 
thing to have as it gives an idea of prices on the continent. The price is 6sh 
6p, four. - 

A new philatelic handbook will soon be published entitled “Red Cross 
Stamps,” by Derek Ingram (Edt. of Stamp Collecting, London). This book 
was advertised sometime ago at 1 sh 8d post free, but the publishers regret 
that they are unable to publish it at less than 2sh 8p. 


We are also waiting with patience to have a look at a new handbook on 
British Penny Blacks, by Frank Wadham. This book will be on sale shortly. 
I am sure it will be of great interest to all collectors, as the Penny Black is a 
favored stamp with every philatelist. A feature of this book is the standard 
catalogue of Penny Black values, which is now proposed to add to it. The 
price is 2sh 8d post free, and I think it will be worth it. 


How may stamps off paper are there in a pound? Some one interested in 
this may be pleased to know that there are 14,080 Japanese stamps to a pound, 
Russian stamps being smaller would contain many more. (No prize offered, 

eh?) - 

What kind of stamps will be used in Heligoland, British or Germany? As 
one of our leading lights over here says: Wait and see. 


TAX PAIDS—Leslie Hart 

* Every Tax Paid collector should obtain a copy of the Annual Report of 
the Bureau of Engraving for 1918. Much valuable information on the 1918 
surcharges is given, as well as items on the 1917 issues. I will give a brief 
abstract of the report: 

During the fiscal year from June 30 1917, to June 30, 1918, there were 
89,292,456 sheets (6,557,617,106 stamps) of internal revenue stamps delivered 
to the Commissioner of Internal Revenue and 208,500 sheets of custom stamps 
to the Division of Printing and Stationery. 126,625 sheets of cigarette stamps 
and 426 sheets of Slaight Lockseals to the Government of Porto Rico. There 
was an increase of 17 percent over last year’s production of Revenue stamps. 

I will give a few of the more interesting details pertaining especially to 
Tax Paids. 

There were from 6,000 to 90,000 stamps of each value of the 1910 distilled 
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spirits issue, overprinted act of 1917. Values were 10, 20, 30, 40, 50, 60, 80, 
90 gallon. 6,000 of the 60 gal. and 9,000 of the 10 gal. were printed, making 
these the scarce values of the set. 

The scarce values of the Rectifier stamps, issue of 1909, are the 80 gal, 
5 gal. and 20 gal. 20,000 of the first stamp, and 40,000 each of the other two 
were printed. There was also issued a Rectifier series of 1917, class B, 1 
gallon. 12,000 each were issued of the 60, 90, 100, 110 gal. wholesale liquor- 
dealer’s stamps. 

Oleo stamps (uncolored) were printed from both the 1902, and 1915 
plates. The tax-rate is the same for both issues. Only 86, 1 pint, unbound, 
and 26, 1 quart, unbound, bottled distilled spirits 1911, were printed during 
the year. 40 1-10 pint, export, series of 1897, were also printed. The 1 bbl. 
beer, 1914, will be comparatively common, over 4,000,000 being printed. 300,- 
000 of the Hogshead were issued during the period. 64,000 10 bbl. beer stubs, 
and 192,000 25 bbl. beer stubs, 1914, overprinted “Act of 1917,” were issued. 

The 1883 issue for export cigars is still being used, 480,000 stamps being 
delivered. /. 

A scarce item, evidently, will be “Special Tax on Filled Cheese, fiscal 
year 1919,” 20 stamps being printed by the Bureau. There was one stamp 
issued for manufacturers of small cigars. Improvised special tax for 1917. 
One copy was printed. Five copies were printed for manufacturers of cig¬ 
arettes. 

Of the 1910 strip tobacco stamps, the 7 oz., 14 oz. and 16 oz. are the most 
common high values. The 10 oz. is the rarest of the higher values. No 
3U oz. were printed. The H oz. 1917 seems rather scarce, 200,000 being is¬ 
sued, in comparison to over 101,000,000 of_the Vs oz. and 3,000,000 of .the 5 oz. 

It is interesting to note that the 50 cigar, 1916, is being printed on the 
rotary press, 37,000,000 being printed in this way, and 4,000,000 the old way. 

The 24 cigarettes, 1917, are the scarce ones so far, 6,000,000 being issued. 
325,000,000 of the 16 cigarettes appeared. No higher values were printed up 
to June 30th. 

Offset plates were prepared for the Govt, of Porto Rico for cigarette 
stamps, and Slaight lock seals. The Conly Foil Co. was furnished dies for 
3 A oz. tinfoil tobacco stamps, series of 1917. 

There is also interesting information concerning Liberty Bond issues. 
Thrift and War Savings Stamps, Bank Notes, Federal Farm Loans, and all 
the miscellaneous work done by the Bureau. 


NEWFOUNDLAND NOTES 

Two shades are noticed in lc “Caribou” issue, light and dark green. 

A war issue, in name, the 5c Guy surcharged “Money Order Stamp Tax 
Only, has now appeared; this stamp was in use for only two weeks and 
promises to be a very scarce item in used condition. There are quite a lew 
unused copies to-be had. The over print is in red.

NEWFOUNDLAND NOTES—By Andrews 

With the opening of the year 1919 come the new (Caribou) issue. The 
set consists of twelve stamps of which eight are mementos of the army and 
four of the Royal Naval Reserve. 

A Caribou Head (emblem of the 1st Royal Newfoundland Regiment) is 
the center figure, on either side of the head are branches of Oak and in 
scroll the words “Trail of the Caribou” and name of some battle scene in 
which the Regiment participated. 

The stamps are in size (roughly) 1x1)4 inches, the colors of the 6c and 
10c look much the same under electric or artificial light, on the 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 
6, 10, 12, 36c the colors are rather cloudy. 

Altogether an issue that for design and color will find no competitors as 
well as being much sought after by Philatelists in general.

CANADA’S THRIFT STAMP AND OTHER NOTES 

The sympathy of all stamp collectors will go out to Mr. T. G. Sanders 
of Aylmer, Ontario, who has just lost his mother. Mr. Sanders was formerly 
located in Denver, but came to Aylmer last year. 

There will soon be lots of German and Russian broken bank notes. In 
one month since the signing of the armistice the German Imperial Bank has 
increased its note issue over 600,000,000. Under Bolshevik rule Russia will 
this year have a national debt of over 20,000,000. This country is headed 
straight for disaster as no nation can long survive such a condition. 

A foreigner in a Canadian city was recently arrested for passing bogus 
money. He had been passing Confederate money on some of his lesser in¬ 
formed friends and as a* result he was brought into court. He was acquitted 
of passing bogus money, the judge pointing out it was real money as it was 
regularly issued, but it was without value. 

Canada’s Thrift campaign is now well under way and is patterned after 
the scheme used by the United States. Thrift stamps are purchased at 25 
cents each and when you have bought 16 stamps they are surrendered at any 
bank or post office and in return you receive a war savings stamp which in 
five years will be redeemed by the government at $5. During the month of 
January the stamps are five for $4 worth of thrift stamps and to each suc¬ 
ceeding month you add one cent. The stamps are finely engraved and they 
show a splendid miniature reproduction of Partridge’s famous drawing of the 
Canadians at Ypres. This was first published by Punch and was one of the 
finest war pictures ever produced. When theAhrift campaign was under con- 
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sideration, the Finance Minister wrote asking the proprietors of Punch for 
permission to reproduce the drawing on the War Savings Stamps. This was 
readily granted free of charge. Licking war savings and thrift stamps leaves 
a pleasant taste in the mouth. If you have not yet tried it get busy. If any 
reader would like one of Canada’s thrift stamps would be pleased to send him 
one on receipt of the price, 25 cents, and 3 cents^for postage. 

The diary of ,one of th^ boys who left here in 1916 and who was killed 
in action has been returned to his parents here along with other effects. The 
diary recounts a number of his personal experiences and is highly valued by 
his parents. 

ON STAMP COLORS—By Lieut.-Col. A. H. Wolley-Dod 

Ever since I first began to collect stamps, some forty years ago, but es¬ 
pecially during the last twenty, their identification with the colours named in 
our standard catalogue has puzzled me. 

Recently I have devoted my attention to the collection of all distinguish¬ 
able shades, whether catalogued or not, at least of the cheaper stamps. The 
first thing that strikes me is the inconsistency with which the stamps of one 
country, or even of one issue of a country, are split up into shades, while 
others escape such sub-division. But the main point is the necessity for im¬ 
provement in the naming of the colours. 

I agree that it would be quite impossible to name every shade, and that 
in the majority of cases those which are named merge so insensibly into 
their neighbors that no line can be drawn. Yet often the catalogue shows 
quite a marked difference in price between the two extremes. One is almost 
tempted to suggest that it would be quite logical, though impracticable, to 
ask for a graduated increase of price, for, say a green stamp; according to 
the amount of blue (or yellow) in it. But to attempt to draw a hard and fast 
line, with a substantial difference in price, between a so-called “yellow-green” 
and “blue-green” stamp is hardly logical. 

The real trouble, however, lies in the naming of the normal colour of a 
stamp, that is its average colour, irrespective of the shades its extremes may 
run to. A colour which receives one name in one country often has a totally 
different name applied to it in another, and ! this occurs not only where shade 
names have to be used in order to distinguish shades of an individual stamp, 
but also wlfen only one colour is catalogued in each of the respective coun¬ 
tries. Worse still, even in the same country similar colours sometimes bear 
different names, or different colours the same name. 

It is true that two people seldom agree as to the name of a colour, and 
it is really a matter of indifference whether mauve is named lilac, purple, or 
violet, but whatever name is given, it should be used for that colour through¬ 
out the catalogue, within reasonable limits of shade variation. More colour 
names are really required, so that for example such a vast variety of colours 
called “red brown” would be differentiated. We should thus soon be able 
to educate ourselves to colour names, which it is quite impossible to do now. 
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I feel now that the reason for much of this confusion of names is due 
to the fact that the stock-books of each country is arranged by a separate 
expert in that country, each of whom has his own idea on colour names. The 
remedy for this is for the expert to arrange the shades and for the editor 
or a small committee to settle their names, according to one of The many 
standards of colours. Then if a collector possesses one or two shades of a 
much “colour-split” stamp, he would be in a much better position to decide 
which they are than he is at present. In many cases it is quite impossible, 
unless one possesses all the shades of a stamp, to decide which is which. 

There will undoubtedly be difficulties, but I feel convinced that a very 
great improvement could be made. The chief difficulty is to differentiate the 
shades themselves by names which will not encroach upon those of other 
colours, and without an elaborate system of distinguishing them by a letter, 
or number, or some such device. It would almost appear better not to at¬ 
tempt to differentiate them in the catalogue, unless there is a real distinction, 
or if any really disinct shade has a higher value. It might be sufficient to 
indicate which stamps or which colours of a particular stamp are liable t.o 
vary considerably in shade. There should, how r ever, be no insuperable diffi¬ 
culty in assigning the same name to an average colour in one country that is 
assigned to it in another. 

May I also give vent to a grumble on quite a different subject. 

We are always having “condition” thrust down our throats, one of the 
essentials of a mint stamp being that it should possess “full gum,” and in 
some of the German States that makes all the difference to the price. But 
many dealers rob the stamps of full gum by plastering on a so-called peelable 
mount on half or even three quarters of the back. When such mounts are 
washed off, however carefully, the stamp seldom possesses full gum, and 
often not half its gum. I never use more than half a mount, attached by a 
width of about 2 mm. to the stamp, which not only economizes mounts but 
injures a minimum of the gum.—The Philatelic Magazine. 

There has been filed for record in the office of the Cook county (Ill.) a 
warranty deed with revenue stamps amounting to $7,357 attached, indicating 
a transfer value of $7,357,000. This is the largest warranty deed ever filed 
in the county and the number of stamps attached established a record. The 
transfer marks the final ceremony in the merging of the Mark Manufactur¬ 
ing company and the Iroquois Iron company into the Steel and Tube Com¬ 
pany of America. - 

Jacques Lebaudy, reputed to be a millionaire and known internationally 
as the “Emperor of Sahara,” was shot and killed at the home of his wife at 
Hempstead Plains, Long Island, on Jan. 11, and she was arrested for the 
crime. Lebaudy was a noted stamp collector. 

Henry J. Duveen, art collector and connoisseur, died in New York City, 
January 15, at the age of 64.

MORMON COINAGE 

Early in 1849 the need of a circulating medium was felt, for all the avail¬ 
able currency was about $60 worth of fractional coin in the possession of 
Brigham Young. A paper money issue was first made,* consisting of the 
denominations of 50 cents and $1, the designs for which were typeset. These 
notes were made payable in gold and redeemed by a certain sum set aside for 
the purpose by the Mormon authorities. 

Then dies were engraved for gold coins by Robert Campbell of the de¬ 
nomination of $5, and still others were designed by James M. Barlow, a 
jeweler and dentist. There is some uncertainty as to the Campbell designs, 
as the only records obtainable say that the first dies made were broken while 
coins were being struck. Whether any pieces were struck is not definitely 
known. , 

The Barlow designs were similar in many respects, all the denominations 
of 1849 and 1850 showing the same general design with trifling variations. 
The twenty-dollar gold piece showed on the obverse an eye, above which 
was the mitre of a Mormon Bishop, surrounded by the inscription, “Holiness 
to the Lord.” On the reverse the principal device was two clasped hands, 
the date and initials “G. S. L. P. G.,” or Great Salt Lake City Pure Gold, 
while at the bottom were the words “Twenty Dollars.” 

It has always been the boast of the Mormons that they were the first to 
issue a gold piece of the denomination of $20, which as a matter of fact is the 
truth. In 1849 James B. Eongacre designed the present United States double 
eagle, but only one specimen of it was struck in gold from the dies in that 
year. This solitary specimen is now regarded as the rarest coin in the Amer¬ 
ican series. The regular coinage of these pieces did not begin till 1850. 

A number of the Mormon twenty-dollar gold pieces were struck in 1849 
and widely circulated throughout that part of the country. While bearing the 
stamp of “Pure Gold,” this statement is open to question. 

Ihese early coins were first struck from gold brought from California 
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by the Mormon battalion and served in the Mexican war, dust and nuggets 
being melted and refined in the cellar of an old building on South Temple 
Street, Salt Take City. On the first floor of the same building was the primi¬ 
tive coinage machine, which, like the dies, was of Mormon manufacture. It 
is a well known fact that the California gold contains a high percentage of 
silver. It is said that all the Utah coins up to 1860 varied greatly in fineness,, 
containing silver to the extent of the average California gold. Their general 
average of fineness was about .886. 

The intrinsic value of the twenty-dollar piece ranged from $16 to $18 and 
the fineness from .889 to .900. The value of an uncirculated specimen to a 
collector is now placed at'$150, but it would probably bring more if offered 
for sale. 

The ten-dollar gold piece of the same series, dated 1849, of similar de¬ 
sign, is the rarest of all the Mormon denominations, and so far as known 
there are not more than two in existence. Up to about 1880 there was not a 
single specimen in the possession of any of the big coin collectors. Some 
time after that year a specimen was offered at an auction sale and, no one 
apparently being aware of its rarity, it was sold for $22. 

Should such a coin be sold now its price would probably equal the highest 
premium ever paid for a Territorial gold coin. This was $1,310, paid for a 
specimen of the J. S. Ormsby ten-dollar gold piece, struck at about the same 
time in Sacramento, Cal. The only specimen of the Mormon gold piece now 
located is in the possession of a coin collector named Callahan, at present 
living in Salt Lake City, who has a complete series of th e Mormon gold issues. 

The five-dollar gold piece of 1849 is the same in design as the two pre¬ 
ceding pieces, but shows “Five Do” on the lower part of th e reverse. The 
intrinsic value of this coin varied between $4.25 and $4.50. It is not nearly so 
rare as some of the others of the same series. 

The $2.50 piece bore the same design as the others, but had “Two and 
Half Do” on the reverse. This coin, like the rest of the 1849 series, had a 
plain edge. 

In 1850 there was struck another variety of the five-dollar gold piece. 
This showed a different form of the eye and mitre, and around this central 
design was a circle of nine stars. In fine condition this coin is now held at 
about $20. 

In 1858 President Brigham Young desired a change in the design of the 
five-dollar gold piece, and new dies were prepared. On the obverse of this 
coin was a representation of a lion reclining on the ground. Around the edge 
was an inscription in so-called Mormon characters, meaning “Holiness to 
the Lord.” Below is the. date when the coin'was first struck, 1860. 

On the reverse was an eagle, or phoenix, with a bee hive in front, while 
around the edge was inscribed “Desert Assay Office, Pure Gold, 5 D.” The 
edge of the coin was reeded, and a fine specimen is now worth about $40. 

Before this new design was issued a pattern piece was struck in gold from 
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the dies and presented to Brigham Young. This coin showed the regular ob¬ 
verse, with the usual inscription and date, but the reverse was plain, with the 
exception of the central device of eagle and bee hive. Mr. Young wore this 
coin as a charm on his watch chain, and upon his death the watch, chain and 
coin were sold by is executors for $3t)0. 

The dies for the later issue of coins are said to be still in the possession 
of the M'ormon authorities at Salt Lake City. 

The Mormon coinage consisted of the denominations of $2^, $5, $10 and 
$20, embracing several varieties of design and dated 1849, 1850 and 1860. 

The entire Mormon coinage was finally suppressed by the same national 
law that put an end to the issue of gold coins by private persons in California. 

NUMISMATIC NOTES 


British Paper Money 

An important point of the last British currency report, is the recom¬ 
mendation against an early return to the internal circulation of gold coin. In 
other words, the use of small paper currency, adopted in 1914, has been found 
advantageous. Shortly after the outbreak of the war the British Government 
issued treasury notes in the denominations of £1 and 10 shillings, almost 
entirely displacing the gold coins of these denominations. This was a great- 
innovation in view of the rock-ribbed British tradition of metal currency, 
but it took very generally with the public, and it was predicted that the small 
denomination notes had come to stay with the British currency system. Be¬ 
fore that £5 Bank of England notes were the smallest paper issues in Eng¬ 
land. 

England has issued ten shilling currency of a new design. They are some¬ 
what similar to the present one pound notes with the exception that the figure 
of Brittania appears in place of St. George and th e Dragon. The pictorial 
parts of the notes are in green with a purple tint over some portions. The 
letterpress is in brown ink. The value is clearly shown in deep green capital 
letters across the middle of the note and by the symbol “10 sh.” in brown 
on the bottom left hand and top right hand corners. The value is also shown 
on the back of the note by the figures “10’’ and the words “Ten Shillings” on 
an ornamental design printed in green. The notes are same size as the pres¬ 
ent issue, but the paper is slightly heavier. 

The Peking minister of finance has issued orders to the Chinese Govern¬ 
ment mint in Tintsein to mint 300,000 dollars bearing the likeness of Presi¬ 
dent Feng Kewchang to be issued as souvenirs. 


Iron Crosses at $1.65 Each 

You mention war “relics.” There are thousands of tons of that stuff over 
^ ere dnly we call them souvenirs. I have lugged around, lost and thrown 
away enough of them to last an ordinary person two centuries. If I can keep 
my presence of mind long enough, I shall bring nothing home in the way of 
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a souvenir, except some small stuff. You can have boche helmets and' so on 
by the dozen over here, but they are too much trouble to fool with. It’s like 
trying to write something about the war—there is too much now. - 

Marks have gone down in value again and so have Iron Crosses. For 
$1 you can buy S.45 francs and for those 5.45 francs you can buy 9.079 marks, 
which is about eleven cents American, for one German mark. The normal 
value of an gold mark is approximately twenty-four cents. Iron Crosses (in 
the stores, of course—just like a lodge emblem) costs about 15 marks (about 
$1.65.) How many do you'want? Over in France the “easy marks” were 
paying as high as 300 francs for them—at that time about $55. So it goes. 
There is nothing over here for which you spend your money, so I am keeping 
a little around for emergency. 


Gold at Premium in London 

Greed for gold has reached such a stage in London that Scotland Yard 
has organized a special department to check illegal trafficking in British sov¬ 
ereigns. Gold coins of the United States are also at a premium, a $5 gold 
piece bringing about $5.50 if sold to a jeweler there. A sovereign in value 
and usage corresponds to the American $5 gold piece. 

With gold at a premium the supply rationed and the demand for jewelry 
abnormal, because of high wages being paid munition and other factory work¬ 
ers, the temptation of jewelers to use gold coins in their work has become 
greater than ever. 

But little gold reaches the banks of England in the ordinary course of 
business. Because of the scarcity of gold in circulation an individual tender¬ 
ing sovereigns is likely to be looked on with suspicion unless he has been 
identified. 

Scotland Yard officials say that there was, and is still, a considerable 
quantity of sovereigns hoarded by people in various parts of the country. 
War loans have brought much of the former hidden treasure to light. Seven 
hundred sovereigns were found recently in the- wreckage of a house struck 
by a bomb during a German air paid on London. 

Jewelers who have been engaging in the illicit buying of coins have been 
using the gold for wedding rings, the manufacture of pins, for plating and 
various articles in their trade. A sovereign makes a ring, for -which the jew¬ 
eler may charge anything from $7.50 to $10. 

While there is no ban on the issue of gold in England, bank customers 
can only obtain it for certain specified purposes. 


POSTAGE CURRENCY 

Immediately after specie payments were suspended in the early part of 
1862, when gold and silver coins disappeared from circulation, the place of 
subsidiary silver coins was for a time supplied by tickets, due-bills and other 

forms of private obligations, which were issued by merchants and corpora- 
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lions. Congress soon authorized the use of postage stamps for change and 
then a modified of postage stamps called postage currency, and finally frac¬ 
tional currency in denominations corresponding to the subsidiary silver coins. 

This currency is now redeemable by the Government and is very scarce. 
A set or collection of the fractional currency always proves of great interest 
to anyone, whether a coin collector or not. 

This interesting currency was issued between August 21, 1862, and May 
27, 1863. It was the first of its kind ever issued, and war was the cause for 
issuing it. This currency was in four denominations a follow: 

Sc Note. Facsimile of a 5c stamp. Jefferson; brown color. 

10c Note. Facsimile of a 10c stamp. Washington; green. 

25c Note. Facsimile of five 5c stamps; brown. 

50c Note. Facsimile of five 10c stamps; green. 

As noted above money was very scarce at that time in this country, and 
to relieve the stringency common postage* stamps Avere first used as change. 
The gum on the back of the stamps was, however, sticky, such being the na¬ 
ture of gum, and the stamps stuck to the pockets and purses; moreover, they 
soon became frayed and torn. Then brass frames were introduced into which 
the stamps were inserted, exposing the face of the President, and the value 
of, on the stamp, which was protected with a layer of mica over the face, and 
the back contained advertisements of the period. The stamps used ’were lc 
blue, 3c red, 5c brown, 10c green, 12c black, 24c violet, 50c orange and 90c 
blue. They are the most interesting “necessity” money ever issued. 

Later the postage currency and finally the fractional currency was issued. 
The postage currency was like miniature bank notes. They were engraved by 
the American Bank Note Co. Above the central designs it read: POSTAGE 
CURRENCY. FURNISHED ONLY BY THE ASSISTANT TREASUR¬ 
ERS AND DESIGNATED DEPOSITORIES OF THE U. S. Below: RE¬ 
CEIVABLE FOR POSTAGE STAMPS AT ANY POST OFFICE. 

During the siege of Mafeking in South Africa, in the Boer war of 1900, 
and the subsequent interruption of train service, money in the shape of coin 
became very scarce in Bulawayo. So, cards were printed, and on the reverse 
side stamps were put of British South Africa of the values, 3d., 6d., Is., 2s. 6d., 
5s. and 10s., and these cards passed as currency to the amount of stamps 
affixed. 

On the obverse side is printed the following: 

“The Civil Commissioner, Bulawayo. 

“Please pay in cash to the person producing this card th’e face value of 
the stamps affixed thereto, if presented on or after the 1st August, 1900. This 
card must be produced for redemption not later than 1st October, 1900. 

(Signed) "H. Marshall Hole. 

“Secretary.” 

A line below reveals the fact that th e card Avas printed at the Chronicle 
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Printing Works, Buluwayo. And here it might be noted that the name of the 
town is spelled “Bulawayo” above, but “Buluwayo” below. 

During the great world war just ended stamps hav e taken the place of 
currency in several European countries. In 1915 Russia issued a set of three 
stamps; in 1917 Lkraine issued a set of five stamps, and we have record of 
postage stamps being used in Slesvig. (The reader will please note the proper 
way of spelling the name of this old Danish province—not the brutal German 
way—Schleswig.) 

It has often been remarked that there is a distinct resemblance in several 
ways between coin collecting and stamp collecting, and these philatelic coins, 
or numismatic stamps, call them which you will, form the connecting link 
between the two hobbies. M. S. 


NEWS NOTES—By M. Sorensen 

Victor Emmanuel III, King of Italy, is one of the greatest coin collectors 
in the world. The king is an honorary member of the American Numismatic 

Society. - 

Lieut. Col. Charles Whittlesey has been awarded the Congressional 
Medal of Honor for bravery. He and his men were surrounded by .Germans 
in the Argonne forest, held out for five days without receiving food or ammu¬ 
nition, but refused to surrender. They wer e rescued only after 75 per cent 

of the command had been killed. -• 

At a recent meeting of bank directors in Kristiania, Norway, it was pro¬ 
posed to have iron coins take the place of silver in the coinage of the country. 

A medal, commemorating the coming peace, has been issued by the 
Pope. The obverse bears a portrait of Pope Benedict with the inscription 
around: BENEDICTUS XV. PRINCIPIS PACIS VICARIUS. On the re¬ 
verse is the Saviour with angles on both sides, representing Justice and Peace. 


The General Council of the Department of Seine has decided to issue a 
medal commemorating President Wilson’s visit to France. The obverse 
will show a portrait of Wilson, and on the revere will be the following in- 
cription: DEPARTMENT OF SEINE TO PRESIDENT WILSON, THE 
BENEFACTOR OF MANKIND.

In a store window in Marion, Iowa, is displayed a German iron cross. 
The cross was sent by a soldier in the overseas service, now in Germany, to 
his wife here, and in a letter it was stated that he had paid a former German 
soldier $25 for it—a rather steep price when we consider that according to a 
recent newspaper report these crosses were offered American soldiers at 5 
pfennig apiece. And some wondered what gave them even that nominal value. 
As a decoration the iron cross is a rather plain affair. 
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Counterfeit 1 crown pieces have lately been found in circulation in Co¬ 
penhagen, Denmark, and vicinity. The bogus pieces are well made and can 
be told from the genuine ones only by “ringing” them. 


Do you know that the term “plum” in England denotes the sum of 100,000 
pounds sterling, and the owner of such a sum is called a “plumman?” 


In an emergency, ordinary coins can be used as weights. The weights 
given are near enough for all the usual purpose: A dime weighs 40 grains; 
a cent 50 grains; nickel 80 grains; quarter dollar 100 grains; half'dollar 200 
grains and one dollar 400 grains.

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EARLY DAY BANKS ANlf BANKING—By S. Archie Hamilton, Cresco la. 

In 1782 there was but one banking institution in the United States. New 
Yori^ City, which had grown to be the most populous city, did not have one 
until 1784, when with the aid of Alexander Hamilton, the Bank of New York, 
the country’s second bank, was founded. 

Later, Hamilton and his energies to establish the Bank of the United 
States, which was chartered in 1791, with a capital of $10,000,000, of which 
$2,000,000 was government stock. The head office was at Philadelphia, with 
branches in eight other cities. When Jackson became chief executive of the 
nation he repeatedly declared the bank as unsafe, unsound and unconstitu¬ 
tional, and a renewal of the charter was not granted. 

It had, however, become apparent to the people of the country that banks 
were of great need and help, and soon all large centers had them. Each state, 
acting independently of each other, passed such laws as seemed best to it, and 
the currency employed in the transactions of the business of the country was 
all furnished by banks chartered by the states. 

No regular, permanent and compulsory system being possible with so 
many legislative bodies to control its parts, the money of the people,—the 
“promises to pay” of the State banks—was often ill-regulated and caused 
great inconvenience and intense losses. Banks were established in great num¬ 
bers, and issued bills poorly, (or sometimes not at all,) which were secured 
by real or available funds. 

The lack of uniform laws—uniform in all the states, opened the door 
wide to unsafe speculation and dishonesty, and to political influence in se¬ 
curing charters profitable to individuals or associations, but built on, general¬ 
ly, a shaky foundation. Thus, a sense of insecurity was felt in receiving and 
holding money which might depreciate in value or become entirely worthless 
overnight, and losses were so often suffered on money circulating at a dis¬ 
tance that those of well-regulated banks were often discredited where their 
condition was not definitely known. 

In 1837 Congress began to make large gifts of public lands in aid of state 
and private canals, while some states assisted new railway lines with grants 
of money. These corporations also floated vast issues of bills with their 
promises to pay, which greatly depreciated in value and greatly alarmed the 
country. 

This state of unrest was followed by depression and the panic of 1837, 
from which many emerged with nothing at all. 

In some parts of the country efforts were made to equalize the currency 
of banks of nearby states. The Southwestern Railroad Bank (Charleston, S. 
C.) was chartered by the states of North and South Carolina and Tennessee 
for 31 years, with a capital of $12,000,000. These same states had granted 
articles of incorporation to aid in the formation of a railroad from Charleston 
to Cincinnati, and the two enterprises were operated in conjunction with one 
another. The purpose of the bank was to equalize the currency and the ex¬ 
change between the states of Ohio, Kentucky and Tennessee at the west, 
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and the states of South and North Carolina and Georgia on the east of the 
mountains. The charter was of the most liberal tenure, and the stock was 
exempted from taxation, as were also the dividends, and the bills were re¬ 
ceivable at the state treasuries. 

The evil of not having suitable banking laws was corrected by the Na¬ 
tional Banking System, under a law enacted in 1863. 


Medal of Honor Conferred on Captain Skinker, Who Fell at Argonne 

The medal of honor has been conferred posthumously on Capt. Alexander 
R. Skinker, commander of I Company, 138th (St. Louis) Infantry, for his act 
of sacrificing his life to save the lives of his men in the Argonne Forest Sep¬ 
tember 6, the first daypf the great battle. 

The medal of honor is the highest award the United States can confer for 
gallantry. It corresponds to the Victoria Cross of Great Britain and the cross 
of the Legion of Honor of France. Captain Skinker’s medal will be presented 
to his widow'. 

The official citation of Captain Skinker, issued December 24 from the 
headquarters of the 35th Division in France, reads in part: 

“Unwilling to sacrifice his men when his company was held up by terrific 
machine gun fire from iron pill boxes in the Hindenburg line, Captain Skinker 
personally led an automatic rifleman and a carrier in an attack on the machine 
guns. The carrier was killed instantly, but Captain Skinker sized the ammu¬ 
nition and continued through an opening in the barbed wire, feeding the auto¬ 
matic rifle until he, too, was killed.” 

Captain Skinker w'as commissioned a lieutenant in the 1st Regiment, Mis¬ 
souri National Guard,-July 28, 1917. 


Coins—St. George and the Dragon 

Beneditto Pistrucci w'as the designer of the St. George and the Dragon 
which appears on our sovereigns. Pistrucci, w r ho was born in Rome was en¬ 
gaged as an engraver at the mint in 1816. The newspapers of the time were 
very angry over his appointment and attacked him without mercy. The actual 
design of the George and the Dragon was not made for the mint originally. 

. The artist modelled it for a gem he was cutting for the Earl of Spencer. This 
was seen by Mr. Pole. The master of the mint who thought it just the thing 
for the new gold coinage then being projected, and paid Pistrucci one hundred 
guineas for making a special cameo as a model for the coin. St. George on 
the coin was modelled from the life. The original was an Italian waiter at the 
Hotel in Leicester square at which the artist was living. The design which is 
initialed B. P., first appeared on the coins in 1817 and its beauty has been rec¬ 
ognized by numismatists generally since that time. (I trust this little note 
will not be out of place. It wdll remind us of w'hat a sovereign is like, it’s that 
long since w j e saw one). 
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NOTES ON PAPER MONEY—By S. Archie Hamilton, Cresco, Iowa 

The Confederate States located their first capital at Montgomery, Ala.,, 
early in 1861, from which place was emitted its first paper currency. These 
notes were all of high denominations; $1,000, $500, $100 and $50. The two 
higher denominations are the rarest notes of the Confederacy, though there 
are minor varieties of other notes of even greater rarity. After Virginia se¬ 
ceded the capital was moved to Richmond. The exact number of Montgom¬ 
ery notes issued is given as 607 eaph of the $1,000 and $500 and 1606 each of 
the $100 and $50 values. -- 

In 1716, John Taw, of France, founded the first banking institution in 
that country, which became later known as the Royal Bank of France, and 
followed with an issue of paper money. Law, in conjunction with the bank, 
believing he had discovered a grand scheme for monopolizing trade with 
Latin-America, launched the Mississippi Company, under the impression that 
gold and diamonds in abundance were to be found in the French coTony of 
Louisiana (now comprising several states) of which lands he was given con¬ 
trol in 1717. But there was an over-issue of paper money, and Law, opposed 
by the government, left the country, and in 1720 the Royal Bank suspended 
payment and panic followed. 

In 1789, during the French revolution, paper bills, called “Assignats,” 
were issued, but soon became entirely worthless, for what gold and silver 
coin had not been carried out of the country, had been secreted and buried; 
$9,115,600,000 of these bills are said to have been put in circulation. 

Notes of many odd denominations were issued by some of the early day 
banks and corporations and private individuals—in some cases a $25 note, 
as the Mississippi & Alabama R. R. Co., or a $15 value, as put forth by the 
Exchange Bank of Norfolk, Va., while many others, including the Bank of 
Cape Fear, of Wilmington, N. C., emitted $6, $7, $8, and $9 bills. While in 
the present day we are not very well acquainted with the fractional issues of 
a dollar, these banks and corporations issued such values as lc, 3c, 5c, 10c, 15c, 
25c, 30c, 50c, 60c and 75c, also denominations of 6}4c, 12)4c, $1.25, $1.50, $1.75, 
$2.50, etc., which no doubt proved very convenient at the time for the pur¬ 
chase of commodities at the various shops and markets. 

Joseph Hooper, one of the oldest numismatists of the country, died at his 
home in Rochester, N. Y., February 16th, aged 86. In 1893, at the World’s 
Fair, in Chicago, he was instrumental in the forming of the American Numis¬ 
matic Association. He presented a paper entitled “Coins, Their Origin and 
Aid in Historic Research,” at the World’s Fair.

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SOME NOTES FROM HERE, THERE AND EVERYWHERE—Samuel 

P v Hughes, Howe, Nebr. 

Dr. Barbour, curator of the State University Museum has asked the 
writer to let it be known that he wants to know of any Mastodon teeth that 
may be obtained for the State University Museum. Just now they have a lot 
of jaws and other skeleton material on hand and the teeth from most of the 
jaws are missing. This state has more material of his kind scattered around 
within its borders than all the rest of America combined, and undoubtedly 
some of the readers of this department may know of extra teeth that may be 
purchased or given outright to the Museum. Any information of this kind 
may be sent the writer, or to Richard V. Hughes, 844 South 10th Street, Lin¬ 
coln, Nebr. 

Mr. Brodstone has kindly sent the writer an ancient copy of the ‘Fraud 
Reporters’ published at Stromsburg, Nebr., about thirty years ago. The petty 
crooks who are the pest of the stamp trade today, were just as alive a genera¬ 
tion ago, and possibly much more so because of the fact that the business was 
not so well organized. Many of the names listed are familiar to the writer, 
and one or two at least are still at their old tricks. The writer well remembers 
the name of one of these crooks, as he was one of the very first frauds with 
whom he came in contact. The man was a resident of New Brunswick at the 
time, later removing to Chicago, where he operated under the name of a big 
named company. The man’s peculiar handwriting soon revealed his identity, 
and he was forced to make numerous other moves. Only recently a well 
known stamp paper contained a warning against this old time offender, indi¬ 
cating that he has in no way reformed with advancing years. 

For the past two or three years the writer has frequently made mention 
in these notes of the State Collection of old money, and offers to buy or ex¬ 
change for such bills as could be used to advantage in the display. The public 
seem to have gotten a wrong idea from the various articles, and as a result 
collectors have a habit of sending bills to the State Historical Society offering 
them for sale. Now the writer has no connection whatever with the Histor¬ 
ical Society and is not furnishing any money for their purchases. The State 
Collection is an entirely separate arrangement, and will be displayed in its en¬ 
tirety in the new State University Museum. The Historical Society apparent¬ 
ly has no funds for the purchase of historical objects, as the larger part of the 
collections shown are either donations or loans. The writer is furnishing the 
money for the purchase of antiquated money only, and any objects of this kind 
should be sent direct to the address shown at the top of these articles. 

The desire at the present time is to complete the issues circulated by 
early Nebraska banks, and bills from Bellevue, Nebraska City, Brownville, 
and Florence are especially desired. 

In addition to the above bills that are wanted for the display, several en¬ 
tire sheets of uncirculated Nebraska bills are wanted for framing to hang in 
the Historical Society rooms. Quite a number of such sheets have been lo¬ 
cated; but their owners seem to have an exaggerated idea of their true values. 
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A lot of this material seems to be in the hands of collectors in and around 
Bishops Hill, Ill., where it seems to have been since its issue in the fifties. 

Many amateur collectors seem not to be able to distinguish between le¬ 
gitimate issues of old and established banks, and the wild cat bills put out for 
purely speculative purposes. The writer has many times heard collectors re¬ 
fer to the entire issues of antiquated money as “wild cat” issues, when as a 
matter of fact, very few bills were ever put out as a purely speculative venture. 
The State of Georgia has by far the largest number of these banks, and varie¬ 
ties of old bills in collections, and many of them were old and substantial or¬ 
ganizations. An examination of papers published in the south during the 
early sixties will reveal many advertisements of declared dividends by these 
banks, usually on an 8 per cent basis. 


CRUISING AMONG THE MARYLAND SHELL HEAPS.—By J. E, 
Moore, Princess Ann, Md. 

Having heard of the large number of shell heaps along the shores of the 
tidewater stream of Somerset Co., Md., I decided to cruise to the different 
places, where I had been informed were Indian shell mounds. So in the early 
fall of 1915 on a day, the like of which are only to be found on Maryland’s 
eastern shore, when the water is so blue it looks black in the distance, and 
the background of huge pine trees are partly screened by the smoke of distant 
forest fires, and the breeze, salt laden and fragrant with the odor of pine trees, 
wafts the water into a rippling mass against the bow of your boat as*she 
slides swiftly on her way, such was the morning that my wife and myself 
started for the Dames Quarter shell mounds on the south side of Monie Bay 
just south of Great Shoal Light House, in our motor launch “Dixie.” One 
and one-half hours run brought us there, and we found from 4 to 5 acres of 
Indian shells from two to five feet deep and upon them growing were huge 
cedar trees, some of which were from three to four feet through at the base, 
and whose age must have been in the least, two hundred years. The root 
system of these cedars interwoven with the shells have been the means of pre¬ 
serving these shell mounds as the tide and waves would have claimed them 
if it had not been for the protection of these roots; and it is my opinion that 
these mounds today are not more than half their original size, as there are 
evidences every where by the tons of shells scattered along the beach, that in 
ages past they were much larger than at the present time. We started our 
search along the water’s edge, where the waves on each incoming tide changes 
the positions of the shells, in the course of half an hour we had found about 
twenty arrow heads, most of which were perfect and made of quartzite. 
Broken pieces of pottery were to be seen anywhere you looked and there were 
pitted hammer stones in abundance everywhere.. I believe the hammer stones 
were used in opening the oysters. Along the water’s edge we also found two 
broken axes, one of which had been a gem in regard to workmanship, and 
several fragments of soapstone vessels, and on a sand bar about forty feet 
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from the mound I found a ceremonial stone about four inches long and re¬ 
sembling a fish in shape the perforation forming the eye, the end of the tail 
was broken off, but otherwise it was a nice* specimen. 

After thoroughly examining the shore we went up on the mound, pottery 
was in evidence everywhere but there were no specimens to be seen except 
hammer stones, we noticed at the west side of the mound about one-half acre 
of the shells were being farmed, and on going over we found the ground 
planted with tomatoes. In cultivating them the plow had stirred the shells 
below 'the surface and we soon were picking up more specimens. Arrows, 
knives, and two celts were found in this tomato patch, and a broken amulet, 
with the break at the perforation. On our way back to the shore there was a 
cow path that led through the cedars and we followed this pa!th, and were 
rewarded by finding a drilled stone dish two and one-half inches in diameter 
laying right in the path, it was now nearly noon, so we went to the boat and 
ate the dinner that we had brought along.

Gets Historic Cannon 

A cannon from the flagship of Lord Howe’s British fleet was presented 
to the Camden County Historical Society at exercises held at the public li¬ 
brary, Camden, New Jersey. The vessel, the Augusta, was sunk in 1777 
while attacking Fort Mifflin, on the Pennsylvania side of the Delaware river, 
aiftl Fort Mercer, opposite on the New Jersey side. Its hulk lies on the beach 
at Gloucester, New Jersey, near Fort Mercer. The cannon is mounted on a 
carriage made from a rib of the Augusta. 


Iroquois Seek Full Citizenship 

Representatives of the federal and state governments have met with 
chiefs of the six nations of Iroquois Indians in their first council since the 
historic Normanskill meeting in 1642 and adopted a platform which includes 
a recommendation to foster legislation whereby competent Indians could se¬ 
cure full citizenship, which at the present time is denied to this tribe. 


“Cherokee Bill” is Oldest Man in U. S. 

“Cherokee Bill” is 122 years old and credited by the United States cen¬ 
sus of 1910 as being the oldest man in the United States. He lives on and on 
in his little hut on the bank of the Grand river, south of Grand Junction, Col¬ 
orado. Influenza, la grippe, smallpox, and other diseases never bother him, 
and he lives like a mole—underground—cooking all his own meals and living 
alone. The statement he gave the census enumerator in 1910—that he was 
born in the lower Mississippi valley region of this continent June 5, 1797— 
is one that he always sticks to. He tells of the war of 1812 and says that he 
was an old man when the civil war broke out in 1861. How he got to Grand 
Junction, where his people were, and what he lives on no one seems to know. 
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He says that he is a full-blooded Cherokee Indian, and that the only name he 
has ever known is just “Bill,” so he is called “Cherokee Bill.” He gathers 
his fuel ^long the railway embankments and on the streets, and in some way 
manages to get enough food to live on and keep alive. He appropriated an 
old well once belonging to the city water works, which was discarded in 1899, 
and has been living in the little underground hovel ever since.

A “Zwei Kronen” Austrian bank note, taken from a captured boche, is 
one of a number of trophies sent home by Private R. C. Russell, with the 
engineers, to his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Charles E. Russell, of Lake Forest, 
Ill. The bank note was issued by the Bank of Austria-Hungary. On the 
bank note is inscribed this message: “Forces on the Meuse, Oct. 8, 1918.” 

John Laux of Waukegan, Ill., is the possessor of a legal document issued 
112 years ago. The instrument is a deed to property at Middlesex, England, 
and is drawn in favor of ancestors of the Cleavers, one of Waukegan’s pio¬ 
neer families. The document is written on real parchment, and except for 
being yellow with age is in perfect condition. It has the seal of England, 
and represents a revenue tax of more than five pounds sterling. 

T. P. Bomar, a bluejacket residing in Waukegan, Ill., printer in the Great 
Lakes “Bulletin” office, is the proud possessor of a German meerschaum 
pipe, which his cousin, E. B. Sweeney, got as a “trophy” from a Hun officer 
Taken prisoner. 

The pipe is a fine specimen. The bowl is as large as one’s fist, and the 
mouthpiece is attached to a long, curved flexible stem. The design on the 
bowl represents a hunter and dog, with a mountaineer’s cottage in the back¬ 
ground. 

Mr. Bomar was offered $25 for the pipe in Chicago the other day, but 
refused. - 

Coin collectors of Waukegan, Ill., received the surprise of their life when 
they learned the other day that Mayor W. W. Pearce had come into posses¬ 
sion of Federal reserve note, five dollar denomination on one side and ten 
dollar denomination on the other. 

E. A. Hartke, druggist in the Pearce store, took in the freak note for a 
“V”. He formerly was in charge of a postoffice sub-station in the ‘Stock- 
yards district of Chicago, and while there formed the habit of scrutinizing 
every bill that he handled. After the customer left he turned over the bill 
and made the discovery. 

On the $5 side appears a portrait of Lincoln, and the lettering “7-G 
Series of 1914, G-15011193A.” The $10 side pictures a harvesting scene on 
the left and a manufacturing scene on the right. 

These notes come in blocks of four from the government printing office 
and are cut apart by the receiving banks. It is possible there are thousands 
of these bills in circulation. The one in Dr. Pearce’s possession shows much 
usage. 

Banks here have been warned to keep on the lookout for these freak bills 
with orders to return them to the government. 

After Dr. Pearce gets through showing it to his friends he will let a local 
collector add it to his collection. 
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AUTOGRAPHS OF TELEPHONE PIONEERS 

All men have their fads and as a rule, all are different. That of L. F. 
Duggan, district superintendent of the Missouri and Kansas Telephone' com¬ 
pany, is collecting autographs of pioneers in the telephone business. He wTl 
accept names of no one unless he has been in the telephone business at least 
twenty years. 

In his desire to secure names of telephone pioneers Mr. Duggan is not 
modest or unassuming. He begins with the name of Alexander Graham Bell, 
of Washington, D. C., inventor of the telephone. Mr. Duggan has signatures 
of fifteen men who are now rated as pioneers in the ’phone world. One of 
those pioneers who his given Mr. Duggan an original signature is Miss 
Marion D. Ray, of Kansas City, Mo., who went into the business twenty-eight 
years ago. She is now chief clerk in the treasurer’s department of the Mis¬ 
souri and Kansas Telephone company in Kansas City. 

Mr. Duggan has been several months in securing the fifteen names he 
now has. They are on a large piece of heavy paper which he sends to the 
offices of men whose signatures he wants. 

Names he now has on the paper and the year they entered the ’phone 
business, are: Alexander Graham Bell, of Washington, D. C.; Theo. A. Vail, 
president of the American Telephone and Telegraph company, and inciden¬ 
tally a cousin of Edward Vail, of Wichita; Charles W. McDanields, 1879, of 
Kansas City, assistant to the first vice president of the Missouri and Kansas 
Telephone company; J. W. Wilson, (1885) assistant general commercial super¬ 
intendent of the American Telephone and telegraph Co.; R. B. Cochran, 
(1884), district manager at Hutchinson, Kansas; F. C. Simpson, (1890), until 
he died recently, purchasing agent of the Missouri and Kansas Co.; W. W. 
Johnson (1884), formerly general commercial agent of the Missouri and Kan¬ 
sas Co.; Miss Marion D. Ray, (1884) in the treasurer’s department in Kansas 
City; P. W. O’Brien, (1880) manager of the phone company at Leavensworth; 
H. J. Carl, (1880), in Kansas City; E. B. Field, (1880), president of the Moun¬ 
tain State Telephone Co. of Denver; P. Kerr Higgin, (1881), with the South¬ 
west Telephone Co. of Texas; H. Louis Hoffman, (1888), engineer for the 
St. Louis Telephone Co.; A. Barret, (1883), district manager at Pleasant Hill, 
Missouri. All those who have signed Mr. Duggan’s roll are members of the 
Telephone Pioneers of America.—Wichita (Kansas) Eagle.

Just here we would emphasize the fact that there is a connecting link be¬ 
tween all branches of collecting, thus the A. S. of C. C. can be made to cover 
a broader field than the society for one line only. Between philately and nu¬ 
mismatics the distinction is so close that it is hard indeed for one to be in¬ 
terested in one and ignore the other. Then when one goes into the study of 
either of these, we must needs go iftto the history of the country from which 
they came, it must needs be that we are interested in relics and curios from 
these countries.

The sale of the library of Herschel V. Jones of the Minneapolis Journal 
was held recently in New York City. The afternoon session realized $34,739.85 
and the evening session $27,691. The grand total is $140,610.60. The highest 
price yesterday was $10,00 paid G. A. Baker & Co. for Catalogue No. 623* 
“Gammer Gurton’s Needle,” London, 1575, the rare first edition, of which 
only five copies are known, those in the British Museum, the Bodleian, the 
Dyce and Huntington collection and the present example. It is the earliest 
university play in English, which has come down to us.

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peace pipe and even a German pipe. But, as the account says: “Autocracy 
doesn’t rear its head when one looks at this pipe. Its squat bowl with its 
silver cover, its pendulous stem, bring images of the once benign, kindly old 
German fathers who in the cool of the evening went walking with the haus- 
fraus and the children to some quiet beer-garden to smoke, and sip their 
beer.” 

Aside from his pipes, Dr. Donald is the possessor of a grandfather’s 
clock; whose maker, John Mills, died in Scotland in 1796. It is one of the 
oldest clocks in the Northwest and many collectors have vainly tried to pur¬ 
chase it. Dr. Donald keeps his pipes in an antique writing desk made before 
the Revolutionary war. 

OLD BOOKS 

A~few years ago I strolled into a second hand furniture store far up iit 
the mountains of West Virginia where the lure of th£ lumber woods—spruce 
and hemlock—had drawn thousands of strange peoples like the call of gold 
from California in 1849. People of various callings and professions—many 
well educated—some who seemed to be hiding in this wilderness. Many 
died here in a land of strangers with the past silent in their hearts and lips 
forever sealed in death. Among these remnants of relics and belongings I 
picked up 10 or 12 books in passable condition which I will describe here 
hoping to get some information. “The Life of George Washington,” pub¬ 
lished by Joseph Allen, Philadelphia in 1809. Cloth binding 244 pages; au¬ 
thor, M. L. Weems, rector at that time of Mt. Vernon parish. Book is em¬ 
bellished with 6 steel engravings: 

1st. Geo. Washington, with what appears to be his original autograph 
much faded below it. 

2nd. Defeat of General Braddock. 

3rd. Battle of Lexington. 

4th. Battle of Bunker Hill. 

5th. Capture of Major Andre. 

6th. Surrender of Lord Cornwallis. 

The following appears on front fly leaf: “Wm. Magill’s book presented 
to me by M. I. Kelso, teacher School No. 2, Rose Township, Jefferson Co., 
Pa.” 

Another interesting specimen is “The English Reader,” by Lindley Mur¬ 
ray, stereotyped in New York and published and sold by Benjamin Olds. 
Newark, N. J., 1830. Fly leaves contain names of “John Todd,” “Mary 
Thomson” and “John Kelso.” Old leather binding. The oldest book in the 
lot is “The Holy War” by John Bunyan, published in 1794 in New York by 
Jas. Carey for Mathew Carey, Philadelphia. Fly leaves bear following leg¬ 
ends: “Wm. Magill bought book from Alexander Ennis, April 9, 1822. Name 
“J. Walker.” Leather binding. 

Buck, published at Somerset, 
Pa., 3813. Leather binding.

CURIO NOTES 

In the great collction of prints showing the sports, pastimes, and advent 
turous enterprises of mankind during four centuries, w r hich Mr. W. A. Baillie- 
Grohman, the English collector, has offered for purchase by the United 
States, one print in particular is of interest to Americans. It depicts Amer¬ 
igo "Vespucci just landed on the continent that was afterward named for 
him, and pleasantly welcomed by a native person, presumably an “American 
Queen,” comfortably swinging in an unmistakable hammock. Some his¬ 
torians question whether Vespucci ever got to America in person, and the 
old Sixteenth Century print does not necessarily prove it, for Vespucci was 
long popularly believed to have made the trip. It does, however, show a 
familiarity with the plants and animals that Giovanni della Strada lavishly 
added to his picture which leads to the belief that he worked from sketches 
made by somebody else who had really seen them. « 


The bonfires which lit up London during the armistice celebrations were 
familiar sights in the London of Henry VIII’s reign. At the sunsetting, in 
the months of June and July, says Old Stow the Chronicler, “Bonefires,” as 
they were called in his day, were made in the streets, “every man bestowing 
wood or labor towards them.” Citizens set out tables near the fires, with 
plentiful refreshments, on festival days, and thereunto they invited their 
neighbors, and “passengers” also, “to sit and be merry with them in great 
familiarity.” These “bonefire” bonefire” celebrations were considered good 
opportunities for the closing of old disputes, and for the bringing of good 
amity among neighbors.-- 

Illuminations, too, were practiced in Stow’s time. He speaks of the 
custom on the days of St. Peter and St- Paul for every man to shadow his 
door with green birch, long fennel, St. John’s wort, orpin, and white lilies, 
and adds that some of the citizens had lamps of glass with oil burning in 
them all night. Some, too, hung out branches of iron curiously wrought con¬ 
taining hundreds of lamps lighted at once, which made a good show.

The thirty-fourth annual convention of the American Philatelic Society 
was held in St. Louis, August 18, 19 and 20. To say it was a success is 
not doing the St. Louis Collector’s Club justice, for nothing was left undone 
to make the visitors enjoy every minute of their stay. 

Wednesday’s sessions were especially beneficial to organized philately. 
The convention went for a river trip up the Mississippi to the mouth of 
the Illinois. Lunch was served at 12 o’clock and the entire time from 
10 a. m. until 5 p. m. was devoted to visiting and business sessions. Mem¬ 
bers who had attended many conventions stated that they had never seen 
so much business transacted in a single day as was on the river excursion. 
Everything had been arranged by the entertaining club. President Henry 
A. Diamant, a good picture of whom we present on our front cover, is a 
host in himself. The other members of the club were equally alert to see 
that everyone fully enjoyed himself. The convention picture was taken 
on the upper deck. 

At this time Mr. A. B. Slater of Providence, R. I. presented the invita¬ 
tion of the club of that city for the next gathering of the Society. The 
invitation was accepted. 

Wednesday evening at the Planter’s Hotel President Diamant gave 
an illustrated lecture on the Charm of Stamp Collecting. It was open 
to all and a large number of young people, many accompanied by their par¬ 
ents, were present. It was a fine talk and a piece of missionary work we 
wish could be given before many audiences. It would work wonders for 
philately. Mr. Diamant presented his- subject in a highly entertaining way 
which held the attention of all.

He has visited nearly all of the old 
battle fields of the French and Indian War and has thousands of relics 
gathered from these historic places. Last fall he purchased a very large 
private collection of Indian and war relics, minerals and curios which added 
to his already large collections gives him one of the finest in northern New 
York.

1118—Mr. Howard W. Blake of Norfolk, Va., writes: “The statement 
that Scott’s North Borneo types A14 and A17 are identical is incorrect. 
The catalog illustrations show the following differences: 

Type A14: Small lettering; background with Lion dotted; background 
ship—solid; a broken and small sail. 

Type A17: Larger lettering; no background Lion; background ship; 
thin parallel lines and larger sail. 

All this can easily be seen without a glass. 

1112—Mr. George S. Chapman, 67 Victoria St., Montreal, writes: “A 
Montrealer takes sheets of the lc green, exposes them to a chemical for a 
short time, and has blue stamps, full O. G. He has sold hundreds and I have 
used a pair which the P. O. refused to accept as postage at first but did 
finally.” 

1169— Was ever an Index- issued to the Philatelic West? 

Ans.—Not that I know. There are, however, some indexes, as the one 
now running in the American Philatelist, in which at least some of the ar¬ 
ticles in the Phil. WEST may be mentioned. Mr. A. H. Pike of 80 Grant 
St., Buffalo, N. Y. proposes to publish The Philatelic Digest, one number of 
which has been issued and promises very well for the future. If he finds 
the necessary support, he will probably include all American and some for¬ 
eign publications, and that would mean the inclusion of the Phil. WEST. 
Numbering the pages of the Phil. WEST will help much to mak e it more 
useful. Get a sample copy from Mr. Pike. 

1170— Of what country can a complete collection be formed cheapest? 

Ans.—That depends on what you call a complete collection, whether you 

mean used or unused stamps only, or both, or mixed, and whether you care 
for a display or not. Old Poland has one adhesive stamp only and that may 
be purchased, used, for about $3.00. But you might not want to call a single 
stamp a collection. Then there are some colonies, for instance those of 
Portugal, which have but recently issued one or two series of stamps that 
can be had for about $5.00, more or less, each. It might be a good plan. 
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to select one of these, unless “collection” is to include more than one or 
two series. Bulgaria, Chile, Norway and Sweden are countries that do not 
present much difficulty, unless one will want to include minor varieties. 
Denmark may be the country that would give the best satisfaction, as the 
stamps are pretty, make a good display and do not include many high-priced 
stamps. Iceland, Curacao and Suriname might also be mentioned. 

1171— How many U. S. Postal Cards have been issued to date? 

Ans.—Bright’s Catalog for 1912—the latest I have—enumerates 32 varie¬ 
ties. Since then three new varieties were added, 1 cent green* 2 cents rose 
(Grant) and 2 cents rose, Jefferson. That would make 35 in all. There are 
some minor varieties that might either be left out or taken in, such as the 
cards with “grille”, shades of color, and the like. In that way you might 
either reduce the number to 30 or increase it to about 40, or even 45. As 
long as you can get them easily, I would advise you to take and keep as 
many varieties as you can lay your hands on. 

1172— Where can one get a fairly accurate list of U. S. Tax Paids? 

Ans.—Mr. O. T. Hartmann of Denver, Colo., can probably supply or 

direct you,. 

1173— Where can I dispose of 1400 Cigar Bands, mostly different? 

Ans.—This is not a philatelic question, as cigar bands are rather far re¬ 
moved from postage stamps, and I fear you will not find any buyer. Matters 
of this kind might be placed before the readers of The WEST in the EX¬ 
CHANGE COEUMNS. It costs but a few cents. 

1174— Do Poster Stamps belong into a Stamp Collection? 

Ans.—-Yes, if you stretch th e term “stamp collection to its farthest 
limits. But then you will have to include also if someone “stamps his foot”. 

1175— Are. the “Ads” in The WEST all Bona Fide? 

Ans.—As a general rule, yes. That does not deny the exception, when 
the publisher gets fooled once in a while. I do not think that he would fool 
himself by admitting bogus ads, knowingly. 

LETTERS OF AN OLD TIME STAMP COLLECTOR TO HIS SON 
By the Old Man Himself 

My Dear Boy: 

I note with pleasure your expressed determination to start a stamp col¬ 
lection. There are some, I believe, who profess to think that all stamp col¬ 
lectors are semi-idiotic; but I’ll tell the whol e neighborhood that they are 
not one half so foolish as the ones who devote their spare time collecting 
hang-over grouches, regrets in the morning, reserve seat coupons for bur¬ 
lesque shows and other things too numerous to mention and some of them 
hardly fit for publication, which I hav e often seen young fellows collecting. 

From even the most common or garden variety of stamp collection you 
may, if you will, glean a large variety of information, things you might pos¬ 
sibly otherwise become wise to, but probably never would. \ou may learn 
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much of history, geography, governments and monetary systems of foreign 
countries, and even something of the biographies of the leading men of the 
world if you dive deep enough into the mysteries of philately. 

Better than all these, if proper interest is taken in the hobby, you ac¬ 
quire habits of painstaking study, understanding comparison and intelligent 
observation,—traits which make for success in any and every walk of life. 
You will also discover many to you hitherto unknown things in printing 
methods, in inks, colors and shades, in paper varieties and water marks, a 
hundred things you would likely never learn outside the stamp collecting 
cult. 

Years ago Izaak Walton said: ‘‘All fishing is not the catching of fish.” 
Likewise, all of stamp collecting is not the acquirement of stamps. Better a 
measly thousand stamps properly arranged and correctly understood than 
the twenty thousand varieties of the avaricious stamp grabber who buys 
them, hinges them, and views them again only when occasion arises to 
gloat and crow over financially a less fortunate but probably more knowing 
stamp collector. Be a philatelist, not a stamp miser. This means no dis¬ 
paragement to many of our wealthy'collectors, for to such as these w e are 
indebted for much of th e philatelic knowledge of our times. 

The nub of this intended bit of wisdom is: Don’t grab off the easy pick¬ 
ings, looking solely for quantity, but be a go-getter, and bring home some 
of th e less common varieties. If a stamp eludes you and is particularly hard 
to get, all the more satisfactory and meritorious is its attainment. Not many 
really good stamps are easy to get, granted even that you have the where¬ 
withal to pay; that’s what makes them desirable. Rarity is the truly great 
and really worth-while stamp virtue. 

One more thing to remember is that rarity is not by any means abso¬ 
lutely reflected in the price quotations of the catalogue. If you think it is, 
brush up on condition and try to collect a perfectly centered, lightly canceled 
collection of Nineteenth Century Great Britain or an even decently, well cen¬ 
tered set of 1869 United States or a perfect 24-cent aeroplane stamp < to get 
down to modern times.- Th e more uncommon a stamp is, condition consid¬ 
ered, the higher price it is worth, catalogue quotations to the contrary not¬ 
withstanding. 

In starting to collect stamps, secure a good album, buy a catalogue, 
subscribe to the WEST and two or three other good stamp magazines. 
Then you are “all set” and ready for the stamps. But do not forget to make 
an application for membership in the American Philatelic Society and other 
good stamp associations that-may appeal to you. 

Some of these things may seem to you as unnecessary expenses, but they 
are of the things which mark the dividing line between the stamp grabber 
and the philatelist. 

Wishing you success in your collecting venture and promising you further 
advice from time to time, I remain, YOUR FATHER.

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DENVER NOTES.—By Maitland Milliken 

The Postal Card Society of America through the energetic efforts of - 
President Percy McGraw Mann and Secretary S- M. Edwards have issued 
Volume 6, No. 1, of the Bulletin as official organ of the society, the first 
number appeared last March and the other in June. This is the first publi¬ 
cation of the Bulletin after a lapse of 20 yeahs. It is a four page sheet de¬ 
voting entirely to government issued postal and letter cards with chronicles 
of new and unlisted issues, articles and advertisements. It will appear every 
three or four months regularly. Collectors interested in cards should write J 
Secretary Edwards at Argusville, North Dakota, for a specimen copy. 

The advertising postmarks, both the Denver and Colorado Springs | 
postoffices are using both concurrently the following postmarks: “Be care¬ 
ful with fire in the mountains” and “Vacation outdoors in Colorado National ! 
borests.” Boise, Idaho appears with “Homecoming celebration, Boise, July 
3-4-5, 1919. 1 he Laramie, Wyoming postoffice in March 1919, began using 
purple ink on their postmarks and has been doing so since. It is a relief 5 
to collectors to have postmarks in other colors than the monotonous black. 

The Lamar, Colo., postoffice began using: “The Young Men’s Business 
Clubs of America, Lamar, Colo., August 29-30, 1917.” This w-as in con¬ 
tinuous use until about Aug. 18, the convention being called off on account 
of the war then pending. 


Marshall Pass, Colo., has been made a postoffice and thereby takes 
over the distinction of being the highest postoffice in the United States. 
Altman, in the Cripple Creek district, which long held the honor, has not 
only been discontinued as a postoffic e but even, had it held against the 
ravages of time, the new one at Marshall Pa6s would have wrested from 
it the distinction. 

Marshall Pass has an altitude of 10,856 feet and what town is there 
that has been in existence thirty years or more, so the designation as a post- 
office comes to it late in life. Corona, on the Moffat Road is higher up 
in the air .than is Marshall Pass but it has never asked for an office. Corona 
is on top of the continental divide, the altitude being 11,666 feet, and is the 
highest point having a telegraph office in the United States. 


The United States Secret Service in Denver.recently seized about 3,000 
imitation coins of three different denominations, they being enlarged re¬ 
plicas of Indian and Lincoln pennies. The seizure was mad e because of 
violation of government regulations concerning coins. 


E. A. Steiner of Breckenridge, Colo., a collector of United States 
stamps died in April, 1919, due to causes arising from two paralytic strokes. 

He was a miner by profession. 
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Denver is beginning to be quite a Mecca for stamp collectors this 
summer as attested by the following visitors: Mr. Dodd, a well known 
dealer of Da Grange, Ill.; Mr. J. L. Regensburger, a progressive merchant 
of New Mexico; Mr. Trask of Salt Lake City, Utah; Mr. Frank P. Brown 
of East Orange, N. J.; Mr. Allan C. Swarts of Richmand Beach, Wash.; 
Mr. Robert M. Truex of San Antonio, Tex.; E. G. Young of Schenectady, 
N. \., and Gustaf C. Ek of Nebraska. This list will doubtless be increased 
by visitors going to the A. P. A. and S. P. A. conventions in August, stop¬ 
ping off in Denver while enroute. Your correspondent will be glad to 
see any and all visitors having the opportunity at 404 Foster Bldg., 16th 
and Champa Sts., right in the heart of the business center. Can reach me

Now that the peace treaty has been actually signed mails from enemy 
countries will be coming in very freely by the time this line is read by 
the reader. In fact your correspondent is just in receipt of a copy of 
Briefmarkenzeitung Der Universal Anzeiger published June 1, 1919, in 

Vienna, German, Austria. In fact mails from many new European coun¬ 
tries have been coming in since the armistice on Nov. 11. This releasing 
of the allied blockade will mean a flood of war stamps and new issues to 
the United States and other countries, which doubtless command high 
prices at beginning but will be cheaper very soon after. 


Numerous inquiries have* been received as to souvenir medals, post¬ 
cards and pictures of “Buffalo Bill” (W. F. Cody). In answer will say that 
none of these articles have ever been issued to the public so far and might 
be later. His resting place is on an eminence on Lookout Mountains 
overlooking the east the city of Denver and the great plains as far away as 
Kansas. There is however, a fine large oil painting of Buafflo Bill which 
I understand may be obtained for a sum said to be $500. 

There was exhibited recently a collection of 400 different tobacco tags 
dating as far back as 1800 and said to be the largest in the United States. 
It is mounted on a frame. 


Start collecting Airplanes now. It’s not too late. There is a pre-regular 
branch that you can take up later if you fill up all the regular issues.

The Canadian government gave up its monopoly for one day and gave 
the Aero Club the privilege of selling a stamp at 25c for which a letter could 
be mailed by airplane. The proceeds were turned over by the Aero Club to 
The Fund for Injured Canadian Prisoners of War.

While for those interested in forgeries, and fakes, the large col¬ 
lection which is shown in the club room is of spcial value. 

T aking a trip throug the club premises, you find nice cozy rooms, set 
apart for writing, and reading, while there is also a nice room where one can 
be served with »a cup of tea, or what he fancies, at very reasonable prices. 
One great thing which will appeal to most philatelists is the smoke room, 
here one can lie back in the easy chair after a hard day’s work, and chat 
away with a friend, on the latest find he has got. Mr. H. Vallancey is un¬ 
tiring in his efforts to make th e place a success, and he intends to 'arrange 
Auction Sales at time to time. While sheets'of stamps are always for sale 
and can be seen in the club room and I may say there are some items on 
these sheets that make your teeth water. Well, I am sure all philatelists 
with the interest of our hobby at heart will wish the London Stamp Club 

every success. - 

H. R. H. the Prince of Wales, has become Hon/President of th e Royal 
Philatelic Society London. Our hobby is well named the Royal Hobby as 
both H. M. King George V, H. R. H. Prince of Wales are both keen 

philatelists. * -- 

The Aerial Mail Service between Folkstone and Cologne, has proved a 
great success. There are four aeroplanes used and from March to May, three 
months, the total number of mail bags carried to the army on the Rhine, 
was 2,276, while 886 mail bags, the total of the Mail to Blighty. Mail leav¬ 
ing Cologne on the morning is delivered in England, on the following day. 

While writing about aerial mail service, I hear that France has issued 
three stamps for use in connection with this service. The values are 45 cent, 
black; 1 Franc blue, and 1 Franc 25 Cent. red. The design used, show a 
portrtait of Capt Guyneme in the centre, with view of 'the Aerodrome at 
Issy-Le-Molineauxe on the left, while on the right an aeroplane is to be 
seen flying over the River Seine. 

News has also reached m e that the 50-cent current postage stamp of 
Switzerland has been overprinted with a winged propeller in red, for use 
in the aerial mail service between Zurich and Lausanire. The mail carried 
by Capt. Alcock, and Lieut. Brown, on their successful flight across the 
Atlantic, was franked by a Newfoundland stamp, 15-cent Cabot issue, sur¬ 
charged Trans-Atlantic Air Post, 1919, $1 (dollar). No mail will be car¬ 
ried by aerial service in Great Britain for some time yet, I am informed. 
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With the great boom on War Stamps at th e present, philatelists are 
looking forward to the catalog, published by Mr. Field, and Stanley Gibbon, 
with great interest, so as at the least they might get an idea of the value of 
these interesting issues. The first trans-Atlantic, air stamp, namely the 3 
cent Caribou Stamp of Newfoundland, with the overprint: “First trans-At¬ 
lantic Air Post, April 1919,” is bound to be rare as only 200 copies of this 
stamp exist with the above overprint. 

A place of interest for philatelists to pay a visit, is th e Philatelic Insti¬ 
tute and Gallery in the Strand. Here can be seen all the stamps of New 
Europe, also such rare war issues as Baghdad, Salonika, and Bushire, while 
all the recent new issues are also on show including the stamps of the Aerial 
Mail Service. - 

It was with deep regret that I heard of the death of Chas. E. Jenney* 
that well-known philatelic writer. Just recently I was reading some stray 
notes by him in Philatelic Gossip. Philatelists will miss him, as his stray 
notes on philatelic matter were greatly read in philatelic circles. We ex¬ 
tend our deepest sympathy to Mrs. Jenney on her great loss. 

Germany used stamps, surcharged with something to this effect. Give 
Your Money to the Fatherland etc, this was about the time of the launch¬ 
ing of her last War Loan just before the armistice, in 1918. 

A new Belgian stamp is to be issued shortly, it shows King Albert wear¬ 
ing a French helmet, with the dates 1914-1918, on either side of the head. 
New issues are also expected, very shortly from Poland, and Japan. 


Latest news from the Malay States, is that Kedah has run out of Post¬ 
age Stamps, and that the stamps of the Strait Settlement are being used 
there. A new issue is being printed in England, and will, I am informed, 
be sent out very shortly. 


When one looks over all the advert, in the Philatelic Journal, you be¬ 
gin to wonder if all the dealers, etc find buyers for their goods. But it is a 
healthy sign to see so many advert, as it show's philately is still on the 
climb. --

WITH FIRE IN THE MOUNTAINS. This is in four lines. 

Several offices in California have similar cancellations. From Sacra¬ 
mento and Fresno I have seen in five lines: TAKE YOUR VACATION 
IN THE NATIONAL FORESTS. 

And from Los Angeles and other offices: HELP PREVENT FOREST 
FIRES. This is in four lines. 

Seattle Terminal Station is a present using this cancellation, in two 
lines between wave lines: RAINIER NATIONAL PARK OPENS JUNE 
15th. 

Tacoma is usitig a cancellation, reading the same as the one from Seat¬ 
tle, but this is in four lines, in the same styles as last year. 

Canada is a present using some new cancellations. I have noticed the 
following: 

Winnipeg and many other offices: BUY WAR SAVINGS STAMPS 
AND HELP RECONSTRUCTION. This is in three lines. 

Saskatoon in four lines: SASKATOON INDUSTRIAL EXHIBITION 
JULY 14-19, 1919. 

Vancouver, in three lines; VANCOUVER FAIR SEPT. 8-13, 1919. 

Calgary, in three lines: VICTORY STAMPEDE, CALGARY AUG. 
25-30, 1919. 


NEVADA’S FISCAL ISSUES—By E. R. Vanderhoof, 2245 W. 

34th Ave., Denver, Colorado 

In 1865 the Stamp Man wheeled his little cart up the main street of 
Nevada, turned on the juice, and announced to the world that he had a new 
issue of State revenues on the market. For the sake of brevity we may 
assume that the issue of the Nevada revenues occurred in that fashion, for 
we are dealing not with causes, rates of taxation and space filling data, but 
just with the stamps emanating from the state under discussion. 

In all, there were issued ten values, ranging in denomination from 2 
cents to $20.00. Designs are somewhat similar throughout the series, the 
chief ornamentation being a bold figure or letter of value in the center panel, 
with the word “Nevada” at top and “State Revenue” at bottom, with value 
in word ribbons at sides. The 2 cent value has the numeral backed with a 
star of five points. There is also to be noted a variety of this value with a 
double instead of a single star. The $1.00 denomination alone lacks the cen¬ 
tral numeral, it being superseded by the word ONE backed with an ornate 
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dollar sign. The higher values bear Roman in lieu of Arabic notation, while 
each value of the series bears the face value of the stamp in small digits ot 
letters on each of four corners. 

The paper varieties are few. There is found a stiff, thick paper in the 
earlier issues for the values of 5 and SO cents. The other issues, embracing 
all values, are found on a white wove paper of a texture running from medium 
to thin and touching pelure in occasional spots. 

The most noteworthy item of interest in the series is the great multi¬ 
plicity of shades. They seem to be nearly endless. In the check list follow¬ 
ing we have mentioned only distinct colors, in an endeavor to make the list 
handy and simple. 

The later issues were rouletted, and the first issues imperf. Two distinct 
gauges of separation are found, as well as compounds. By stating “Two” 
we mean to imply that the large gauge was commonly 10. The'small roulette 
ran from 14 to 18. Compounds are found with several gauges of small rou¬ 
lette, but always with the standard gauge 10. 

For convenience we group the varieties of paper and separation into 
five divisions, giving key letter for convenience. 

A. Imperf. Thick paper. 

B. Imperf. Thin, medium or pelure paper. 

C. Rouletted 14 to 18. 

D. Roulette’d 10. 

E. Rouletted compound.

This table will constitute a brief and well condensed check list suitable 
for all ordinary purposes. To the best of our knowledge there are to be 
made but very few additions with the single exception of- shades and colors 
which matter we do not delve into. Mention plight well be made however 
regarding a straw colored paper upon which is printed some of the higher 
dollar values. 

All sheets we have seen are of 100 subjects, arranged 10 x 10. A hor¬ 
izontal narrow panel divides the sheet into two equal panes of 50 subjects 
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each. There is no philatelic watermark. There is, however a watermark 
to be found on the stamps, being the private watermark of the manufacturers 
of the paper. 

To complete the fiscal issues of this state it is within province to men¬ 
tion that the two cent type exists printed on bank checks and properly class¬ 
ified under the heading “Stamped Paper.” I have seen the value printed on 
Sterling’s Design B. and on design D. The first is the Eagle at Bay type 
and the latter the largest of all designs including Washington in the center 
of a large circle, surrounded by much engine work and two ornamented hor¬ 
izontal panels. I have heard of the imprint on other designs but have never 
seen them. The imprints on bank checks run more to brown and carmine 
than they do to the orange shade of the adhesive, and are relatively hard to 
meet with. The imprint is in reality a surcharge upon the design of the 
United States Stamped Paper varieties so far as the same has been intro¬ 
duced to our observation. 

Owing to the comparative few who collect the interesting issues of this 
state the varieties are often hard to locate, but none of them of great rarity. 
There is a great charm in wandering in the unfrequented by-ways in search 
of just such stamps as these. To the writer, the charm is much greater than 
that found by adhering religiously to the columnar tabulations of the printed 
catalogue. 

It is hoped that this brief article on the revenue stamps of Nevada will 
interest more than one collector, and in the hopes that its perusal or scrutiny 
will help the cause of Philately in general we submit it to the critical public. 
We are not thin skinned, and will receive with thanks from well posted 
brethren any items in correction or change. 


McKIE’S FOREIGN STAMP NOTES 

A good thing for readers of the West to expend a little spare cash on 
are the issues of Lettland stamps, printed on German military maps. These 
interesting items will advance shortly in prices, as they are being quickly 
snapped up on this side of the pond. 

A very much overpriced set of stamps are those of Venezia Giulia on 
Austrian stamps. Just now these issues are coming over from Italy in 
large parcels. 

All Ukraine issues are worth buying at the present cheap prices, pre¬ 
vailing in the stamp market, just now. 

Also the high values of Fiume are worth picking up as they are very 
scarce on the market just at present. 

Another set which I think are overpriced ar e the Wasa series of Fin¬ 
land. The best two stamps in this series are the 30 penni and the 5 marks 
values. There ar e large stocks of remainders in all the other values and 
these will likely come on the market in the near future. 

All British Colonials are having a steady sale, also most war issues. 
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EMERSON DRUG COMPANY CANCELLATIONS—By E. R. Vander- 

hoof, Denver, Colo. 

Nearly ten years ago, when our proclivities for research were at their 
highest ebb, we recall many hours spent in study of the cancellations on the 
Emerson Drug Co., 1898 private die stamps. We gave to the press at that 
time a short article explaining the meaning of the series of numeral and letter 
combinations appearing in thes e surcharges. 

Recently we unearthed our little collection of these surcharges and have 
added to them from time to time, and now propose to give to the element in 
interest a list of varieties we have seen or possess, making the construction of 
the table such as to render easy any additions or corrections. 

Now the surcharge is three-parted, consisting of a numeral, a letter and 
a numeral. The various combinations were used to indicate in cipher the date 
of the manufacture of the goods of this concern. Previous to the forced use 
of stamps, caused by the Spanish-American war, this marking was placed on 
the package, but in the event of the stamps the surcharge served the dual 
purpose of cancellation and of continuing the date marking so long in vogue. 

The starting numerals run from 1 to 6, this allowing a numeral for each 
day of the week exclusive of Sunday. 1 for Monday, 2 for Tuesday, 6 for 
Saturday, etc., thus reducing Septary chronology to a Sextary basis. 

The middle character is a letter of the alphabet, running from A to Z and 
covering 26 characters in all. Each character represents a week of a half 
year, the double repetition of the alphabet covering 52 weeks or 1 year. A 
for the first week of January and July, B for the second week, etc. 

The final character is either 8 or 1. The 8 represents the last half of 1900 
while 1 stands for the first half of 1901. The digits 1 to 8 were used in rota¬ 
tion, their rotation representing a duration of 4 years. We find no 6 or 7 in the 
final character, for at the time which these characters represent the private 
die was not in use. The Emeson Drug Co., using the regular 1898 proprie¬ 
tary issues. The repeal of the law precluded the use of 2, 3 and following 
digits, thus reducing the use of the private die of this concern, with the cipher 
overprints to the last half of 1900 and the first half of 1901. 

Thus the first character, a numeral, indicates the day of the week. The 
second character, a letter of the alphabet, indicates one of the 26 weeks in a 
half year. The third character, a numeral, indicates a certain half year, as 
explained above. 

3.C.I. is Wednesday of the 3rd week of 190L 6.T.8. is Saturday of the 
20th week of the last half of 1900. Reference to a calendar of 1900-1901 will 
easily reduce these characters to the conventional system in common use. 

On account of this somewhat unique method of date-marking, a collec¬ 
tion of cancellations forms an interesting adjunct to any M. & M. collection. 

We add an open check list of varieties in our possession or which we 
have seen.

Workmen while excavating for a cistern in the west end of Rockford, 
Illinois, unearthed some very fine fossil fish.

The impression was five inches 
broad and eighteen inches long. 


About seventy years ago, in the fastnesses of the Oklahoma hills, Old 
Black Wolf, a Creek Indian, lay dying.

Charlie Chaplin of Old Greece Found 

London, August .—Statuettes bearing a remarkable resemblance to 
Charlie Chaplin have been found in a Greek tomb, says an Athens dispatch. 
They are said to be representative types of comedians in the fourth century 
B. C. The figures wear short trousers and are evidently caricaturing the 
stately Greek walk.—Sent by Claude E. Beals. 


Although the Russian government used to print more than 3,000,000,000 
rubles of paper money every month, it is unable now to get the raw ma¬ 
terials to print more than 1,250,000,000 rubles. Even that much smaller 
amount is largely in the form of “kerenki,” roughly printed notes for twenty 
and forty rubles, which are very easily counterfeited; for when the Bol¬ 
shevists seized the State Bank and tried to continue the bank notes of the 
old regime, they were unable to master the difficult processes, and on the 
few notes of the old style that they did manage to print the numbers were 
identical, not consecutive. 


The center of the Spanish-American dollars was often, cut out and coun- 
termarked to pass for the multiple of three bits in British Guiana. The re- 
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mainder of the piece was made current for three guilders, and both were 
stamped E. & D., for Essequibo and Demerara. This primitive and incon¬ 
venient system was not suspended till 1809, when the British Government 
introduced a very handsome series of silver and copper money for this de¬ 
pendency. 


U. S. Mint Miscue In 1844 Turns Up 

Recently I. Eeland Steinman, secretary of the Pacific oast Numismatic 
Society, whose office is in the Russ building, San Francisco, discovered a 
Upited States $5 gold piece dated 1844, which was minted in Georgia. 

This coin is unique because of the fact that the eagle on the reverse side 
has been stamped upside down. A mistake of this kind on a gold coin issued 
by the United States Government has never been discovered before, as the 
United States mints are unusually careful in the stamping of the gold coins. 
Rarely is a gold coin off center or miss-struck, and as for an error in the 
placing of the dies, this $5 piece is the first example that has come to light 
since the first mintage of United States gold .in 1795.—Sent by I. Leland 
Steinman. 


A RARE CALIFORNIA FIND 

Lake County, California, as the name indicates, is noted for its many 
fine lakes. The government recently gave permission to drain one of them— 
Clear lake—for irrigation purposes. In so doing there were found in the bed 
of the lake 3,000 prehistoric Indian sling-shots, which, according to the testi¬ 
mony of a very old Indian living in that section, were used by the Indians 
of a very remote period for killing ducks and mud hens that have always 
been numerous on the lake. These slung shots are evidently made of baked 
clay and are about the size of an ordinary black walnut. The entire lot of 
these unusual specimens was secured by F. M. Gilham, the. well known col¬ 
lector of Highland Springs, Calif. 


Mrs. Frederick Dent Grant devotes much of her leisure to amassing a 
treasure of war relics and patriotic souvenirs regarded by connoisseurs as 
one of the finest in the union. Veterans who fought under her famous father- 
in-law have sent her bullets, cartridge shells of the old paper kind, bayonets, 
muskets, antiquated Springfields, knapsacks, haversacks and many other re¬ 
minders of the fields won by the great commander. 

Friends of her husband have contributed more modern knapsacks from 
Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines. Naval officers have forwarded from 
the Far East trophies Uncle Sam’s sailors and marines gleaned in the streets 
of Pekin—not loot, of course, but small objects of no intrinsic value, yet of 
great interest. Mrs. Grant even has relics from Tripoli, the war of 1812 and 
that Mexican affair. 





TELLS OF NEW PANAMA SURCHARGE 


Cm K. Harris of Balboa, Canal Zone, Gives Interesting* Account of Restricted 

Sale of New Commemorative Stamp. 

Just as we are completing- printing this issue of The West we received 
the following interesting letter from C. K. Harris of Balboa, Canal Zone rela¬ 
tive to the new forty-day Panama surcharge. 

I am sending you herewith a new issue of Panama. This stamp being 
the 2V 2 c of the Panama Exposition Series of 1915 and bearing the additional 
surcharge date “1519” in one corner and ‘‘1919” in the other upper corner while 
at the bottom it has the figures “2‘* in each corner separated by the word 
“Centesimos.” 

This stamp is to be placed on sale for a period of forty days commencing 
August 15, 1919 and is supposed to commemorate the founding of the old city 
of Panama in 1519 which was later destroyed in the seventeenth century by 
Morgan and his band of followers who robbed the town and destroyed it, leaving 
nothing but the ruins and portions of the buildings standing. This city has 
never been rebuilt. The present city of Panama is about seven miles distance 
from the ruins and the only means of communication is a hard road and trails 
through the jungle. There are no trolleys or train service and only a few natives 
live in the vicinity of the ruins. A picture of the ruins is shown in the stamp. 

To commemorate the founding of the old town the officials of the new- 
city declared Aug. 15, 1919 to be a holiday and the banks and principal business 
houses closed for the day. The Panamanian officials and some United States 
officials w’ent out in the morning to the ruins wdiere some speeches were made 
and a temporary post office for one day was opened up where these stamps w r ere 
put on sale with the proviso that not more than 500 stamps be sold to any one 
person. Mr. DeCastro, one of the prime instigators (also a stamp collector) in 
getting the stamps surcharged and the special cancellation stated to me that he 
secured 500 of these stamps, also his father, brother, sister and uncle each 
secured 500 besides he had several friends and business men who each secured 
500 so you can judge w'liere the majority of these stamps are. He also informed 
me that one sheet w*as found inverted and that is being held. He would not 
sell any of his stamps but stated he was holding them for high prices but w'ould 
not set a price on any quantity whatever. 

Yesterday (Aug. 16th about 1 p. in.) I went to the Panama main post office 
and endeavored to secure 100 stamps of this issue but was informed that they 
would only sell one to a customer. I bought one and Mr. He Castro came in and 
he bought a block of four so I immediately made a ,4 kick“ and secured a block of 
four also, and then I stood around the stamp window and saw them refuse to 
sell the stamps to people who brought envelopes and post cards expecting to get 
the new 7 issue for them but they would cnly sell them one stamp of that kind, 
giving them the balance in the other series or present issue. 

I also went to the branch post office in Panama City to get some of the 
new* stamps but was informed they had some the first day which they sold to 
one man (but would not state his name or the quantity he secured) and they 
had no more for sale. 

From my personal observations of this affair it seems to me to be a 
financial proposition in which a few are participating and who are endeavoring 
to secure the greater number of the stamps, and while the stamps are being used 
legitimately through the mails, yet they cannot be secured from the post offices 
in any quantity, besides they were used first through a post office established 
for one day only. Also the sheet of inverts seems to add theory to the financial 
deal, and for the present I think the stamps will be scarce until someone of 
the “Clique” decides to dispose of his holdings at which time the price should 
drop considerably. Hurriedly, C. K. HARRIS.

A press dispatch from Denmark states that that country is planning to 
issue a new 2 Kroner piece in suitable designs commemorating the reunion 
of Slesvig with Denmark. 

This coin will be the fifth in th e series of commemorative 2 Kroners is¬ 
sued b} r Denmark. The first one was issued in 1888 commemorating the 25th 
year of reign of the King, Christian IX. Four years later the second on e was 
struck commemorating the old royal couple’s golden wedding. The remain¬ 
ing two were issued at the ascension to the throne of the next succeeding 
kings, Frederick VIII., and the present ruler, Christian X. 

It is evident that the war money—th e iron 1, 2 and 5 Ore pieces and the 
1 Krone currency—issued by Denmark soon will be a thing of the past. In 
a statement by th e director of the National Bank, Winther, it appears that the 
last iron coins—a comparatively small lot—has just been struck and placed 
in circulation. No more coins will be struck in iron as there is a sufficient 
supply of copper and silver at hand in the mint for subsidiary coins. The 1 
Krone currency will be retired as soon as the mint can strike off silver coins 
to replace it in circulation. Iron coins to the face value of 12 million Kroner 
have been issued. 

On January 1, 1919, there was in the United States treasury $885,000,000 
in gold and $265,000,000 in silver. The total amount of gold in the U. S. on 
the same date was $3,080,000,000 in coin and bars. 

The Russian bolshevist postage currency consists of 6 denominations. 
It seems that the cuts for the Russian set of commemorative stamps have 
simply been used. Without any apparent reason the 1 and 2 Kopek denomi¬ 
nations have been surcharged with large figures 1 and 2 in black. The de¬ 
nominations are as follows: 

1 Kopek, light brown, portrait of Peter the Great. 

2 Kopek, green, portrait of Alexander II. 

3 Kopek, red, portrait of Alexander III. 
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10 Kopek, blue, portrait of Nicolas II. 

IS Kopek, brown, portrait of Nicolas I. 

20 Kopek, greenish gray, portrait of Alexander I. 

On the back is printed the following: “A curculating medium on equal 
terms of value with copper coin.” 

Six very scarce and valuable medals have quietly been brought to Copen¬ 
hagen and placed in a safety box in one of the banks there. The medals were 
struck in commemoration of certain historical events in Russia, such as the 
ascension to the throne of Czars Nicolas II and Alexander III, and the 
death of czars Nicolas I. and Alexander II., etc. Only 15—2o pieces were 
struck of each medal, and were presented to archdukes, who bore the title 
“imperial highness.” The medals wer e designed by some of the best artists 
in Russia; they are struck in pure gold. The size of the medals is between 
5 and 10 centimeter, and the weight of the six medals is a trifle over 2 pounds. 

A Russian archduke, who escaped the revolution, has sent a friend to 
Copenhagen for the purpose of disposing of the medals. A price of 70,000 
Kroner is asked for the six medals. 


THE “RICHMOND DOLLAR” 

In the February, 1918, issue of “The Philatelic West” we published an 
article on “Confederate Coinage,” and in this connection extracts from other 
numismatic journals were cited concerning the “Richmond Dollar”^ a coin, 
which American collectors up till the present time have been blissfully ig¬ 
norant about. From the September 1918, issue of “The Numismatist” we 
quote the following about this mythical coin: 

“The August, 1915, issue of “The Numismatist” contained an article, 
"Money coined on th e Battlefields,” credited to Pearson’s Weekly. In¬ 
cluded in the issues of money coined under those circumstances was the 
“Richmond Dollar” said to have been struck in the Virginia Capitol during 
its long siebe by General Grant during the Civil War. Until the publication 
of this article collectors generally had been ignorant of the existence of such 
a coin. The past month brought us a clipping from one of our readers, 
credited to Answers, of London, which apparently was rewritten from the 
former article referred to. The paragraph in Answers relating to the “Rich¬ 
mond Dollars” is as follows: 

“During the American Civil War of 1861 a tremendous amount of battle¬ 
field money was turned out, both metal coin and notes. There are thou¬ 
sands of the latter still in existence, but as a means of exchange and barter 
they are of no value, except when regarded as curios. On the other hand, 
collectors of foreign and ancient coins set great store by the metal money 
which was made on the battlefield at that time. Perhaps the handsomest of 
all coins are those called the “Richmond Dollars.” They were made dur¬ 
ing that long siege in which General Grant used his strong forces to such 
purpose. A couple of Britishers who were forced to escape from London 
about the time of this war, owing to their skill being utilized in their native 
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town in a manner which brought them within the reach of the law, had en¬ 
listed with the confederates, and it was they who cut dies for this very hand¬ 
some Richmond dollar.” 

Collectors are well aware that frequently new varieties of coins come 
to light after many years, but it is seldom that the entire issue of a coinage 
can be successfully concealed from the great body of American collectors 
for any great Jength of time. These magazine writers convey the impression 
that the “Richmond Dollars” are well known to collectors and that speci¬ 
mens of it are to be found in many of their cabinets. 

After reading the above, with the knowledge collectors have of the mo¬ 
ney issued during the Civil War, they will be forced to conclude one of the 
four following things, probably the last: 

First—That the “Richmond Dollar” is a reality, and that a specimen 
had been seen by the writer. 

Second—That he had heard of the confederate half dollar, and in his 
mind has transferred the mint from New Orleans to Richmond. 

Third—That he has mistaken some medal issued at the time, or for the 
occasion, for the “Richmond Dollar.” 

Fourth—That he never saw or otherwise heard of the “Richmond Dol¬ 
lar”, and drew entirely upon his imagination for the story.” 


MINT IS TURNED LOOSE ON CENTS 

The San Francisco Mint is to turn out 100,000,000 pennies monthly to 
help pay the war tax. Uncle Sam has placed his money factories on a 24- 
hour basis to make money enough for people to pay the war tax. All the 
resources are to be used in turning out copper cents at the rate of 100,000,000 
a month to meet the demand of the post-war revenue placed on small como- 
dities. 

Ray Baker, director of the mint, has issued this order.During a trip to 
the San Francisco mint lately he went over the annual settlement of the 
finances of the mint there, investigated the silver production and made a 
tour to new mining regions ,in southern Nevada. 

The demand for pennies is in excess of 150,000,000 a month and with the 
new production, San francisco for the first time, will be shipping pennies 
to fill the coin demand in Chicago and the Middle West. 

Heretofore the Philadelphia mint has coined all the copper. Since the 
introduction of coppers the mints have coined 3,300,000,000 most of which 
has passed into the small boys’ banks. 

Instructions were given by Baker to the mints and assay offices to pur¬ 
chase silver findings at the market value, less the fractional surplus. This 
is to stimulate production. 

Silver will not descend to a dollar an ounce for at least five years in 
Baker’s opinion. The Pittman Silver bill, which provides for federal pur- 
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chase of silver at that price, he says, has been instrumental in holding the 
figure at a point that makes Western mining profitable. 

War supplies of silver sent to allied countries also held the price up. 

Last year the San Francisco mint shipped $90,000,000 in bullion to India 
as a part of the British war loan. .A record in handling the shipments was 
established by T. W. H. Shanahan, the superintendent. 

With the present commercial demand for gold, Baker says there is no 
liklihood of the resumption of gold coinage for at least three years. No 
gold has been coined since the outbreak of the European war. 

WHERE DO PENNIES GO? 

But who can tell what becomes of all the pennies? queries the Philadel¬ 
phia Ledger. 

Every year about 80,000,000 pennies are manufactured and put into cir¬ 
culation and, though many come back to the treasury for redemption, yet 
the majority of them are never seen again. 

They are not particularly smooth or slippery, and their slight 'value 
should gain them more care than an ordinary pin, but in spite of this they 
disappear and are lost. This in part can be explained by the fact that they 
change hands oftener than other coins, and hence are subject to more acci¬ 
dents, and, being of small value, they are carelessly treated. 

The first American cent was coined and circulated in 1793 and was very 
similar in appearance to the cent of later dates. 

The rarest cent is that of the series of 1799. It is. said that the scarcity 
of this issue is due to the fact that a firm in Salem, Mass., which was then 
engaged in the slave trade, procured a large quantity of them from the mint, 
and, after drilling a hole in each one, shipped them to Africa, where they 
were given as ornaments to the chiefs in exchange for slaves. 

The cent is a barometer of business, and it is an interesting fact that 
during periods of commercial depression pennies accumulate in the sub¬ 
treasuries. Even a big storm or a spell of very cold weather will make a 
noticeable difference in the demand for them, as the penny spending public 
is detained at home. It is a sign of prosperous times when pennies are in 
free circulation. 

In 1902 a remarkable hoax was perpetrated in connection with pennies. 
A rumor was started that in coining the cents of 1902 a large quantity of gold 
accidentally had been spilled into the molten copper and that the govern¬ 
ment was anxious to recall the issue. While this rumor was in circulation 
an enterprising clothing store in Washington advertised that it would pay 
13 cents for 1902 pennies. The result was a mad scramble for the pennies 
and speculators virtually cleaned out some sections of North and South 
Carolina. The prices ranged from 3 to 5 cents apiece, and later it was claimed 
even rose to 12 cents. When the pennies finally were delivered in large 
quantities at the clothing store the exposure was made. The firm declared 
that it merely had offered 18 cents for 1,902 pennies, regardless of their date. 
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The victims of the joke had no redress, but the store had much advertise¬ 
ment. -- 

ROYAL MINT, OTTAWA 

The work of the Royal Mint, Ottawa, which is a branch of the Royal 
Mint, London, has been greatly increased by war conditions. 

Reference should be made to the fact that since the outbreak of the 
war quantities of gold coin and gold bullion to the value of $1,300,000,000 
have been received at Ottawa by the Department of Finance as trustee for 
the Imperial Government and the Bank of England. 

When the large deposits of gold, referred to above, were received by 
the Department of Finance, it was necessary that their value should be 
ascertained and that a certain quantity of gold bullion should be refineu. 
The heavy demand on the gold refinery at the Mint led to the con¬ 
struction (in eight weeks) of a second plant with a monthly output of a 
million ounces of fine gold. Through this extension this refinery has de¬ 
veloped the largest capacity of any gold refinery in the world. 

The special work of the refinery due to the war is shown by the fol¬ 
lowing figures: 

Gold bullion received for refining, 15,992,770.25 ounces, gross. 

Total gold bars produced, 14,048,803,958 ounces fine, value $290,414,547. 

Fine silver recovered, 1,175,500.03 ounces, fine. 

In 1918, also, 4,197,600 shilling blanks have been produced for the Royal 
Mint, London. 

Newfoundland and Jamaica Coinage. —The war having made it impos¬ 
sible to get supplies of coin from England, coinage was carried out by the 
Ottawa Mint in 1917 and 1918 as follows: 1,670,000 silver pieces and 
700,000 bronze pieces for Newfoundland and 642,961 pieces in nickel copper 
for Jamaica. - 

HOW OUR MONEY SYSTEM WAS ORDERED 

A resolution, passed by Congress July 6, 1785, reads as follows. 

Resolved, That the money unit of the United States of America be one 
dollar. 

Resolved, That the smallest coin be of copper, of which 200 shall pass for 
one dollar. 

Resolved, That the several pieces shall increase in a decimal ratio. 

Resolved, That the standard of the United States of America for gold and 
silver, shall be eleven parts fine, and one part alloy. 

That the money unit of the United States, being by the resolve of Con¬ 
gress of the 6th of July, 1785, a dollar, shall contain of fine silver, 375.64 grains. 

That the money of account, to correspond with the division of coins 
agreeably to the above resolve, proceed in a decimal ratio agreeably to the 
forms and manner following, viz.: 

Mills: The lowest money of account, of which one thousand shall be 
equal to the federal dollar, or money unit, 0.001. 
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Cents: The highest copper piece, of which one hundred shall be equalto 
the dollar, .010. 

Dimes: The lowest silver coin, ten of which shall be equal to the 
dollar, 0.100. 

Dollar: The highest silver coin, 1.000. 

Another resolution, passed August 8, 1786, reads. 

That betwixt the dollar and the lowest copper coin, as fixed by the re¬ 
solve of Congress of the 6th of July, 1785, there shall be three silver coins 

and one copper coin. That the silver coins shall be as follows: 

One coin containing 75.128 grains of fine silver, to be called a double 
disme. 

And one coin containing 37.560 grains of fine silver, to be called a disme. 

That the two copper coins shall be as follows: 

One equal to the 100th part of the federal dollar, to be called a cent. 

One equal to the 200th part of the federal dollar, to be called a half-cent. 

That two pounds and a quarter avoirdupois weight of copper, shall con¬ 
stitute one hundred cents. 

That there shall be two gold coins: One containing 246.268 grains of fine 
gold, equal to 10 dollars, and to be stamped with the American eagle, and to 
be called an eagle. 

One containing 123.134 grains of fine gold, equal to 5 dollars, to be 
stamped in like manner, and to be called a half eagle. 

That the mint price of a pound troy weight of uncoined silver, 11 parts 
fine and one part alloy, shall be 9 dollars, 9 dismes and 2 cents. 

That the mint price of a pound troy weight of uncoined gold, 11 parts 
fine and one part alloy, shall be 209 dollars, 7 dismes, and 7 cents. 


The first notes authorized by the Continental Congress was the so-called 
Continental Currency, in denominations from $1 to $8 and of $20 to the 
amount of $2,000,000. The form adopted was simple. It read: “This bill en¬ 
titles the bearer to receive -Spanish milled dollars, or the value thereof 

in gold or silver, according to the resolution of the Congress, held at Phila¬ 
delphia on the 10th day of May, A. D. 1775.” The notes were numbered in 
ink and signed by two persons duly designated by Congress. 


Although metal money as a rule was scarce in our early Colonies, there 
were times when silver and gold was more plenty. As early as 1639, Win- 
throp noted in his “Journal” the arrival of a bark which brought “much 
wealth in money, plate, indico and sugar”. This trade continued until, thir¬ 
teen years later, Massachusetts established its celebrated mint in order to 
recoin its circulating medium into a uniform silver currency. In 1671, Ogilby 
wrote of Maryland, “yet there wants not, besides English and other foraign 
Coyns, some of his Lordship’s own Coyn.” In Virgina, Mr. Bruce finds 
abundant evidence of considerable accumulations of money and plate toward 
the close of the seventeenth century: and Dr. Ripley has reached the conclu- 
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sion that a good deal of metallic money was always in circulation, especially 
in the tidewater districts. In the year 1698, Gabriel Thomas reported that 
silver was plentiful in the vicinity of Philadelphia. Two years later, John 
Fysack wrote concerning Carolina, Pennsylvania, New York, and New Eng¬ 
land: “There is now in the Plantations a great quantity of Spanish money 
plate and bullion and would be more if returns were answerable.’’ In 1740, 
Dr. Dougles stated: Before Paper-Money took place in New England, silver 
abounded in currency, as much and perhaps more, than in many of our 
Colonies.”

Some time ago press dispatches brought the information that the Mexi¬ 
can bandit leader, Zapata, had been killed. The career of Zapata is inter¬ 
esting to numismatists only so far as his coinage goes. He issued some 1 
and 2 peso pieces in silver, all considerable smaller in size than the ordi¬ 
nary Mexican coinage > and all said to contain gold. This is given as the 
reason for the smaller size. 

Can any of our readers give us a detailed account of the Zapata coinage, 
the different issues, die varieties, number of pieces struck, and how and 
where coined? 

Any such information will be received with thanks. 


From time to time it has been stated from Scandinavia that those coun¬ 
tries woj-ild coin nickel. Such a rumor is current again. This time it is 
not on account of a scarcity of other metals, but because people hoard the 
silver. In Denmark the mint is working over time to supply the ever in¬ 
creasing demand for subsidiary coins, but all the coins turned nut seem to 
have no tendency of relieving the stringency. Why people should hoard the 
silver at this time is not easy to understand^ and there is no law in Den¬ 
mark preventing it. 

The Scandinavian National Banks and Governments are again discuss¬ 
ing the question of coining nicket. There must be a mutual agreement to 
that effect, as one country according to the Scandinavian Monetary Union 
can not change its money system or coin other metals without consent of 
the others.

The cross appears—and has appeared—on the coins of many countries. 
It is a symbol which in different forms presents itself on European coins from 
a very remote period, and was obviously intended to constitute part of a 
scheme by which the currency of a country was made the vehicle for keeping- 
before the people general and local objects of worship, the authority of the 
Church, and the intimate bond between the latter and the temporal ruler. The 
chief varieties of cross are: the Greek cross, with the four limbs of equal 
length; the Latin cross, with the lower arm lengthened, the others equal; the 
Maltese cross or cross of Jerusalem, with four equal limbs expanded at end; 
the cross of St. Stephens, as on the piastro of Etruria, 1587; the croix de 
Bourgogne, somewhat similar to the St. Andrew’s cross (its origin is referred 
back to the prehistoric annals of that ancient kingdom, and it is probably the 
prototype of the Brunswick, Scotish, and Russian varieties); St. Andrew’s 
cross, the Greek cross resting on two of the limbs; croix pattee, with the 
terminal expanded like the Maltese cross; croix fourchee, cross with forked 
terminals; cross crosslet, cross with limbs rearward; cross pommee, with 
globular ends; cross raguled or ragged cross, cross foliate from center to end 
of limbs; cross voided, cross with the arms hollowed; cross potent or potence, 
cross with the ends resembling a crutch; cross triplee, cross with the ends in 
the form of a trefoil, etc. A cross moline appears on an English penny of 
Edward I., in one quarter of reverse being the armorial cognisance of Beck, 
Bishop of Durham. This symbol was adopted on some of the money of the 
later Roman emperors from Constantine the Great, whence it found its way 
to Italy, the Low Countries, and the rest of Europe. It appears on the coins 
of Justinian II., where he styles himself Servus Christi. 


When on May 1, the soda-fountain cashiers began to collect from their 
thirsty patrons the new one-cent and two-cent taxes, they started a demand 
for one-cent pieces that has flooded the United States mints and sub¬ 
treasuries with orders for millions of them. To meet those orders the 
Philadelphia and Denver mints have been making one cent pieces almost 
exclusively, and the output has increased to two millions a day. 


Instead of reducing the deposits in savings banks, the sale of thrift 
stamps, war savings stamps and Liberty bonds and the establishment of 
postal savings banks have taught more people to save money and have 
stimulated in other habits of saving that were already formed. Thus they 
have indirectly brought the savings banks more money than ever. 
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MONEY MAKESHIFTS 

When the Germans were being vigorously moved on in East Africa 
they were so hard pressed for money that they paid their native carriers in 
coins made from cartridge cases. Many similar makeshifts were adopted 
in Germany itself. Substitute coins in zinc, tin, iron, etc., were and still 
are, common, and the whole country was flooded with paper money of 
small denomination. There are notes for one pfenning in circulation and 
if accumulated are an impressive looking “wad” of one hundred their 
total value, and face value at that is one mark equal one shilling. Such 
notes were issued and guaranteed by municipalities, which in designing 
them sometimes gave free play to their fancy. One from Wiederlahnstein 
bears representations of a ham and of several turnips, and as originally 
issued, aroused the ire of the Imperial Government. For above the ham 
were the words, lender Eonging Sweet Regrets,’ whil e a circle enclosing 
the turnip contained the frank admission ‘This Is How We Live In 1917.’ 
Considering these inscriptions an excess of candour the Government sup¬ 
pressed the notes; a later issue lack the offending words. In Russia the cur¬ 
rency trouble, which became so acute after the retreat in the Carpathians, 
many shops being sacked because their owners refused to give change, was 
similarly met by printing notes of small value, some of them as low as 
one Kopek, equal ^d. And a curious circumstance connected with them 
is that they soon became so filthy that well-to-do people into whose hands 
they fell reserved them for beggars. For precisely similar reasons much 
war money has been issued in France and Belgium. As far back as Sep¬ 
tember, 1914 many men with thousands of francs in their possession were 
obliged to go thirsty in Brussels because they could not put down the 
exact price (25 centimes) for a glass of beer. Things continued till the 
Government, which previously issued no paper money in lower value than 
twenty francs, put into circulation two franc and one franc notes. In 
France small change was provided in the form of notes, tickets, discs, etc., 
value from twenty centimes (2j^d) to 5 centimes (Hd) and vast numbers 
of these are still in circulation.—London Tit Bits. 


CHICAGO COIN CLUB MEMBERSHIP CARD 

The Chicago Coin Club has issued a membership card for 1919 that can 
best be described by the use of the word “nifty.” It is about 2^x4 inches, 
and the front is suggestive of the back of a well-covered bank note, printed 
in green, the center of which has been removed. In this space is the print¬ 
ing for the membership card, with spaces for the number, name, and signa¬ 
tures of the President and Secretary. This space also shows a bit of 
Chicago’s famous Michigan Boulevard, starting with the Blackstone Hotel 
and showing the Harvester Building, Congress and Auditorium Hotels, 
Transportation and People’s Gas Buildings. Above is the emblem of the 
Club, printed in red. The back of the card has a narrow border printed in 
green, and three vignettes printed in black. The central vignette has “One 
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ill large letters, typifying the Club’s first year. The vignettes at the ends 
show children, representing the arts and sciences, in various attitudes, about 
which are placed a number of coins. The card is enclosed in a close-fittingt 
transparent chord cover. The club proposes to issue a different design for 
a card each year. 

The Club ha? also just issued a booklet containing its by-laws, a list of 
officers and committees, and a list of members and addresses. 


COINS AS AN INVESTMENT 

We were recently asked by a correspondent: “What are the best coins to 
collect, looking upon the money spent on them as an investment?” Not 
being a prophet, or able to see the particular series which will be in special 
favor in ten or twenty years’ time, we hesitate to speak with any assumed 
authority. Doubtless some series that command high prices today will not 
be in as great demand or favor ten years hence. And some coins that are 
comparatively cheap today will then be worth much more. We may be 
reasonably sure of one thing. Th^ study of priced catalogues will prove it. 
The coins issued by our own government, the regular series, have ad¬ 
vanced considerably in value during the last decade, and will most probably 
advance still more during the next. 

The rare dates of U. S. gold, silver, and copper ?ents in choice condi¬ 
tion, the private issues of gold coins in the U. S. will never be less than they 
are at the present time. 

W£e think also that the early hammered gold and silver coins of Great 
Britain and France will increase in value after the war, owing to the greater 
interest taken in the history and coinage of our Allies. But while it is per¬ 
missible to look upon the money spent in coins as an investment, there is 
another side to the question. 

The collector should not consider his collection as a gold mine from 
which he expects to reap fat dividends. “The real collector does not buy 
his coins as he does stocks and bonds, as paying investments. The joy of 
possessing something that no one else has, is the dividend he wants.”—Meh) 
Fortnightly. \ 


AMERICAN COINS 

The first coins made in this country were the New England Shillings and 
Sixpence which were struck at the Massachusetts mint in 1652. These coins 
which were of silver, had on the obverse side in a small incused depression the 
letters N. E. (New England) while the reverse bore the value in Roman let¬ 
ters, XII or VI. These letters were also incused. 

These pieces were soon replaced by the Pine Tree coinage which con¬ 
sisted of four values, namely, Shilling, Sixpence, Threepence and Twopence. 
This coinage was continued for more than thirty years, but the date 1652 was 
never changed. ' ,

INDIANS’ PEACE MEDALS 

Th e first peace medals manufactured in America, for promoting friendly 
relations with the Indians, were struck in 1757 by a Philadelphia associa¬ 
tion, composed chiefly of the Society of Friends. One of the first issued 
had on the obverse side the head of King George II. and on the reverse 
the sun, an Indian sitting at a campfire, and a white man offering him a 
pipe of peace, the Detroit News recalls. After the revolution such medals 
always bore the head of the president in office at th e time of its manufac¬ 
ture. One struck in 1792 bearing the profile of George Washington, was 
presented to Red Jacket, chief of the Iroquois and last of the Senecas. 

A silver peace medal, of the Jefferson medallion type, found in an 
Indian grave on the banks of the Clearwater river, Idaho, in 1899, was one 
used during the famous Lewis Clark expedition from the mouth of the 
Mississippi to where the Colutnbia empties into the Pacific. Many such 
medals were given to Indians on the trip. The one found in Idaho is in the 
American Museum of Natural History. The Jefferson medal differed in 
design from that issued by Washington. It was made in bronze of three 
sizes. The smallest was also struck in silver. All sizes bor e the same 
design. On the obverse side is a bust of Thomas Jefferson and on the 
reverse clasped hands, pipe and battle ax crossed and the legend, “Peace 
and Friendship.” 


TOOTH OF MONSTER ANIMAL FOUND 

A tooth of the Elephas Imperator, said by scientists to be the largest 
mammoth ever existant, was recently found among Sacramento mountains 
of southern New Mexico. The National museum reports show this animal 
to have ranged th e southwestern United States and northern Mexico 3,000,- 
000 years ago. This animal is said to be much larger than the Siberian 
mammoth, remains of which are found in the gravel deposits of northern 
Russia and which was one time thought to be th e largest land animal that 
ever existed. It is five times as large as the modern elephant. Some ideas 
of the enormous proportions of this beast might be gained from the dimen¬ 
sions of the tooth found.® It weighs 20 pounds, is 16 inches long, 7 inches 
wide and four inches across the grinding surface. 

A careful exploration of the vicinity which the tooth came might re¬ 
sult in the discovery of th e complete skeleton. 

The Cocoanut Islands in the Indian Ocean constitute a diminutive king¬ 
dom, ruled by King Sydney Ross, a Scotchman, whose grandfather, Captain 
John Clunies-Ross, discovered the little group ninety-one years ago, and pro¬ 
claimed himself king. And ever since the Ross’s have ruled the Iclands. The 
population numbers about 700. Coins are not in use on the islands. The 
medium of exchange is script, good at the king’s stores. 

It was at this group of islands that the notorious German raider “Emden” 
tound its Waterloo. 
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WESTERN NOTES—By George J. Remsburg 

Maitland Milliken, of Denver, Colo., sends the WEST an interesting 
newspaper account of th e unique collection of insignia of rank, buttons and 
regimental ornaments, owned by George Evans of Denver. They were col¬ 
lected by a German soldier, who boasted that they had been taken from the 
uniforms of dead allied soldiers, as they lay on the battlefields of France 
and Belgium, and when this German soldier was taken prisoner, they fell 
into the hands of Mr. Evans, who is a member of base hospital unit No. 29. 
The collection contains many valuable pieces. 


Prof. Henry Morse Stephens, of the University of California, dropped 
dead on April 16. He was noted as a historian and specialized on European 
history from 1600 to 1914. Of late he had been making extensive investi¬ 
gations of early California Spanish history. Dr. George F. Becker, a noted 
geologist of the University of California, died at about the sam e time. 


E. D. Burnell has presented to the Porterville, Calif. Odd Fellow’s lodge 
a beautiful cabinet made of black walnut from the Philippine Islands, and 
other varieties of fine woods. The cabinet is about the size of a baby grand 
piano and is a work of art. Included in its contents is a cane presented to 
Mr. Burnell’s father by the Noble Grand of the Odd Fellow’s lodge at North 
Salem, Ind., at th e close of the Civil War, in which the elder Burnett served 
for four years as a volunteer. 


Miss Carrie Linsley, of Pomona, Calif., has an interesting collection of 
antiques including a large chair which is more than 100 years old, a number of 
rare old books, china ware of a very early period, rare and beautiful needle¬ 
work, etc. 

Several California landmarks, near Richmond, are to be preserved. 
Among them is an old adobe building, said to have been the headquarters 
of many prominent Spanish officials, and another is the former residence of 
Governor Alvarado, at San Pablo. » 

When El Paso was an adobe frontier town and an irrigation ditch 
meandered through the main business street, the stump of a cottonwood 
tree stood at the intersection of two unpaved streets. On this stump were 
pasted notices for “bad men’’ of that day to leave town overnight or be 
lynched the next day. The stump became historic because of the notices and 
is now preserved in the museum of the Pioneers’ Association. Recently 
General Anson Mills, founder of El Paso, sent the Mills Historical Circle 
original copies of these notices, including one denouncing him for an “aboli¬ 
tionist” and his reply, both of which were posted on the old stump. 


Five new species of five-toed kangaroo rats have been found in Cali¬ 
fornia according to Professor Joseph Grinnell director of the California Mu- 
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scum of Vertebrate Zoology, who is the author of a paper which has just 
been published by the University of California Press. The new species were 
found in San Benito, San Luis Obispo, Merced and Mono countries. 

The new kingdom of the Serbians, Croatians and Slovenians (Jugo. 
Slavia) including little Montenegro, is represented by an interesting ex. 
hibit at the Public Library in Los Angeles. This includes views, maps, 
photographs, richly embroidered costumes of men and women, and a col¬ 
lection of literature dealing with the past and future of these peoples, so 
tenacious of their independence. 

The famous Armstrong collection of wood block prints, the largest in 
the world, has been sold to H. E. Huntington, of Los Angeles. It contains 
some 2000 prints. 

The Spokane Museum has leased a 160-acre bog near Spokane, Wash., 
and is prospecting for the bones of the largest mastodon ever discovered. 
Parts of the skeleton have been located and it is proposed to bring the entire 
framework of the animat to the surface. It is believed when uncovered the 
skeleton will stand fourteen feet high, with tusks ten feet long. 


THE BUTTERFLY QUEEN 

In a little town nestled on a slope of the Sierras in California there 
lives the world’s greatest butterfly farmer, Miss Ximena McGlashan, a beau¬ 
tiful young Western girl, who, starting out without capital, built up a busi¬ 
ness which nets her many thousands a year. 

1 he butterfly farmer lived the usual life of the Western girl, completed 
Normal school, and returned to her father’s home at Truckee, Calif. Be¬ 
fore her lay th e prospect of getting a position as school teacher, but this 
did not appeal. 

One day while walking on the hillside near her home her attention was 
attracted by a host of brilliantly colored butterflies. This solved her prob¬ 
lem. Starting out with a bottle of cyanide, a net and a supply of pins, she 
began operations. Private collectors, museums and other institutions are 
always in the market fpr perfect specimens of Lepidopteria and she had 
no trouble in getting rid of her initial catch. Her first ten weeks netted her 
an average of $50 a week. 

From catching butterflies, sh e tooL to breeding them, searching day 
and night for larvae, eggs and cocoons, collecting them and propagating 
them in apparatus of her own devisement. She had thousands of corre¬ 
spondents throughout the world, and so great has her business become 
that she publishes a magazine which is eagerly read by collectors. Her 
first efforts cost her nothing; today she is worth many thousands. 

On the money earned early in the history of her success she paid her 
way through college and studied the subject, till today she is an authority 
on the insect. Useless, but for their general value, and appeal to the finer 
sense, these insects built up a fortune for the energetic Butterfly Queen. 
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THE MAELSTROM OF THE MOORLAND—H. Jay Hagen. 

The dull boom of the turf off Cragg Rock echoed hollowly over the moor 
as the mist momentarily rising and then swirling downward to hug more 
closely the dripping bogs, seemed to be giving passage to some dread, un¬ 
known spirit; vast, intangible and oppressive.

The May number of Sports Afield, of Chicago, contains an editorial 
on the “Evolution of the Rifle.” 

The smallest pistol or revolver made in the United States is the “Baby 
Hammerless,” made by R. M. Sedgley, 2311 North 16th St., Philadelphia. 

Eighty big caliber German guns refused by the United States receiving 
commission because they did not meet modern standards, have been sold 
to a Coblenz foundry and are to be made into farm implements. While 
some of these cannon were cast as long ago as 1870, all had been used at 
some time in the recent war. 

Marshal Foch’s gift from the united Jesuit colleges of this country and 
Canada is a jewelled “sword of honor,” their supreme offering. 

Private True Alexander, a Kansas City motor mechanic, with the 
Quartermaster corps in France, has made a number of unique souvenirs 
out of rifle and other shells and sent to his mother in Kansas City. Among 
them are miniature airplanes and submarines. 

The editor of this department has a full set of “All Outdoors" maga¬ 
zine, containing Horace Kephart’s interesting history of American fire¬ 
arms in eight chapters, that he will sell or trade. 

The Western inventor who is said to have made a rifle that uses gaso¬ 
line instead of powder may revolutionize the whole science of firearms: he 
announces that gasoline has seven times the power of the best powder; that 
a gallon of gasolinfr is enough to bombard London; that a barrel of it 
will provide ammunition for two Mexican revolutions. Is the time coming 
when the hunter will carry merely a bottle of gasoline and a spark plug?—• 
Youth’s Companion. 

War souvenirs in the shape of watches made of the steel of Belgian 
cannon which were in active service on th e Belgian front from the beginning 
of the war in 1914 till October 29, 1917, are being manufactured in Switzer¬ 
land by order of the king and queen of the Belgians. The watches, which 
bear in-set in gold on the cases the monogram “A. E.” of the Belgian sover¬ 
eigns, are to be presented by King Albert and Queen Elizabeth to soldiers 
w T ho have specially distinguished themselves and also to prize winners of 
military competitions. 

Claude C. Beals, of Boulder, Colo., furnishes the following clipping:— 
“Workmen making an excavation for a building at Bahia, Brazil, unearthed 
a zinc box containing four dynamite bombs, says a dispatch to the Razon 
from Bahia. The bombs apparently had been buried nearly half a century 
as they were wrapped in a copy of the New York Bulletin of the year 1874.” 

Frank D. Guggenheim, of Stratford, Conn., sends the following inter¬ 
esting account of the Opperman sale in New York: 

“A wheel-lock pistol and axe combined, dated 1600, brought the highest 
price at the sale of the Theodore Offerman collection of armor at the Ameri¬ 
can Art Galleries, going to a buyer giving the name of O’Reilly for $710* 
It was a rare piece, inlaid with bone and with the armorer’s mark on the 
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blade. To the same buyer went a pair of Italian seventeenth century wheel- 
lock pistols for $600. A Spanish tilting helmet dating about 1580, rare and 
in good condition, went to the Metropolitan Art Museum for $500, and also 
to th e museum went an Italian wheel-lock arquebus of the seventeenth cen¬ 
tury, the lock finely engraved and the stock inlaid with engraved ivory scrolls 
in flower and hunting scenes, for $350. This was from the Austin collection. 
To William Milliken went an extremely rare breastplate and taces, of the 
first half of the fifteenth century, from the Islan'd of Rhodes, for $460. Mr. 
Milliken paid $420 for a Sardinian seventeenth century "wheel-lock gun, and 
'$600 for a Spanish wheel-lock gun from the Austin collection. This bore the 
date 1618 on the barrel, which was decorated with gilt bands, the stock in¬ 
laid with ivory and with the Aragon coat-of-arms. A late sixteenth century 
South German double-barrel wheel-lock pistol went to James Leary for $490 
A sixteenth century Swiss crossbow, with original lashings, movable steel 
windlass, from the Bolton Priory and Hoyt-Price collections went to Mr. 
Leary for $530. The collection, including many small pieces and a number 
of books on armor, 524 numbers, brought $21,131.
